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INTRODUCTION. 



JOHN DICKENSON is known only, in so far as he is 
known at all, to a "fit audience though few," by his 
books. Biographical and bibliographical authorities 
have been consulted in vain for information about himself. 
Like result has attended enquiries made through Dr. J. G. 
Van Oosterzee in Holland. I had indulged a hope of 
eliciting something about him there, inasmuch as he dedi- 
cated his Specvlvtn Tragicvm Regvm, &c. (1601), to George 
Gilpin — younger brother of the ever-venerable Bernard 
Gilpin, "the Apostle of the North" — Elizabeth's ambas- 
sador and representative in " the Low Countries," as himself 
a resident, and as his Miscellanea ex Historiis Anglicanis 
Concinnata (1606), was also printed at Leydqn. Some lucky 
chance may bring us the needed and much-wished light on 
the personality oi a notable and scholarly Englishman. 

For the present, at least, I must very much content my- 
self with notes of and on his successive books, as just named, 
id est^ besides those now reproduced : 

[a) Deoram concessus, Siae Apolinis ac Mineruae querela summum legentibus 
voluptatem nee minorem vtilitatem prsebens.

A solitary exemplar of this has been preserved in the 
Bodleian. I have not chanced on the record of another. 
There is Virgilian grace and melody in the Deorum Concessus, 
Let three brief quotations witness : 

Noz erat, et moestos neglecto munere Phoebus 
Perpetuas misero tenebras indixerat orbi: 
Suigit inaoratum repetitq; Aurora cubile: 
Phosphorus expectat frustra tandemq; recedit: 
Et Phsebe subitos fratris mirata dolores, 
Descendit yacuumq; relinquit lumine coelam. 
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1603, and a fourth in 1605. This Specvlvm Tragicvm Regvm 
is a kind of more elegant Mirror for Magistrates, If with- 
out its tediousness o'times, it has, sooth to say, little of its 
rugged vigour and resonance and indubitable power. Henry 
VIII. and his wives, Bothwell, Mary Queen of Scots, 
Essex, Northumberland, Suffolk, Seymour, Wolsey, James 
IV. of Scotland, among others, " point a moral and adorn a 

tale." I select Robert Devereux, Earl of Essex, as a 
specimen of our author's Latin prose — his Speculum being 
nearly all prose :

Recentior est Essexij niina, qui recaperandse potentiae, & vindictse cupiditate 
ardens, aulae (quE dudum interdictum erat) ac persons r^ae suam in potestatem 
redigendae consilium Inijt; qui cum serenissinue Reginae mandatis ad se venientes 
viros honoratissimos amplissimaque auctoritate preditos (omitto privatas cii ipsis 
inimicitias nullas, cum duobus ver6 cognationem satis arctam intercessisse) novo 
& ante eum diem apud Anglos inaudito exempio, tanquam in custodia asservarc, 
collocatis ad conclavis ubi reliqucrat, ostiu sclopetarijs, nequaquam dubit^t; 
qui dcnique patefacti consilij aulseque cdmunitae indicio accepto, Londinensem 
in urbem, comitantibus circit^r trecentis, in quibus proceres aliquot, Equestris 
Ordinis baud pauci, h splcndidis autem familijs quamplurimi, se efTuderit; varijs, 
qui transijt, Multitudinis animos commentis pncnsans, suasque in partes illicere 
conatus. Nee san^ paHim ille sibi de vulgi studijs diu erat poUidtus, cujus 
frequentes acclamationes ; hoc est, si exitum spectes, dulce venenum ; sin rem, 
fumum, spumam, umbram, bullam, & si quid levitate levius; ipse (uti iam liquet) 
levitatis sestimator nimius avidis & obvijs auribus exceperat. Neque ver6 
aberrare videntur, qui tam persuasione ilia & spe precipiti, quim desperate 
contra aulam successu, inde in Urbem aversum & impulsum credant. Veriim 
attendas (quseso) prseclaram popularis aurae frugem. Adjunxit se illi ne ex £aece 
quidem plebis quisquam (sequeb&tur multi, at inermes, at spectatores tantum, 
uti solet vulgus) suorum interim plerique metu dilapsi sunt : Ipse iam aliquot 
Urbis in locis R^nae mandato & nomine hostis ac perduellis declaratus, & 
intercluso per terram reditu, cum ijs qui remanserant, in sedes suas Thamesis 
benefido aegr^ evasit: tum demum de se suisque actum plan^ sentiens; qu6d, 
quos tanquam obsides (uti mod6 memini) Consiliarios regios sub custodia 
reliquerat, h conjuratis unus, eo merito praecipitatem culpa salutem redempturus, 
simulate ipsius iussu liberdrat Quod solum igitur (ni pugnantes occumbere 
maluissent) perditis rebus superfuit: paucas post horas sequuta est omnium 
deditio, deditionem career. Deinde elapsis diebus aliquot, pro tribunali, ad 
causam majestatis diccndam sistuntur Comites Essexius & Southamptonius, 
cumque objecta crimina non satis diluerent, Procerum sive (uti loquuntur) 
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Parium sententijs sanies iudicatos voi ludicis suprerai capite damnat. South- 
amptonius, post reginx obitum (qua viveote^ spiritu quidem tanquam miseri- 
cordiK ipsius bencficiario fhicbatur, m custodia tamen est asscrratus) & liber- 
tatem, & aummam eratJa™ adeplus esL Ad altenim redeo. Inlerjecla est 
denao dicu aliquot i condemnatione ad supplicium mora, qnibus totum con- 
juralionis ordlnem sponte, fusi, ac turn demum ijatxjt, Inm sciipto pro quim 
viva voce fasjus est, seque pceniteotia singolnri ad eitremura tragcedis; aclum 
comparavit, quem In lutri Lomlinensi [hoc sununopere rogarat ipse) tribuj 
ictibus absoivil camlfcx. Dcinde & de quatuor ali)^ qoorum in conjuratioue 
pi^ccipuse (uciunt partes, sumptoia est snpplidum capitate. Eranl hi; ipaius 
vttricus, cumque eo alius nobili gencre, qui SontMpIonij causa se uncniscuetai ; 
Oeconomus (equesCri omnes digailale) & qui & secretin fuit, vir sant ciunprinus 
eniditus, sed iaquicto Ingenlo, & Qabellam cODJnratioais. Friml doo sccuri 
percussi sunt ; Oeconomus uni ciun nitero u^latis proditonim poenis affectus ; 
BCUti & ante Essexij morteni Leius quidam, audacissimi, nee minlis periculosi 
consilij delalus & convictus; cujus nimimm hie Scopus erat, ul, obseivata 
sateUitam itllanimquc inrrcqiiclia, cum pauda pail audacia prxditis ad Reglnam 
iiTuniperel, vi ac melu ad liberaoduin Esseiium adductums. Cieteris, pro sux 
cuiqae vel culpx vel facultatum lalioue irtogata: sunt mulctee, sed nonnullls 
pbst remisss. 

Here is a translation, which is perhaps superfluous : 

Conceming Robert Devereux. Earl of Essex. 
More recent is the downfall of Essex, who burning wilh an eager desire of 
recovering power and (the opportunify of) revenge, engaged in the design of 
gcUing into his possession the palace (from which he bad long been forbidden) 
and the person of the Queen ; who (I say) did not at all hesitate to keep as 
it were in custody (goards being placed at the door of the room where he had 
left them) certain most distinguished personages and endowed with the fullest 
authority, coming to him wllh the orders of her most serene majesty (I pass 
over the fact that there existed between him and them no private misunderstand- 
ings, nay indeed in the case of two of them a mther close relationship) by the 
eiereUe of a precedent new and unheard-of among the English before that day; 
who in Gne, when proof had been recdved of the discovery of the plot and the 
fortifying of the palace, threw himself into the city of London, about three hun- 
dred persons accompanying him, among whom were several noblemen, not a few 
of knightly rank, and very many of illustrious families : trying to catch the 
ratnds of the multitude, wherever he passed, by various inventionf:, and endea- 
vouring to entice them to his side. Too much had he long promiseii himself 
&om the devotion of the mob, whose frequent shouts of applause, (tliat is to 
say, if you r^ard the issue, sweet poison ; but if the thing itself, imolie, frolh, 
a shadow, a bubble, and anything you please lighter than tightness); he himself 
a valuer of lightness (as is now clear) had welcomed with too eager and open 
ears. And they indeed appear not to be mistaken who believe that he wu 
thereupon turned aside and hurried into the city as well by that (Haltering) per- 
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suasion and hasty hope, as by his despair of succeeding against the palace. But 
obscnre, I pray, the noble fruit of the breath of popular favour. Not one indi- 
vidual indeed of the dregs of the people attached himself to him (many were 
following, but unarmed, and only as lookers on, after the manner of the multi- 
tude) : of his own companions meanwhile the greater part slipped away through 
fear. He himself now, being proclaimed in various parts of the dty by com- 
mand and in the name of the Queen an enemy and a rebel, and a return by land 
being cut off, he escaped with difficulty by help of the Thames to his own house, 
along with those who had remained with him ; then at length perceiving clearly 
that it was all over with him and his : because one of the conspirators (with a 
view of securing by such a service his (personal) safety endangered by his fault) 
had by a pretended order from himself (Essex) set at liberty those royal coun- 
cillors whom like hostages (as I lately mentioned) he had left in custody. As 
the only thing which remained in these desperate circumstances, unless they had 
preferred to die fighting, there followed a few hours afterwards a surrender of 
all ; and imprisonment (followed) surrender. Then after the lapse of a few days 
the Earls of Essex and Southampton are placed before the judgment-seat to take 
their trial for high treason, and inasmuch as they could not satisfactorily clear 
themselves of the charges brought against them, having been adjuged guilty by 
the votes of the nobles or (as they say) their peers, the voice of the Lord Chief 
Justice (or Lord Chancellor ? in the case of a peer) condemns them to death. 
Southampton, after the death of the Queen (during whose life he enjoyed indeed 
the favourable breath of her compassion, yet was kept in custody) acquired both 
liberty and the highest favour. 

To the other I return. There was interposed again a delay of some days from 
his condemnation to his punishment, in which he confessed the whole course of 
the conspiracy, of his own accord, copiously, and then at last sincerely, as well 
in writing as by word of mouth, and prepared himself by an imcommon peni- 
tence for the final act of the tragedy, which in the tower of London (this he had 
himself most earnestly requested) the executioner completes with three strokes 
of his axe. And afterwards on four others whose share in the conspiracy was 
conspicuous, capital punishment was inflicted. These were his own father in 
law, and with him another of noble rank, who had mixed himself with it on 
Southampton's account ; his steward (all were of knightly rank), and one of his 
private friends, a man indeed remarkably learned, but of an unquiet turn of 
mind, and the fan of the conspiracy. The first two were beheaded ; the stew- 
ard, together with the other, was visited with the usual punishments of traitors ; 
as also before the death of Essex, one Leigh, accused and convicted of a most 
daring yet dangerous design ; whose object forsooth was this (the small num- 
ber of her attendants and others having been observed), to burst into the presence 
of the Queen, along with a few others animated by equal audacity, with the 
view of inducing her by force and fear to liberate Esfiex. On others, in pro- 
portion to each one's guilt or means, fines were inflicted, but to some of them 
these were afterwards remitted. 

This 'story* of Essex (and Southampton) is besides, a 
substantive addition to contemporary history, as having 
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been written while the ' execution ' was a very recent me- 
mory. Little did the exile Dickenson suspect Elizabeth's 
remorse and despair and self-accusation for her Essex. 

(c) Miscellanea or Historiis Anglicanis Concinnata, Autore I. D. Lugduni 
Batavonim £x Officina Thomse ;Basson, Sumpt Lod. Elseviru. l6o6. 4to, 
pp. 71. 

This IS equally unknown with the Deorum Concessus to 
the Bibliogfraphers. In one of the Bodleian exemplars — 
two, one like that in the British Museum imperfect — on the 
vellum cover (verso) is the following note in the author's 
handwriting : 

I have vnderstoode by sondiy ly'es 
of Samuel Calvert, y' my Spe- 
culu is translated into French, 
and printed in France : but because 
y« Printer hearing an inckling 
y' it should be called in (as 
it was shortly after) had dispersed 
the same into y^ partes moste remote 
from Paris ; Samuel hath not bene 
able to get any copy thereof! 

From the existence of this beautiful (apparently) gift- 
copy of his Miscellanea in the Bodleian, and from the only 
surviving exemplar of his Concessus Deorum being also there, 
I am inclined to suspect that Dickenson is one of Anthony- 
i- Wood's over-looked Oxford names. The Miscellanies 
are an immense advance on the Speculum, These no one 
can read without pleasure, (i) Robert, Duke of Normandy ; 
(2) John, King of England, and Epistle to Matilda; (3) 
Mortimeri Soliloquium ; (4) Procerum et populi Anglorum 
ad regem suum Richardum secundum libellus supplex ; (5) 
Oratio Catesbeij ad Richardum, quern superioris epistolae 
autorem introduxi ; (6) Oratio Richardi Angliae tyranni ad 
intimos scelerum ministros; (7) Oratio Ketti rebellis ad 
socios ; (8) Autor Synceritatis tutelam invocat. 

Others may be 'taken' with others. I select portions 
from the Epistle of King John to Matilda, because, (a) It 
seems to me good Latin verse; {p) The friend already 
named has rendered it admirably in blank verse. 
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Haec postrema tibi dominae, Matilda, protervae 
Munera captivus, postrema hoec nuntia mitto. 
Ilia quidem reliquis nimium contraria dices, 

Qualia & inviso vix hosti mitteret hostis. 
Verus amor, vitae qui vis & vita, ministruin 
Assumsit mortis : nee primum hoc extat amoris, 
Quod miremur, opus : quidni mirentur & omnes, 
Nos, quorum sceptro tot subdita eolla, puellae 
Et pretio & precibus spretis captare favorem, 
Inq. humiles animum frustrk demittere gestus, 
Ac, pro r^;ali, fortuni supplicis uti ? 
Sit decor ille tuus, sit forms gratia, qualem, 
Nee videre patres, nee soecla futura videbunt 
Cedant ipsa genis utroq. roseta colore ; 
Collo ebur ; & voci Sirenes ; erinibus aurum ; 
iEmulus ambrosise per mellea labra feratur

The Shakespeare student will do well to read these Mis- 
cellanea for the various historical verse-speeches, &c, &c. 

Turning back on my guess that John Dickenson may 
have belonged to Oxford, I note in his Epistle-dedicatory 
of Greene in Conceipt to a Thomas White of CorfTe in Dorset- 
shire, that he recalls their having been educated togetlier. 
Lucklessly it has proved impossible to determine who this 
particular Thomas White was.* 

• The only Thomu White of Dorsetshire that I can find of the period who 
seems at all likely to have been Dickenson's "deare friend,** became Rector of 
Langton in 1592, and died ayth December 1629. He vras buried there 4th 
January i629-3a The inscription on his monument is as follows : 
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The three books now for the first time reproduced are all 
of the extremest rarity. Of the first (the Shepheardes 
Complaint) not another exemplar has been traced than that 
at Isham ; of the second I know of only two exemplars, 
viz., the British Museum and the Bodleian ; of the third, 
only that in the Bodleian (among Malone's books). I 
shall be very much disappointed if John Dickenson's 
bright and musical, if avowedly euphuistic, Prose and 
mellifluous and vivid Verse, do not win him admirers 
even at this so late day. His

recall to me hauntingly Shakespeare's Phomix and Turtle. 
Others have throbs of real passion. I have little to say for 
his hexameters, or any one's. Self-evidently he had a 
modest estimate of himself and of his writings. From 
the motto of the Concessus Deorum to his various descrip- 
tions of all as 'toys' and mere bye-play, there is a stamp 
of a humble and shy nature. His models were SiR Philip 
Sydney and his friend Sir Edward Dyer (to whom 
Arisbas is dedicated) and THOMAS WATSON. Twice-over 
he has paid his tribute to Sydney and Watson (= Amyntas), 
and I once more right willingly take advantage of the 

Here lyeth the wor" Thomas White 
M' of Arts, parson of this parish

He was rector of Ockford Fitzpain from 1593 until his death. Colonel 
Chester of Bermondsey, in sending me this inscription adds — ''I cannot iden- 
tify him as an Oxford man, and can find nothing more about him. Corfe Castle 
is some dbtance from these two places." I hesitate as to the identification, (i)

Greene in Conceipt has (though the author disavows imita- 
tion) caught the manner of the unhappy * scholar of both 
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universities/ As giving the only known attempt at Robert 
Greene's 'portrait* (if portrait it be) our fac-simile (by 
Allnutt of Oxford) of the original title-page, must be accept- 
able to all lovers of our elder literature. I add a few Notes 
and Illustrations. Perhaps John Dickenson may hereafter 
receive more adequate critical study and recognition. I 
have only to add that, as invariably, our text reproduces 
the author in integrity, wherein I owe a good deal to the 
Rev. J. W. Ebsworth, M. A., of Molash.

Put to our purpofe. As I wandred along, the fweet chan- 
trcflc of the field, into whofe gentie kind fair PhiLOMELE was 
carft tranfformed, did feeme to gratulate my arriuall with 
diuinc melody, raifmg her harmonious laies in higheft tunes. 

And 
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And not refpefting the fafetieof her tender charge fcal'd with 
her wings the top of a lofty tree, where while (lie fate, a care- 
lefle contemner of worlds eucr-changing chaunces, and plea- 
fed her felfe with the fweetneffe of her own fong, a Snake 
flilie creeping into the foolidi birds late forfaken neft deuou- 
rcd the fillie yonglings not garded as before with the warie 
Mothers watchfull eie: They draining their tender brefls, 
implor'd tlieir wretched dammes vntimelie aid, who hearing 
the fad exclaimes of her betraied brood, and being the forrow- 
full eie-witnefie of their miferie, tumd her ioyfull tunes 
into palTionate laments, moaning fo fweetly, that Nature 
vrged by fatall neceflitie, feemed to excel Art: but complaints 
were bootleffe : for the cruell dcuourer had alrcadie engulfed 
the innocent yonglings in his vencmous maw, whofe deaths 
(he celebrated with her mournfull cries, & framed their fune- 
rall fong in heauenly notes.

cried a little hill, whofe (hadie top was thick fet with M)^'- 
tle Trees: approaching, I perceiud a little valley vndemeath, 
and therein a pleafant fpring : and at the foote of the hill I 
beheld a faire Shepheardeffe, fitting and making a prettye 
Garland of odoriferous Floures, to crowne her Swaine 
which fate fomewhat belowe, and euer as he durft, did caft 
vp his eyes the admirers of her beautie, yet fearefuUy, as 
not affured of her fauour. Thus while the one was bufie 
with her hands, the other with his eyes : a young Heyfer, 
whofe neck was not yet tamed with the heauy yoake, did 
in the valley fport her felfe now friflcing, then leaping wan- 
tonly, fometimes tumbling her bodie in the grafle, and wal- 
lowing on the ground, fuddenly leaping vppe, as if glutted 
with the fruition of Floraes benefits : thus ftill (he played, 
yet neuer wearie with play. The faire Shepheardeffe fmild 
at this fight, as partaker of like freedome : the Swaine feemd 
to fighe, as depriued of like libertie : fhe renude her fmiles, 
as triumphing in his thrall, yet crownde him with the Gar- 
land which fhe made, as loth he (hould defpaire, hauing re- 
ceiued fo faire a token of her fauour. 

The Shepheard comforted with this vnexpefted courtefie, 
did refume his loft courage, and began thus to defcant on 
his fortune. 

FAire miftreffe, when the Heifer plaide with pleafure. 
You fmild, I fobd, for fmiles could not relieue me : 
His feareleffe life, your freedomes worth did meafure : 
Which caufd you fmile, and with your fmiles to grieue me. 
But though your fmiling feemed to deny me. 
Yet this kinde fauour proues twas but to trie me. 

More faithfuU Swaine was neuer tryde of any, 
More true, more truftie, to his deareft loue : 
A rare example, and vnknowne of manie, 
Which doe their feruants lightneffe oft reproue. 

Hence- 
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Henceforth bold thoughts : defpaire (hall not confound me, 
Eyes gald, fmiles kild, but gentle hands haue crownd me. 

The Shephcardeffe glad to heare her fwaine in this plea- 
fant moode, could not diflcmble her difcoured afTeflion, nor 
conceale that which flic had already opened : thus therefore 
flie did replie, conforting with him in one key, and confenting 
in one thought 

WHen wanton Heifar fported hecre and there, 
I fmild as foueraigne of mine owne defires :

Thus with her kinde conclufion, knitting liues fweetneffe 
with loucs folace, flie relicud the fainting Swaine, which be- 
fore halfe difmaide, was doubtfuU of her fauour, and droupt 
difcontent. How happie had the filuer-tongud Shepheard 
bene, if coye AMARYLLIS had pitied his extreames, and with 

lyke 
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lyke kindnefle conuerted his moane into mirth, his care into 
comfort, his defpaire into hope: whofe heauenly mufe, fweete 
fecretarie of his diuine conceit, would haue expreft the fumme 
of loues happines in matchleffe lines, and encreafed the num- 
ber of conceitfull Arcadians, whofe wits (harpned with loues 
pleafures, imploying their pennes in dooing homage to loues 
Altar, and publifhing their Nymphes praifes with neuer-dy- 
ing blazons of their beauties worth. 

Both true and oft tryed is that faying, Amor melle & 
felle fcecundiffimus. Which I will thus Englifh, following ra- 
ther the fence then the fentence : Loues fweete is oft mixed 
withfoure. The truth of which affertion is by his mif for- 
tunes lai^ely prooued : who though wanting no deferts 
which loue might challenge, yet could not compaiTe that 
whereto he aymed his defires : how iuftly then might he fet 
this Lenuoye at the end of his forrowfull complaint ? 

WHat life, what loue, dooth reft in Womens lookes ? 
What hap, what hope, haue they whom beauty fnares.? 
Coye dame no bold conceit in feruant brookes, 
But for her captiue ftill new thrall prepares, 
And loades his heart with new enforced cares. 
Thus hopes he ftill for that he nere fliall finde, 
Such are the trophaes of proud womankinde. 

But this other Shepheard, whofe fortune made him ow- 
ner of his eyes choife, would haue contradidled his faying if 
he had heard it, accufing him of impatience, becaufe hee pend 
his iniurious cenfure in too cholericke a veine: and doubtleffe 
would thus haue turnd thefe difparaging loues, and annexed 
them to the end of all his deuifes, as the fumme of his whole 
opinion. 

WHat life, what loue, if not in womens lookes ? 
What hap, what hope, like theirs whom beauty fnares.? 
Faire dame no fond defpaire in feruant brookes. 
But for her captiue ftill new ioy prepares, 

C Eafmg 
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Eafing his heart of vnbcfceming cares. 
Thus what he hopes, he ftialbe fure to finde, 
Such is the fexe of glorious womankinde. 

But ceafing to defcant on their thoughts, whofe for- 
tunes I haue not tryed, I wyll proceede to recount what elfc 
I fawe. 

Naye, loues wondrous ftratagems deferue a deeper me- 
detitation, and cannot be thus flcightly conceited. I won- 
dred therefore, mufing more then earft I did, on the effefls 
of loue, not knowing howe to terme fo (Irange a paflion, 
whofe diuerfe fuccefle did caufe feuerall motions in their 
hearts, which were cnthrald by fancic, and captiuated by af- 
fe£Uon, yet all ending in extrcames. I thought then that Po- 
ets had reafon to inued him with the title of Deitie, whofe 
powerfull (hafts had not onely pierced the yeelding hearts of 
mortall men, but made a forcible entrance into the relenting 
thoughts of immortall gods : luriTLR himfclfe Hominum fa- 
tor atque deorum, felt the force of his afpiring Nephewes fa- 
tall weapons, elfe would he not haue courted Leda in the 
(hape of a Swanne, wafted EUROPA in forme of a Bull, def- 
cended into Danaes lap like a gouldcn fhowre, befides his o- 
ther prety Heights, which the amorous God did oft praflife 
to beguile his iealous Queene. 

Nor was APOLLO ignorant of loues power, who being 
ouermatched by CUPiD, to whome he durft equall himfelfe, 
was forced to eafe his ouerburthened heart, and vtter his 
pafTion, exclaiming thus in an impatient humor. 

Hei mihi quod nullis amor cjlfanabilis herbis, 

Phyficks God knew no falue to cure fuch a fore, whofe 
incurable vchemcncie is proued by his moft paflionate com- 
plaints, recorded by Loues Hcrault in his volume of tranf- 
formed ftiapes. But whether am I carryed ? it befeemes not 
me to defcant on loues powerfull foueraigntie, but to imploy 

my 
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my pen, in relating that which I faw or feemd to fee in my 
morning vifion. Pafling along, and viewing many trees, 
whofe gorgeous branches garnifhed with rurall pompe, and 
the pridepf SYLUANUS,did fomewhat darken the ground with 
a fpatious (hade : not farre from the reft, I efpied a Myrtle 
tree, and approching did read written neere vnto the top, 
thus : 

Vnder this tree faire PHYLLIS did relent. 
And TiTYRUS receiud his firft content. 

And a little vndemeath that, thus : 

Faire Queene of loue to whom this tree belongs 
Next Phyllis, thou ftialt grace the fliepheards fongs. 

And vndemeath that againe, thus : 

Apolloes laurel to this tree fliall yeeld. 

For Phyllis deems the Myrtle cheefe in Field. 

And on the other fide of the tree thus : 

The fiUie Swaine whofe loue breedes difcontent. 
Thinks death a trifle, life a loathfome thing : 

Sad he lookes, fad he lyes : 
But when his fortunes malice doth relent. 
Then of loues fweetnefTe, he will fweetly fing : 

Thus he Hues, thus he dyes : 
Then TiTYRUS whom Loue hath happie made. 
Will reft thrife happie in this myrtle (hade, 

For though loue at firft did g^eue him. 

Yet did loue at laft relieue him. 

The feate vndemeath the tree \*'as wome with their oft 
fitting on it : for it feemed to be much frequented by PHYLLIS 
and her beloued Swaine.

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Heereby I gathered, that all Arcadians were not vnhappie, 
but the mod, fortunate in louc : what though OuiD cenfured 
thus: 

Faftus inejl pukhris f 

Tufli, that is an imperfcflion incident to fome fewe, not a 
fault common to all. Amaryllis was coy, Helen had a gad- 
ding humour: yea but Penelope was chad, LAODAMiAloyall, 
ArtetniJiaXouxng, LucRETL\chaft: thus hauc we many proofes 
to anfwere any inftancc of feminine imperfection : yet nothing 
which is mortall, can be abfolutely perfefl : ViRGILS faying is 
mod true. 

Varium et mutabiU femper 
Fentina. 

EURIDICE, which liuing could not bee accufed of inconftan- 
cie, was after death blcmifhcd with vnkindnefle, becaufe for- 
getting the couenant of her return from hell, fhe fondly loo- 
ked back. The filuer-tongued Thraclxn, whom APOLLO had 
endued with a double gift of muficke and poetrie, beeing moo- 
ued with this, hated and with hatefull difgrace difparadged 
the woorth of that fexe which before he had honoured by his 
matchleffe Art : but if I proceed in this vaine, I (hall fall into 
a Labyrinth more intricate than the firft 

Scarce had I left that place, when I heard a loud noyfe of 
Pipes : & looking forward, I faw a great troupe of mourners, 
towardes whome I paced : and drawing neere, behelde God 
Pan formoft of this aflemblie, who founded a dolefuU note on 
hisOaten pipe: NexthimcameSvLUANUS, Pomona, Faunus 
and all the rurall powers, whome the light-foote Satyres fol- 
lowed piping all, though harflily, yet heaulie. Next after 
thefe, the fwift-pacing Wood-Nymphes came, whofe 
golden lockes ftaining the beautye of TiTANS beames, 
hoong loofe about their fhoulders : thefe did ftrewe flowers on 
the ground as they went, hauing their lappes full, and with 
their voyces agreeing in one found, made a forrowfull, yet 
fweet confort. 

Next 
so 
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Next thefe, a coarfe couered with a faire hearfe curiouflie 

embrothcred, and ouer-fpredde with choyce plenty of fwee- 

tefl flowers was carried by foure Ihepheards : on it this ftiort 

Epitaph in red letters. 

Heere beauties wonder lately flaine doth lie. 
Whom angrie CiNTHlAES wrath did doome to die. 



A great troupe of Shepheardes followed this breathlefle 
coarfe, which made mee mufe the more, thinking that it was 
fome rare creature, at whofe pcrfeftions that angry GoddefTe 
did repine, as fearing that the report of hir worth would bring 
her deity into contempt : yet defirous to be throughly refol- 
ued, I demaunded of him which was the laft of the company, 
what this folcmne pompe did fignifie : he courteouflie (haped 
mc this anfwcre. Stranger, (for fo thou feemeft) know, that 
thefeare theobite rites of faire Amaryllis, whomefewecould 
match in beautie, none in pride. She refufing the louc and fer- 
uice of the beft deferuing Shepheard that was euer bred in 
Arcadia, beftowed her fauour on a clownifh Svvaine, his in- 
feriour in all perfeflions : hee it was whome thou fawefl fol- 
lowing the hearfe clad in mournfull attire : but fodainelie re- 
penting her choice, (he did coldlyentertaine him, thinking him 
to bee honoured enough, and her felfe toomuch abafed by fuch 
Height fauors which fhe afforded him, yet fuch, as they might 
haue prolonged the other Ihepheards life, which could not ob- 
tein the leaft courtefie, though worthy of the moft. But proud 
Amaryllis, deeming herfelfcbetterthanany mortal creature, 
durft attempt comparifons with the immortal powers, mat- 
ching her felfe in theheight of her own conceit with matchles 
Diana, the foueraigne of thofe Groues : who though fprong of 
heauenly race, yet deignes to blcffed Arcadia witli her facred 
prefcnce. TheGoddcsiealousofhcrhonor; aimedat herone 
of thofe ihafts, wherewith (he wounds the flying beafls : and 
depriucd tlie coy girl of life, which would haue bereaued her 
of renowne. Thus being flaine by diuiiie iuflice, (lie is hono- 
red in her death, and her bodie accompanied to the earth with 
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the rufticall muficke of the rurall Dimi-Gods, and the celefti- 
all notes of the louely Nymphes, which tune their voyce in a 
funerall fong, they purpofe to conuey her body to the darke- 
fome Groue, where it is faid, the fore-lome Shepheard by her 
defdeigned, leads a folitarie life: who if he yet liue, may fee his 
wrongs reuenged, and the caufe of his complaints, on whome 
before he durft not looke, lying by his fide a breathleffe obieft, 
on whome he may now looke his fill. If he be dead, her bodie 
(hall be interred where he fpent his daies in forrowe : But the 
loffeofNlOBE,themetamorphofisofwretchedARACHNE,orthe 
death of Marsias might haue warned her to auoyde like pre- 
fumption. 

Thus haft thou heard the caufe of this folemnity brieflie 
vnfolded : but now ftranger thou muft pardon me, I can fpend 
no longer time in thefe difcourfes, but muft haft after my 
companie. This faid, he left me in a deepe meditation, mufing 
at the ineuitable lot of deftiny, whofe fuccefliue chances knit 
together with the chaine of neceflitie, followe each the other 
in fatall courfe : the laft finifhing what the former left vneffe- 
£led, and all difchai^ing the moft certain ordinances of diuine 
prcfcience. But fleepe could not furnifli my fancy with fuch 
high thoughts, as my troubled conceit did affedl : therefore a- 
midft my dumps, I fodainly awaked, & thus ended my dream, 
which if you vouchfafe to perufe with fauourable cenfure, I 
(hall reft fully fatisfied : and though I can performe nothing 
clfe, yet of this I wil be fure, not to trouble you with tedious 
toyes : nor manifeft mine owne infufficiency in long difcour- 
fes, for then mifliking the fubiedl, you would caft it away be- 
fore you read halfe ; or if you beftowed a fewe idle houres in 
pcrufing it all, you would curfe mee that helde you fo long in 
reading a trifle, fith you might haue employed that vacant 
time in viewing matters of more moment, and greater plea- 
fure. 

But where Apolloes Lute is filent, Pans harfh Pipe may 
fupply a roomc, which elfe would blufti at the found of his own 
muficke. You know the faying of HORACE. 

Scribimus indoSli doSlique poemata pajjtm. 

They 
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They which are not fufficiently furniftied with matchlefle 
perfeilions, wrought in them by vertue of a diuine Entheos, 
may yet talke of Parnassus, thirft for the filuer ftreames of 
Helicon, and honour the Mufes in wordes, whofe high-con- 
ceited feruants they cannot match in worth. A Scholers A- 
liquid, is better than whole Volumes of Clownifhe lines, 
drawne from the muddie fountaines of Mechanicall bralnes. 
But feeking freely to excufe, 1 doe fondlie accufe my 
felfe. I wil therfore reft on the hope of your 
courteous acceptance.

|k Earned and curtcous Gentlemen, Al- 
though the whiteft Swannc & fweetcft 
of ArOl.LOES muficall birdcs, hath put an 
endleflc periode to his euer-liuing lines, 
being prcuented by vntimely death the 
Herauld of ouer-haftie deftiny, though 
he the honour of Art & hope of Armes, 
Mincruaes nourfe-childe, and . beleued 
Secretary to the facred Mufes, was in the fpring-time of his 
glorie, raifcd from below to reigne abouc : yet as his heroique 
fpirit difrobcd of the perilhing habit of mortalitie, fwiftly 
pafling through the inferior orbcs, hath afcended to the Em- 
pyre heauen, participating etemall ioyes in the habitation of 
the blcfTcd, and doth with happier eyes view the glorious 
light of the Dcitic, and refling in that blisful feate of his re- 
pofe, w6dcrs at hcaucns huy;c frame, wherto his high thoghts 
did alwaics honourably afpirc : So his Fame winged with de- 
fert, futcd in robes of immortalitie, vanquifhing death, try- 
umphing ouer time, and nothing flaied by triuiall ftoppes, 
towres to the cloudes, and not comprehended in fmal limits, 
AIs the eares of all men with oft-rcboundcd ccchocs of his 
praife, & ouer-fpreading Europe, nay the worldes wide conti- 
nent, as did the flourifhing vine which fecmed to difmaid A- 
STVAGES, in his ill-prefaging dreame, to couer Afia with a fpa- 
tious Ihade.

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the reuerent ^flfeflion which I beare to the memorie of fuch 
a famous Worthie. 

Sweet ASTROPHIL the folace of my pen, 
Wonder of worth, and Peere of peereleffe men. 

But who can adde to that which is infinite ? or what pen 
can fufficiently exprefle his praife which exceeds the praifes 
of al pens, efpecially of mine, whofe flender wit treating fuch 
an ample fubieft, feeles want in plentie, raunging in a large 
field of copious matter, and being engulfed in an Ocean of 
conceit, lies there ouerwhelmed ? But fome may demaund 
wherto this tendes, to whom I anfwere thus briefly, framing 
mine owne Apologie.

at the vnmatchable height of his heroique humor. 

" Did not Statius charge his Thebaide to attend with like 
reuerence, on the loftie foote-fteps of the royall iEneide? 
But to conclude, I (hall be full heire of mine hope, and fhall 
efteeme it no fmall good hap, if you grace mine endeauours 
with fauourable doome, and accept my good will in lieu of 
currant performance. Thus Gentlemen, committing my 
Pamphlet to your friendly view, and fubmitting my felfe to 
your curteous cenfures, I end, wifhing to you al, feueral good 
fortunes, and concluding my refolution in this harfh Epi- 
gramme, hatched in an odde humour :

He Sunne foiouming in his winter 
manfion, had difrobed Arcadia of all her 
plcarures, & difgarnifhed Vestaes man- 
tle oC delightes variable choife, where- 
with Flora had in plentie poudrcd the 
frefhnefle of her carft-gn^-en hue. Night 
futed in a dufkie robe of pitchie darke- 
nelTe, befieged the globe with long fhadowes, while Phce- 
BUS wanting wonted vigor did by darting his (carce reflec- 
ted beames affoord fmal comfort to the earths encreafe. So 
that Arcadia earft the foucreigne fcate of alt content, and 
fole place of worlds perfeftions, feemcd now a patteme of 
the auncient CilAOS, wherin all things (if things) were con- 
founded. Feldes flourclefle, tr^es IcauelefTe, ground heate- 
letTe, brookes flrcameJefle, fprings vnhanted, groucs vnha- 
lowcd, augmented this hue of horror, blemifli of EuROPKs 
Paradife. The mayden huntrefte Arcadiaes patroncfle, did 
fildome trace the plaines guarded with her troupe of vir- 
gin-knights, to fire (hafts on the flying boafts, whofe wont 
was in time of heauens more mild afpeft, to grace 
the fields with her daily prefence, and when her brothers 
fcortching heat tirde her limbs with faintnefle, to bath her 
chaftc bodie in fomc picafant brooke. Nor did the wanton 
Satyres lightly (kipping on the painted meadcs. painted 
I meane by Natures workemanfhip, vaunt their bodies 
agilitie to the Fairy wood-Nymphs, Pan Arcadiaks Prefi- 
dent, pent vp himfelfe in his winter-lodging, and the other 
B rurall 
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rurall powers, feeing their glories date ended for that 
yeare, fhrouded himfelfe in the place of his wonted repofe. 
In this feafon, a feafon wcl fitting his melancholy thoghts 
diftrafted with moodie pafTions, Arisbas the mappe of For- 
tunes mutabilitie hauing his deareft Ladie, left his 
Country, abandoning the flate of a Prince, the hope of a 
Crowne, the fucceflTion of a kingdome, wandred in middefl 
of winters rage, furcharged with forrowe, lamenting his 
lofle, feeking his loue, loathing his life, fince Hues folace, 
loues fw^etneflc, had but one and that an hopelefle obieft, 
whofe want made him an haplefle abieft : while rough BO- 
REAS winters Hench-man muftering legions of ftormes 
fcourged the plaines with a troupe of tempefts, and aimed 
his violent blafts at the trdes to loppe their heights 
pride, and combatting with his companions, filled the aire 
with dreadfull noife of their tumultuous encounter, the in- 
fortunate Prince in whofe minde LovE martialled milli- 
ons of ftriuing paflions, wandring alone (if he be alone) 
whom Fancie tofleth in a boundlefle Ocean of perplexing 
thoughts, ceafed not his trauaile till the weathers intem- 
perate furie calmed by heuens milder influence, tooke truce 
with Tyme, & fealed the attonemet with a fodain change. 
But when Phcebus renuing his y^erely taflce, and denying 
longer refidence to ftormy winter, had pierced earthes en- 
trailes with comfortable warmth, openingf a fruitfull paf- 
fage for the iflue of her wombe, to cloath POMONAES bran- 
ches with Natures bountie, and diapre her owne mantle 
with Floraes fenfe-alluring pomp. Arisbas entred the fron- 
tiers of Arcadiaes maine continent, where fdeing the late 
hue of horror turned to an heauen of eies happinefle, he re- 
doubled many fighes drawne from tlie depth of his wofuU 
hearts centre : for remembring that Tellus was erft dif- 
mantled, the tr^es bereaued of their bloflbmes beautie, 
earths naturall defefts anatomized by Time, in the place 
where froftie Hyems had difplaied her ycie trophies, he la- 
mented to thinke that thefe the tokens of worlds mutabi- 
litie 
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litie, had recouered their former flourifli by y« yeres timely 
alteration, but his defperate fortune had no hope of an hap- 
pie fpring to calme the winter of his woe. Drowned in 
this deepe meditation, he proceeded penfiue, but he had not 
walked farre, when he efpied a faire broad Oake, whofe 
fpatious branches enuirond the ground lying vnderneath 
with a ftiady circle. There hde determined to reft awhile 
his bodie wearied by long iourneyes, and fomewhat dif- 
burthen his foule by difplaying his forrowes. Thether he 
came, downe he fate, and fixing his eyes on the ftarrie con- 
caue, began thus to vtter paflTionate complaints, not limi- 
ting his laments with diftinft claufes, for his mone admit- 
ted no methode. 

INiurious heauens (quoth hde) hath your influence effec- 
ted this miffortune.? Iniuft Gods, haue you enuying 
earth fo rare an ornament, beautified the feate of your a- 
bode with worlds wonder? Ungentle CUPiD, haft thou 
deeming my TiMOCLEA fairer then thy PSYCHE, renewed thy 
doting humor ? if fo, then wert thou cruell in thy change, 
but more in thy choife, enforcing mie to loue whome thy 
felfe didft like. I haue wandered through the earth, aug- 
menting the fprings with ftreames of my teares, filling 
the woods with rebounding Ecchoes of my woes, tracing 
the plaines with reftleffe fteps, yet haue I mift TiMOCLEA, 
and not finding her, have loft myfelfe. I haue blamed 
heauen, fearched earth, accufde the Gods, and ftiall Hell 
exc6ede the fcope of my paflions impatience ? May I not 
furmife that Pluto affefting a fecond wonder, hath perfor- 
med a fecond rape ? If fo, then moft cruell Monarch of the 
Ghofts, be thy PROSERPINE as iealous as I am ioy-leffe. 
Doeft thou triumph in the poffeflion of fo p6ereleffe a pray, 
and may not I lament the loffe of fo matchleffe a myrror ? 
Should I excufe thy fury or accufe thy folly ? (if it be folly 
to be bKndcd by fo faire an obieft, the worth of whofe per- 
fcftions words can not vtter, and thoughts fcarce compre-

Xvx bet Xeptxtxe deficous of 
change, ft^"^ recey:aed her Ent j bis watrie Palace, and 
crowned her EntpceiSe cc bis Ijq^iide MvXtardiy, com- 
iwamirlfi>j tbe Sea-X>-nipfc5 to attend oa her. the Sy- 
reos to dei^ht her with the fweeteoetie of their enchaun- 
ting harmocie. EKxphms to wafte her Chariot, PHOC.t 
to gard her, and the Tritoxs to focind her Maieibe. WTie- 
ther doe I wander ? Is this to retl ? Leaue Arisbas, nay, 
proceede Arisbas, ceafe to fuppofe, begin to forrow, aye me, 
wretched me, hapIetTe, h<^)eleire, what meanes may I now 
conceite, what deuife may now be plotted ? Heereat hee 
ftopt, and openii^ the floud-gates of his eyes, diftilled 
a (howre of teares, fupph-ing his fpeaches with d^pe 
figfaes. But refoluing to proceede hee behelde as hde loo- 
ked afide, one fomewhat neere him, which Ti-as by birth 
an Arcadian, and by his habit feemed a Shepheard, who 
ouerhearing the laft wordes of the Princes complaints, 
and ayming (though amiffe) at the occafion of his for- 
rowes, thought that facing a ftranger h6e lamented the 
loffe of his way, to which imagination applying his words, 

he began, thus : 

Friend, 
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Friend (for fo I may tearme you without oflfence) 
the day is almoft fpent, and the night dangerous for 
fuch as you are, or at lead feeme to b^e, I meane a (Iran- 
ger, Accept then a fimple lodging in my Cottage, with 
fuch homely fare, as Shepheards houfes ydelde, and 
when to morrowes Sunne fhall difplay his faire (though 
late forcelefle) beames, you may profecute your enten- 
ded iourney, wherein, if my direftions may further you, 
you (hall finde me ready to afford them. 

Arisbas wondering at fuch rare humanitie harbou- 
red in thofe contemptible weedes, made a long paufe, 
as if he had emoynde his mouth to perpetuall filencc, 
at laft (hapt this reply. 

Friend, (for fo your proffered courtefie bindes me to 
tearme you) mufe not that fobs interrupt my wordes, 
or forrowes feafon my difcourfe, which onely comfort 
my fates haue affigned m^e. What I was, I lift not now 
repeate : what I am, you fde, I grieue. A lodging in your 
Cottage I gladly accept : your countrey fare ile thanke- 
fully receiue. Your direftions will be as n^edefull as my 
diftreffe is notable. My bodie wearied much through tra- 
uaile, requires longer reft then one nightes repofe. My 
minde wrapped in a Chaos of confufions, expedls eafe by 
earneft conference. I haue a fecret to difclofe, a forrowe 
to difciphre, which while I fmother in priuate paffions, 
I (hall in ftead of comfort reape difcontent, but by difcoue- 
ring my fortune I may difcharge my fancie. And if this 
double fauour doe proc^ede from you, then in requitall of 
your courtefie, firft, I befeech lUPlTER Xenius, the patrone 
of hofpitalitie, and proteflor of ftrangers, to bleffe your la- 
bors, profper your attempts, & enrich your ftore with hea- 
ped plentie. Next, I vowe by that bright lampe heauens 
ornament, that if fortune (as fhe is neuer ftable) rayfe me 
from fo low an ebbe to the wonted height of my good hap, 
I will remunerate your kindneffe with moft ample re- 
compence. For knowe, that I can by birth challenge what

Arilbas, Euphucs flumbcring, 

may befceme a Prince to clayme. Euery Shepheard is not 
a Swayne, nor all priuatc that fccmc poorc. 

Damon (fuch was the Shephcards name) feeing maie- 
ftie in his lookes, grauitie feated in difguife, royaltie futed 
in bafe attire, gathered by thefe probable conie6lures, that 
he could be of no meane degree : mooued therefore with a 
deeper remorfc, he curteoufly intrcatcd him to repaire to 
his fimple lodging, and remaync there till fortune fliould 
conuert her frowns into fauors, protefting, that though he 
could not entertaine him as the qualitie of his condition 
required, yet he would fupply in good will the difabling 
defefls of his lowe eftate. Which words wrought fuch 
ch^erefulnefle in the heart of Arisbas, that he yeelded him 
millions of thanks, and accompanyed him to his houfe : 
which, when he entred, he found not gorgeoufly emboft, 
yet gayly trimmed, not courtly, yet comely, though home- 
ly, yet handfome, and he was kindly welcommed by DA- 
MONS wife, who greeted him with a merry countenance, 
being by her hufband certified of his fortune. Soiouming 
there fome fmall time, he fought by fundry meanes to a- 
bolifh the impreflTion of his forrowe, but being vnable to 
finde eafe in eafe, he refolued to depart, and finifh his 
fearch by finding his loue, or ending his life. Thus ready 
to effefl his refolution, he determined to enforme Damon 
at full of his eftate, knowing that he being both borne and 
brought vp in Arcadia, could not be ignorant of fnch acci- 
dents as fortune there had afted. As they walked together 
on a day through DAMONS ground conferring of fundry 
matters, the heate growing exceflTiue, they hafted to a coole 
ftiade, & there fate downe. Arisdas loth to omit fo mdete oc- 
cafion, feeing opportunitie friend to his defire, began thus. 

Friend DAMON, fith many refpefls fhorten my intended 
rcfidence, I haue refolued with fp^ede to leaue you, 
though for euer bound to loue you, my fortune enforceth 
the one, your court efie caufeth the other. But before my 
departure, I will difclofc to you a fecret, which may moue 

you 
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you to meruaile, and me to melancholy. A fecret fo rare, 
fo ruthfuU, that euery periode may effeft a paflion, 
each claufe a corrofiue, wherein you (hall f<6e a world of 
wonders plotted by loue, and perfourmed by fortune. 
For know, that you haue lodged a Prince, whofe maieftie 
maflcing in difguife of miferie, droupt in a lower ebbe then 
might f(6eme a decorum in my former dignitie. If you 
mufe at this, then marke the reft, and lend attentiue eare 
to my tale. 

Cyprus of all neighbour lies the nobleft, is my fathers 
Kingdome, the fucceflTion of whofe eftate, right of birth, and 
title of inheritance, will by due claime after his deceafe, 
tranfferre to m^e. But what auailes it to be inuefted with 
a diademe & want delight } When the date of my nonage 
was expired, hde defirous to linke me in fome honou- 
rable alliance, determined to prouide a wife with an ample 
dowrie, and large hopes of future good haps. Many Prin- 
ces of Ionia, and P^eres of Europe, defirous to infert them- 
felues into fo royall a kinred, and to haue intereft in fo 
noble a Familie, offered their daughters with large por- 
tions. But onely the Prince of Lemnos fped in his fuite, 
whofe allyance my Father accepted, Ihadowing his pre- 
tence which was aymed at hoped profit, for the match was 
concluded with this condition, that if the Prince dyed 
without heire Male (as he then had none, nor may by any 
likelihoode hope of any) then the enioying of his eftate, 
and poffeffion of his Crowne, fliould in right of his daugh- 
ter defcend to m^e. This compaft thus fubtilly contriued, 
was by agreement of both our Parents confirmed, fo that 
nothing wanted to finifti the bargaine and ftrengthen the 
contradl, but my confent, whereof my Father f(6eming to 
conceiue no doubt, made me priuie to his proceedings, 
commanding me to deliuer my refolution in briefe and 
playne tearmes. I, who mifliking his choife, would not 
conforme my thoughts to an others direftion, perceiuing 
the old mans drift, yet diffembling my intent, anfwered 
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in cffeft thus, that my yeares were fewe, my experience 
fmall, my affcflions fr6c, a fole life bcft fitting my fancie 
Yet did I in humilitic fubmit me to his difpofing, onely 
crauing a little refpit to fummon my fenfes, and conceite 
a change, defiring him to impute the not liking of fo ho- 
nourable an eftate, to the imperfcftions of my youth. 
He fufpefting no fraude in thefe fair fpeaches, thought 
it fufficient that I was fo flexible, and referd the times 
appointment to mine owne choife. But I deeming nothing 
more difhonourable then to mcafure affeflion by money, 
or leucU the eye, fancies herault, at a gainefull, though 
inglorious obiedl, pronounced lucre an hcrcfie in loue, 
and eft^eming fuch mercenary thoughts mdeter for a pea- 
fant than a Prince, would rather ncuer marry then fo 
marre. For (hould I wed mine own woe ? Should I ac- 
cept her a fpoufe, whofe bcautie I beheld not, whofe beha- 
uiour I knewe not, of whofe worth I was vncertaine, be- 
caufe it was vnfdene ? How could that loue be conftant, 
that affeftion permanent, which had no deeper roote then 
the parents naked confent, no furer feale then a bare falu- 
ting at the firft fight? Yet (fuch was the inclination of 
my youth) I earneftly defircd to fire my fancy on fome 
fortunate obiefte worthie of a Princes fauour. Many both 
gorgeous and gallant Dames attended in my Fathers 
Court, yet none fit, though all faire. While fancy com- 
menced fuch tumults in my thoughts, there arriued in 
Cyprus a noble Epirote, furnamed Aristophon, a man 
noble in ddede, graced with all ornaments which nature 
might afford, or vertue challenge. He was baniflied from 
his natiue foyle by tyrannous doome of his vnnaturall 
Souereigne, being falfcly accufcd to attempt an innoua- 
tion in the State, and plot fome treacherous praftife with 
the King of Macedon. For it was vnjuftly furmifed by 
fome, and bel^eued by all, that he had confpired to betray 
to him the countrey of Ambracia, whereof he was Prefi- 
dent, and had annexed it by force of Armes to the Crowne 
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of EpiRUS. Although his integretie fliould haue cleared 
him from fuch a crime, yet, (as it commonly happens) in- 
nocencie opprefTed by iniurie could not preuaile: leauing 
therefore liis vnkinde countrey, defpairing of retume, yet 
bearing with manlike patience the burthen of his exile, he 
repaired to my Fathers Court, who rel^eued him with 
princely liberalitie, allowing him an honourable penfion 
for maintenance of his eftate : for hauing oft employd him 
in weightie affaires, and finding him fortunate in at- 
chieuements, he pcrceiucd by thefc experiments that he 
was garnifhed with all glories of nobilitie, graue in coun- 
fcll, valiant armes : of dauntlefle courage, fpotleffc truth. 
But leauing this digrefTion, I will returnc to the propo- 
fed entcnt of my difcourfe. H^e brought with him his 
daughter and onely childe named TiMOCLE.\, a creature 
endued with fuch ornaments of the bodie, graced with 
fuch qualities of the minde, that it feemed nature and ver- 
tue concurring in one, had confpired to make her a p^ere- 
lefle proofe-p^ece of their vnited perfeftions : and though 
fortune fretting at their fauours fo largely beftowed 
fought to croffe their courtcfies with her cruelties, yet 
could flie not blemifh the bright-fhining worth of fo fa- 
mous a wonder. But as a fmal! cloude in a cleare day 
may fomewhat ftayne, not wholy (top the Sanncs light, 
fo fortunes malice did rather darken then drowne her 
merits, in whofe luory browes Chaftitie fate enthronizde 
as gardian of her lookes, Modeflie teinting her chiJekes 
with a vermilian dye of Virgin-red maideu-blulhes, em- 
blafond her a map of mirrors. Maieftie whiche beautie 
claymed, birth challenged, loue commaunded, guided her 
geftures with fuch decent proportion, as lUNO wanted in 
the pride of her gloric, or MiNERUA in the prime of her 
pompe. Thefc gifts thefe glories did fo enchaunt, enthrall, 
enforce me, that hauing fcarce viewde her, I vowde her 
mine, or my felfe not mine owne, fuch deepe imprefTions 
were wrought in mine affections. Loue hauing wonne 
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and wounded me with mine owne weapons, finding an 
eafy entrance into mine heart through mine eyes, the au- 
thors of my difeafe, and difcoucrers of my defirc, difgari- 
fond my thoughts of wonted fancies, conuerting my fo- 
lace into fobs, my delights into defpaire. I vnable to fu- 
fteine fo grieuous a burthen, perceiuing that the more I 
ftroue to allay the heate, the more thofe fmothered cinders 
reuiued in quenchlefle flames, Flames which ^TNA-like 
boild in my breft, rcfembling the horrors of Mount Gui- 
BELLOES fine rage, which vomits millions of vapors, and 
darts heapes of fulphur from the glowing centre, being I 
fay torturde with troubles, I refolued to finde eafe for my 
loue, or end for my life, fuing to her bountie which had vn- 
done me by her beautie. I am fo briefe in relating my for- 
tunes, as I was then loth to defer the execution of mine 
enterprife that fo highly concemd the hope of my good hap. 
Finding her on a time in company with other, I fingled 
her from the reft, my intent not fufpefted by any. When 
we were alone, I hauing awhile dallyed with common 
deuifes to enterteine her with varietic of talke, in the end 
though I could not Orator-like paynt my paflfions in figu- 
ratiue tearmes, nor contriue them with rhetoricall con- 
ceipts, yet did I playnely difcouer my affeftion, protefting 
my prefent loue, vowing my future loyaltie, producing 
caufes, defiring comfort, allcadging her worth, my wants, 
feafoning my words with my fighes. She in a cho- 
lerike humor (but it was a pretty choler) framde a cour- 
teous yet cruell anfwere, courteous in her words, enterla- 
ced with reuerent fpeeches, cruell in that vnkinde repulfe, 
yet kinde rebukes, not omitting to infert the refpeft of her 
owne honor, and tlie regard of her fathers fafetie : but 
concluding her friendly anger in a calmer veine, (he prof- 
fered in fubmifllon all feruice loue excepted and her ho- 
nour referued. Although the laft claufe afforded fufficient 
matter for a frefli reply, yet did her conftancie fo confound 
me, that being vnable to vtter one word, I brake off our 
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parle abruptly, and fummoning my fancies to a retreate, 
I refolued to attempt a fecond onfet, wherein being like- 
wife vanquifhed by her vertues, yet rather animated then 
amated (thefe kinde conflifts kindling not quenching my 
flaming paflions) I attached a third onfet: but hauing 
therein receiued a (harper foyle, I proceeded to a fourth, 
of all moft fatall, for fhe taunted me with contemptuous 
tearmes, and yielding a full denyall, fealed with a ftorme 
of frownes, (he departed, leauing me amid my difcon- 
tent plunged in a fea of dangerous conceipts, mufing on 
my mifhaps, meditating on her rigor, defperate of all hope, 
deftitute of all delights : but my paflions were fuch that 
I could not conceale them vndifcouered : fuch my forrows, 
that I could not fmother them in filence : thus therefore I 
vttered part of my griefe in an extemporall Sonet. 

Arifbas his Sonet 

SHould I accufe mine eyes that boldly gazed 
On that fayre obieft not to be obteyned, 
Or blame the worth in Europes wonder blazed, 
That them to looke and me to loue conftreyned ? 

Eyes for excufe alleadgde preuailing reafon. 
Heart in extreames on fancies wrong exclaymed : 
Hopes fun-(hine clowded like obfcurefl: feafon, 
Yeelds to defpeire at my misfortunes aymed. 

Nature too lauifti outward graces planted, 
Vertue too friendly inward bounties fowed ; 
Yet thofe faire eyes of courteous looks are fcanted. 
And angels hue on tygres thoughts beftowed. 

Tufli, loue which not alike did wound vs both. 
Is caufe, that I my death-like life doe loath. 
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But not fatifiyed thus to haue exprefled my forrowe, 
I did in an odder veine pen an Elegie without methode 
or good matter, but as it was I will rehearfe it 

Arifbas his Elegie. 

FAint wel I may for I feele enfeebling faintnes about me, 
faintnes vpon my lims heart to befet to befot 
Loue is a God but a cruell God but a boy but a wanton 

blinde but boldly triumphs, proud to be tearmd a tyran. 
What (hal I do? fhal I fue to the gods that lodge in Olympus? 

there loue feated aloft vaunts to be Lord ouer all. 
Heau'n yeelds fmall comfort : him, they do tremble obeying, 

and themfelues enthralde cannot alas me releafe. 
What flial I doe ? (hal I fue to the powV whome Cyprus 
adoreth, 

loues loue-worthy mother though not a friend to Cupid ? 
Her doth he wound and fmiles when her hap Cytherea be- 
waileth, 

how then will he for her yeeld to releeuc another ? 
What (hall I then ? (hal I fue to the boyifh God that hath 
hurt mee, 

hurt and harmd me fo, that little is my reliefc ? 
Then will he vexe mee more til heart more heauily languifh, 

torne as Prometheus fruteful vnhappy liver. 
What (hal I then ? ile fue to the faint whofe lookes me be- 
reaued 

of Hues blifle through loue, loue the decayer of hope. 
O that beautie fo rare (but I blufh to blame fuch a bountic) 

(hould ftaine faireft hue with fuch a blot fuch a blur. 
Yet wil I try, to the faint wil I pray and fue to be fuccord 

in whofe choife it reft mee to relieue to releafe. 

If you miflike eyther of them, or both of them (as well you 
may) accept this for a currat excufe, that troubled thoughts 
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thwarted with forrowe, can hatch no pleafant conceipts 
feafoned with fw^etnelTe, and where fadneflc houers, no 
Mufes harbour, but to our purpofe. This melancholy 
(whereof I fpake before) procured a grieuous maladie, 
which (he at the firfl: fuppofed feigned, knowing that I 
would plot all Heights, and leaue no fubtiltics vnaffaide 
to circumuent her, but when the Phyficions report, my 
Fathers forrowe, the generall rumor bruted through the 
Courtc had aftured her of mine ellatc, flic thinking it 
enough to caufe but too much to continue my danger, came 
with her Father to vifit me. How then I was affcfted, I 
refer to their cenfurcs whofe fortunes haue refembled 
mine. All the powers of my bodie being tranfferd into 
mine eyes the contriuers of my then-feeing difcontent, 
were employed in viewing her outward glories, and va- 
luing her inward graces. When I remcmbred her laft 
tearmes, I trembled at each thought, but weighing that 
being endued with all vertucs, fhe could not want that 
of clemency hauing the other of courtefie nor be voidc of 
gentleneffe being garnifhed with far-deriued gentilitie, 
I fuppofed this the fitteil time to fp^ede if now I fpake. 
When her father tooke leaue, I craude his daughters 
longer prefence vnder pretence of pafPing away the time, 
fhe not vnwillingly affented though fmclling the drift of 
my demaund, and he both accepted and ratified my re- 
queft, commaunding her to tarne. When we were alone, 
I pleaded in effeft thus, though not fo boldly as before, 
Firft, I alleadged that my prefcnt ficknefTe fo dangerous, 
my former vowes fo ferious, might warrant the truth of 
mine vnfeigned palTions. Next, that I meant not to diflio- 
nour her by affefling her, fith I craude onely to make her 
my lawful! fpoufe, which fauor if (he would vouchfafe to 
afTorde, I vowed to incurre all hazards for the preferuing 
of her honor, protefting to leaue Cyprus, to fruftratc the 
pretended manage with the Prince of Lemnus his daugh- 
ter, and line with her the onely bliffeful heauen of my 
C 3 lire, 
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life, and ftay of mine happineffe, as baniiht in fome other 
countrey till my Fathers anger were appeafed and his 
confent obteyned, whofe royall eftate to me as eldeft by 
right belonging, when I fhould by fucceflTion in that farre- 
renowned Kingdome fully enioy I promifed to inueft her 
with a Diademe, and Crowne her Qucene of my coun- 
trey, as (he was already fouereigne of my content. I en- 
ded my plaints with an humble petition, defiring her to 
pittie mine eftate, accept my fcruice, and compafTionate 
my forrowes, fith in loue-difeafes they oncly can heale 
which caufde the hurt. She (howring a ftreame of filuer- 
teares from thofe chriftall fountaines bright lamps of 
loues light, fuch as might befeeme VENUS to (head on her 
d^ere ADONIS, AURORA on her Sonne Memnon, (hapt this 
anfwere. 

Pardon (deareft Lord) the follies of a felly mayde, or 
rather weigh with indiflference the caufes of her coyneflTe, 
for fo you tearme my denyall, which if folly had e(re6led, 
or difdeigne caufed, I had merited more blame then a 
world of puni(hments might expiate. But fith the refpeft 
of my Fathers fafetie, and the regard of mine owne ho- 
nour ^moued me to be fo rigorous in my replyes, I hope 
to finde the more fauour in the oflTer of my fati(Ta£lion, 
which with all fubmi(rion I humbly prefent. As it grieues 
me to be the author of your prefent danger, fo it glads me 
not a little that in me it refts (as you affirme) to cure 
your difcontent, and be the happy author of your health, 
wherein if mine endeuors may further you, I will not 
faile in diligence, nor be (lacke in my deuoire, but with 
this condition, that you obferue your promife of prefer- 
uing mine honour from all preiudice : then leauing all, 
and onely louing you I will for eucr Hue with you, but 
if you violate that vowed couenant, tlien is the bargaine 
cancelled by fo heinous a forfeit. 

Thefe words conteining fuch comfort, afToording fuch 
content to my halfe-withered hope, did fo relieue my fain- 
ting 
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ting fpirits, that they rccouered tlieir wonted vigor, and 
I my former ftrength, being within (hort time reftorcd 
to mine health by this good hap. I forthwith conceiued 
meanes for our efcape, hauing before decreed to palTe into 
your Arcauia, and to remayne there vntill my Fathers 
anger were appeafed, knowing that in fuch affaires dc- 
tayes import more then ordinarie dangers, fearing my 
Fathers too haflie proceeding in that ill-pleafing match 
with the Lemnian Princes daughter. Being loth to defer 
time, or dally with fortune, I obferued this order in per- 
fourmance of my plotted cntcrprife. Difguifing my felfe, 
I went on an eucning to the Hauen (for the Court was 
then kept at Famagosta) there I met with a RnoDlAN, 
which hauing (hipt his fraught, was readie to hoife fayle, 
and determined to touch in the maine of Greece before his 
arriuall at Rhodes. Conferring with him a while of 
triuiall matters, in the end I difclofcd my purpofe, fei- 
ning my felfe an ARCADIAN, and that my Father enforced 
to flye his countrey, had long liued in Cyprus, fpending 
the remnant of his life in banifhnient with m^e and my 
poore fifter (for fo I tearmed TlMOCLEA) his vnhappy chil- 
dren, the hopelcffe companions of his exile, that being 
now dead, he left vs finely Orphanes, and to vs fuch fmall 
fubftance as hee had, that w^e bereaued by death of our 
deareft comforte, not knowing how to mainteine our 
felues in a ftrange place with fo fmall a portion, were 
defirous to view our natiue foyle, and returne to our 
deceatTed fathers friends. Proceeding, I told him that I 
knewe none fitter to tranfport vs then himfelfe, prote- 
fting to pay whatfoeuer he would reafonably demaund, 
if he would vndertakc it as well he might, hauing occa- 
fions to touch in the maine of GREECE, fith in what part 
foeuer of the continent w^e were fet on lande, w^e might 
haue eafy paffage thence into Arcadia. Ht^e bel^euing my 
feined tale, f^eming to pittie each claufe of my difcourfe, or 
perhaps tickled with dcfire of gaine, offered himfelfe 
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mod willingly to vndcrtake it, but requefted a round 
fumme, which I granting, gaue him part in hand, with 
fufficient aflfurance for the reft. Thus the bargaine being 
folemnly knit bctwdcne vs, hcc wilde mec that I fhould 
come with my fuppofcd Sifter the next night very late, 
b^eing the time prefixed for his departure, and tolde me 
fecretly in friendly fort, as one ftranger to an other, that 
h^e had aboord certayne vnlawfull and vncuftomcd wares, 
the fale whereof would be very gaynefull to him, but if it 
were reuealed, would worke his vtter vndoing, which 
caufed him attempt meanes to launch thence by ftealth. 
Nothing could chance more corrcfpondent to my wifh, 
who defired to depart priuily. Leauing him therefore and 
returning to the Court, I repaired to TiMOCLEA, certified 
her of my proceedings in all points, willed her to remem- 
ber her vowed promife and plighted faith, enfourmed her 
of all things needefull to be done. She not failing mine 
cxpeftation, promifed her readincflc at the appointed time. 
I leauing her, packt fuch treafure as I could gather in 
hafte, and attended the aflTigned houre, which being come, 
taking her with me, I came to the Hauen, and b<5eing 
fpeedily conueyed aboord, found all things ready, anchors 
weighed, fayles fpread at our comming: within fhort 
fpace we got out of the Hauen, and before morning were 
farre enough from the coaft of Cyprus. Foure dayes w6e 
fayled merrily, hauing a lufty gale in the poope, which 
draue vs gallantly forward. On the fift day towards eue- 
ning we defcryed land, the ftiores delightful hue affor- 
ding vs a pleafant profpefl. Our maifter iudging it fome 
part of Greece, fuppofing that I which had feinde my felfe 
natiue in the continent, could not be ignorant of the coaft, 
defired me to goe on fhore, fearch the land, and bring him 
word whether I knewe the countrey. I of all moft defi- 
rous to leaue the fea, fearing purfuite of my fathers po- 
wer, condefcended to his requeft. Being fet on land, pa- 
cing vp and downe a while, I was drowned in viewe of 
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varieties of imagined bone. I ^ 5g i:tg tzs e :Br pacr izr 
m6c and my Timoclea to rcA bi a «£i=L. tEI fie iaf r-rr"- 
uered her health, being madi I"j'u"'sd br hsr ia-ijnr- 
ney.

fearing to be intercepted by the ftofrae, Tjm*& hx^ is 
hade, leaning me, yet did hee harSty dzapt iiju 




I though too late weighing the weaihss cfai^e, 
backe, but miffed the Boate, and h*m that glided iL, 
Then I beheld the Ship tofied amSd th::fe tesspef^oos 
waues, fometimes hoifed to heanen, preJestly pLungsd in 
the Oceans deapth. Accurfed eyes the vnhappy bcboiders 
of my deareft Timocleas troubles m-heneof fbc was m- 
worthy, I too worthy which brought her to this pcriH, for 
whofe danger drouping more then dreading mine owne, 
I made fignes to them aboord, which anfwered me B'ith 
the like, intimatiug as I did guefle their deiire and readi- 
neffe to take me in when the ftorme fhould ccafle. I 
fomewhat comforted with this colde hope, late downe 
n^ere the (hore looking for a calme. Dayes light decli- 
ning, nights darkenefle fliadowed the earth, but in this 
obfcuritie of all things I continued my abode, expefting 
dayes retume. But when PUCEBUS polling from the AN- 
TIPODES had remounted the Eafteme hill, and bumiflied 
heauen with his glittering beames, I hoping to fee my 
wiftied obieft, viewed onely the voyd Sea. What fliould I 
then do ? exclaime ? I did it : accufe ? whome ? the Gods ? 
I would not : Fortune ? I durft not, for I hoped her fa- 
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uour might be rcgayned. But ay me, my hope was force- 
lefle, bccaufe frutclefle. The windcs fur>' was affwaged, 
but no Ship fecne, no hope of rcturne. I fpent the fecond 
night in this bootelefle cxpeflation, which being pad, and 
day reftored, I fummond my thoughts to confult, and dc- 
termind fith vaine forrowe without fearch could not a- 
uaylc, to fceke her my loft loue, and finde her if the earth 
affoordcd her. Rifing in this refolution, and hafting by 
the coaft, hauing mine eyes alwayes towards the Sea, 
I came to a defolate and almoft difpeopled Haucn, where 
finding a CRETAN PinneflTc ready rigd, and furnifhed for 
departure, I fpeedily embarqucd myfclfe therein, but 
neither in my paflage at Sea, nor in my fearch on land 
after my arriuall, could I finde any certaintie of my de- 
fire. PaflTmg thence by Ship to RHODES, I had like fuc- 
ceflc, for expcfling there moft comfort, I found leaft con- 
tent. Though there difcouragcd, yet I drouped not, 
but proceeded : no He in the Ionian or /Ege.en Seas was 
by me vnfeene or vnfcarched. Failing in thefe, I came 
by Sea to Hellespont, thence to Epirus, thence to Ma- 
CEDON, then forward into TilESSALY, from Thessaly to 
Thrace, enquiring diligently in all the Port townes of 
thefe Prouinccs, and not finding any comfort, not hea- 
ring any newes of what I moft defired. I entred into 
Arcadia, and met happily with you amid my laments. 
Thus haue you heard the fumme of my forrowes briefe- 
ly related, whereto if you can afl*oord fuch eafe as I 
expeft, you ftiall not onely faue the life and falue the ho- 
nour of a diftreflfed Prince, but make him of all moft 
fortunate. H6ere words melted into teares, teares that 
made a pcriode to his plaints. Damon halfe in a paflion 
after fome paufe replycd thus. 

The ftrangenes of your difcourfe hath fo amazed me, 
that I fcarcc knowe howe to anfwere. I ftiould deriue 
my beginning from craning pardon for fo homely en- 
terteyning fo great a perfonage : but the ignorance of 
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your eftate affoords fufficient matter of excufe to fhield 
m^e from reproach. Yet if the fequele of my report doe 
in any fort fatiffye you, I requeft that the folace which 
you get thereby, may in part recompence thofe former 
defefts. 

When our laft AUTUMNE the yeares mod defired fea- 
fon, had rendered Earths tribute with heaped plentie of 
encreafe, ^GON and DAMiETAS, both Arcadians, by pro- 
feffion Shepheards as I am, walking on the downes 
not farre from the Sea, while TiTAN porting to plunge 
his fierie Chariot in Thetis lappe had gladded OcEANUS 
with his returne, walking I fay and ouerlooking their 
Swaynes that gathered the flockes to pen them in the 
foldes, they fawe a farre off one running towards them, 
f(6eming by fignes to requeft their tarriance. At his 
approach they behelde him a goodly youth of comely 
feature, and endued with fuch rare beautie, as is f(6el- 
dome f^ene in any of our fexe. The felly lad breathleffe 
with running, fpeachleffe, and almoft heartleffe through 
feare, fell downe at their fdete. They hauing graunted 
him fome refpit to fettle and recouer himfelfe, gently 
tooke him vp and courteously demaunded his eftate, and 
the caufe of his ill hap. He which panted for breath ftop- 
ped oft in his tale, and could not make a long difcourfe, 
briefely told them, that hauing by hard fortune left his 
Countrey, he was taken by Pirats, amongft whome he 
had long led a miferable life, being moft barbaroufly 
handled, they fometimes alluring him with faire proml- 
fes, fometimes terrfying him with fharpe menaces, but 
no way able to winne him to their wills, or moue him to 
fatiffye their beaftly luft. Oft he curfed his worthleffe 
beautie, fo he tearmed it, that had caufed that wretched 
bondage, wherein he had endured fo many troubles, con- 
tinuing refolutely in his chaft conftanie. Thus much 
he difcouered, and defired them to queftion no farther 
of his eftate, but eameftly befought one of them, whome 
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it fhould fo pleafc, to enterteyne him as his feruant, 
and promifed to doe his duetic with all deuoire of dili- 
gence. JEgos the wealthier of the two, a man of ap- 
proued honeftie enterteined him, tooke him home, and 
fince that time hath vfde him not as a feruant but a fonne, 
for hauing no childe he purpofeth to make him his heire. 
When the fame of this wonder, and the fortune of his 
arriuall was bruited through the countrey, itcONS houfc 
was frequented with troupes of ARCADIANS lufty Gal- 
lants, and dainty Girlcs. Rauilhed with the viewe of 
fo rare a creature, they all faid that eyther Hyalus 
b^eing retranflbrmcd, had returned to grace Arcadia, 
or Cupid fhrowded in difguife of mortall (hape, was 
come to fire their hearts with newe flames. Thus was 
this wonder admired of all, loued of Shepheards, and 
liked of Laflfes. Happy fcemed the Swayne that could 
enioy his company, prowde was the Girle that could for 
a louers glaunce receiue a friendly looke. Among the 
reft, DoRYLUS, an Hcard-man, doting more d^epely then 
became a Neatcheard, aflaying all meanes pofliible, 
yet finding no meanes poflible to compafle his defire, 
at laft refolued to woe him with offers, try him with 
prefents, and tempt him with gifts : for deeming loue a 
couetous humor, hee thought this the onely point for 
his purpofe. Becing in fo odde a vcyne, prefuming to fore- 
f(6e his owne fucceffe, he plotted his fuppofed fortune in 
a Poeme, which bdeing common in euerj' Shepheards 
mouth, I will nowe recite, that you may iudge howe 
cunningly he could contriue his fancy in a fiftion. 

Cupids 
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Cupids iourney to Hell. 

LOue leauing heau'n gan poft to Stygian lake 
And being landed on the farther fliore, 
For Plutoes palace did his iourney make, 
To view his vncles Court and royal ftore. 

Thus hauing crept from mothers fight by ftealth, 
He welcomed is with pompe by bloodlefle ghoafls : 
And hels grim tyran greeting him with health, 
His royalties to powre-fuU nephew boafts. 

Hauing viewd each ftrange hue of monftrous fliape, 
They feafted with great iollitie in hell : 
And fawc'd their meate with ftore of preffed grape. 
Till wine did wit and fenfe from them expell. 

Sleepe caufde by fumes to their ore-charged braines. 
Did feaze on both : firft Pluto tooke a nap : 
Next, Cupid (thus his quaffing moode conftraines) 
Laie downe to reft him, dreading no mifliap. 

In haft the fondling from his (houlders threw. 
His deare bought quiuer and his fatall bowe : 
Faire Proserpine came in and at the view. 
Forthwith exclaimde, thefe, thefe haue wrought my woe. 

Thefe, thefe caufde me depriude of wonted ioy, 
T'inhabit Hell thefe firde the leachers luft : 
But fince they are mifguided by a boy, 
I will commit them to an others truft. 

This faid, came Plutus headlong tumbling in, 
Plutus the god of Coyne blinde as the other : 
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Whom with faire words the guilefull qucene did win, 
TVfurpe thofc gifts and fccmc loucs fecond brother : 

At firft he fcardc, at lad he was delighted, 
With vfmg them, and fmiled oft to thinke : 
How mens affeftions by thofe fliafts excited, 
Obeide his doome which loue with golde did linke. 

• 
Cupid awaking miflTd the dreaded fignes 
Of godheads might : ftrange paflTions did him toiTe : 
He wreathes his amies in folds and them vntwines. 
Thus childifhly he mones his hapleflfe loflc. 

He wept, he fled, in hell he durft not hide him, 
Grieudc with the murmure of fo many foules, 
Neere heau*n he dares not come lead Venus chide him. 
What fliould he do whom Fortune thus controules ? 

Foule fall the wagge that loft fo rare a iewell 
Long may he lurke that could no better gard 
His fathers toilc, his mothers pride, the fewell 
Which for hearts wrackc, eyes glaunfes haue preparde. 

Sith then the god of gaine vfurps loues roome, 
I will with gifts make fute for gracious doome. 

You may perhaps doubt the coherence of this deuife, 
thinking it ftraunge that Plutus ftumblcd in headlong at 
that inftant, no former caufe of his haftie comming being 
pretended : but marke my briefe report, which being heard, 
his inuention may feeme plaufible. 

In this the laft and worft time wherein men carry gol- 
den thoughts though it be an iron age, Plutus perceiuing 
the generall defire of wealth fetled in all hearts, thought 
himfelfe fo great a god as the beft, fince his giftes were fo 
efteemed of the moft. Meaning therefore more benignely 
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to exprefTi; his bounties royaltie, he lent the vfe of his chief 
feriiants to fundrie his well-willers, pretending thofe the 
onely acceptable facrifice to obtain his fauour, their names 
were Couetoufneffe. Deceit, Periuric, and the S^ede of all 
mifchiefe, that Arcli-finne Ufurie. Hauing thus prepared a 
path-way, he fancying greater glories due to his diucliini 
deitie, difcouered himfelf in the Weft, fuppofing that thcfe 
Coyne-cormorants, thefe Money-mongers his godheads 
chiefe pillers, would runne in heapes to adore him, and fill 
the eartli with Temples ereiScd in honour of his name : But 
his hope wanted fuccefle, for thefe odde companions hea- 
ring that his iollitie had afccnded from his infernall lod- 
ging to frollike with them, contriucd meanes to catch him, 
and hauing layd hold on him, they hampred him fo, euerie 
one catching a p^ece, that he erft in hell a god, was now on 
earth, a prifoner, mangled and martired by thofe his fauou- 
rites, locked in great chefts ftrengthned with yron barres, 
kept fo clofe that the poore god was almoft ftifeled, gafping 
oft for breath, but being blinde, he felt no want of light, 
though clofed in darkneffe where the glorie of his former 
bcauticwas blemifhed with ruft. But when Saturnes blacke 
fonne had fent his pourfiuant Death to feaze on thefe huck- 
ftcrs from whom a ftately bath was prepared in eiier-bur- 
ning Phlegeton, the children not liking their fathers clofe 
fingring, reftored Plutus to his libertie but with his lofTe, 
for they brought him from prifon to torture, fetting him on 
the racke, ftretching his ioyntes fo, that he potTefled more 
roome then TiTVUS, whofe bodie couered fo many acres, for 
they made him reach or rather retch to the benefites of all 
thofe whom they glutted with inordinate giftes, and they 
had almoft difmembred him, for they drew him fo drie and 
fucked y* marrow fo n^ere (the quinteffence of his fubftance 
being beftowed on the bafeft though beft-feeming commo- 
dities) that the Icanc god had nothing left but fkin & bone. 
At laft, winding himfelfe from them, he met in this per- 
plexitic ivith his olde friend Frugalitie. which being an 
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expert Chirurgian fet him together againe: hauing reco- 
uered his legs, away he trotted amaine wingd with feare, 
dreading euer that fome of thofe mad companions were at 
his h^eles, and neuer thought himfelf fecure vntill he came 
to hell, but he left his feruant Treafure behinde him on the 
earth, with a thoufand curies to them which kept it : Of 
which one was, that they fhould neuer be quiet in minde : 
Another, that the brats of Ufurers fhould be alwaies ficke 
of the loofe difeafe, neuer able to holdc anything long. 

Thus haue you heard the caufe of his headlong flum- 
bling in, but here I will prefume to comment on the con- 
ceit of DoRiLUS. Plutus did gladly accept this offer of Proser- 
pina, hoping thereby to recouer his feruant Treafure, for 
which purpofe he vfed to wound louers after CUPIDS fafhi- 
on, with the gold-tipped fhafts, but he pierced the hearts of 
their beloued obie6ls with leaden-headed arrowes, though 
garnifhed with a thin couerture of golde, which intimated 
that they carried Mercinary affeftios, not vouchfafing them 
any fauour which brought them no fee. But belike the god 
himfelfe ment to (hare ftakes, and by that kindc of tribute 
which they paied, to recouer in part his feruant Treafure, 
through them to whom he had bene the author of fo profita- 
ble a profeffion. Hereat Arisbas fmiled, and Damon ending 
this his firft merry digreffion, proceeded thus on a fecond. 

This was not his firft experience of repulfed affeftion 
and vnregarded paffions, for before this wonders arriuall, 
he extremely doated on Palma a faire fhepheardeffe, which 
was more delighted with obferving DiANAES orders, then 
accepting his offers. He halfe in defpaire, pend a conceit as 
he thought perfuafiue, thinking that could moue her, which 
did rather mad her, and thus it was. 
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Dorylus his Ode, in Englifh 
Sapphiques. 

TEH me thou faireft of al earthly creatures 
Faire by thy vertue, by thy beautie bleffed, 
Tell me what moues thee to refufe my feruice 

fleightly regarded ? 

Loue of a fole life to be like Diana 

May perhaps moue you, but I wi(h ye would not : 

Would not or could not, but I hope ye will not : 

ftil be refolude fo. 

If to the Forefts, to the fliadie thickets, 
Fancie doth moue thee to repaire alone thus, 
If to the wide woods, to the craggie mountaines, 

or to the vallies. 

Then wil I fpeed mee to the groues vnhanted. 

Where Satyres fport them to the Fairie wood-Nymphs, 

Nimbly now skipping, then again repofing, 

neare to the fountaines. 

Like not a fole life : VENUS is reuenging, 
Feare ye not frownings of an angrie goddeffe ? 
Scorne not her hefts then : be no foe to nature, 

Loue is a pleafure. 

Beautie decaieth, yet is no chiefeft 

Grace of a Virgin, yet it is required : 

Life is vncertaine. Who can hold a fhadow 

Loft in a moment. 
E Such 
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Such was his conceit wherein he fped not as he expec- 
ted the iflue of his fortune, yet loth to dif^^race himfelfe, to 
falue that fufpition which might intimate want of perfec- 
tions in him, he thus feined the caufe of that repulfe.

Loue vowde himfelfe my friend and chofe his time 

To wound faire Palma : CYNTHIA him efpide, 

As wantonly the God did climbe 

To fit his aime, and fwarc to worke his fmart. 

If he prefum*d to pierce fo chafte an heart : 

And therewithal 1 from Maydcn fide 

She drew a (haft : away the god gan flie 

With wings faft wau'd, nor durft the wanton fcant 

Or flacke his courfe amid the skie, 

Thus he his will and I my wifli muft want 

But let vs retume to his laft wooing : hauing 
thus defcanted on deceiuing hope, h6e attempted to effeft 
his deuice, but failing in the execution, being reiefted with 
feuere lookes, finding frownes in (lead of fauours he felt 
fuch deepe impreflTion of forrow, that fince that time of his 
repulfe, he hath led a difcontented life, fpending his daies 
in penfiue meditations. His fortune or rather miffortune 
not fo rare as by his laments made ruthfuU, is memorized 
by vs in a prouerbial byword : for we term il fucceffe in loue 
the deftinie of DoRYLUS. Thus you haue heard, what I can 
difcourfe concerning this wonder, a name well fitting his 
perfcftions, modcflie of behauiour, maieftie of lookes, come- 
lineffe not common, fairenerte of face, eyes like Starres, 
browes fometimes furrowed with pretty frownes, yet 
alwayes beauties bowre: frownes refembling thofe 
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filuer fteppes ia the milke-white way leading to loUES 
palace, cheekes cherrie redde, yet was this louely tinfture 
circled with a mayden white, fuch neate proportion of all 
parts, that I want a world of tearmes to emblafon their 
perticular praifes, and will therefore ende with this affer- 
tion, which I dare auouch againft all men, that Nature 
in framing him hath wronged her owne fexe, bereauing it 
of fo great a glorie. 

Arisbas galled to the quicke with DAMONS wordes, ho- 
uering betw^ene hope and feare, knew not how to furmife, 
what to fuppofe, for he felt a worlde of melancholy moti- 
ons muftring tumults in his fancie. Weighing the report 
of that wonders beautie, he thought it could be no other 
then his TiMOCLEA, but when he remembred the diuerfitie 
of the fexe, he was againe difcouraged, till hope refcuing 
his drouping paffions with timely fuccours of happie com- 
fort, bad him imagine that as loue doth oft effedl rare ftra- 
tagems, fo he might proue his power miraculous in this 
one thing, fhadowing the fexe for his auaile. Being in 
thefe dumpes he held a feflion in his thoughtes, whereto 
he affembled all his powers, and therein refolued to ryd 
himfelfe of this doubt by a fpeedie view of that far-renow- 
med wonder. For this purpofe hee enquired of DAMON the 
name and diftance of the place where h^e remained, who 
anfwered, that h6e dwelt farre of in the Southeme parts 
of Arcadia, and that it were folly to wearie himfelfe with 
a n^edeleffe iourney, fith if h^e would continue his abode 
but nine dayes, h6e might with leffe trauaile, and in a full 
affembly view him at eafe. The Prince demanded how, 
The fhepheard after a long paufe beganne thus, gracing 
his relation with an vnexpefted difcourfe. When our 
Country was haunted with the almoft-daily prefence of 
heauens high inhabitantes, though now bereaued of fo 
great a good through our owne ingratitude (For lUPITER 
courted C ALISTO in DiANAES shape, robbing her of her dea- 
reft Jewell, and Apollo maftered or rather martyred by 
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Cupid, for his high contempt purfued fwift DAPHNE win- 
ged with chafte dcfires.) 

There liued in Arcadia a mod faire Ladde, famous 
as the reft, I may well terme him faire, a terme too flcn- 
der to emblazon his beauties woorth. Much I mufe (yet I 
n^de not mufe, for lUPITER pofleffed Gaximede alreadie) 
that he made not him a praie for his pleafure. But (xth I 
cannot fully exprefle his perfeflions, I wil rehearfe to you 
the defcription of him couched by an ARCADIAN pen-man, in 
a briefe Ode, a conceit well knowne to all (hepheards, and 
by them oft recited. « 




The defcription of Hyalus 
in an Ode. 

GAnimede th* Idaean boy. 
Second glorie of the day : 
Phrigiaes wonder fathers ioy, 
Loues content, loUES wifhfull pray, 

Blith Adonis beauties treafurc, 
Venus darling, Fancies fire. 
In whofe lookes were heauens of pleafure, 
Fruite too faire of foule defire : 

Both thefe would, though both were rare, 
Both tlie mirrors of their time : 
Blufh if they fliould make compare, 
With this wonder of our clime. 

In 
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In whofe eyes loue lodgd his darts, 
But he did with glaunfes ayme them, 
That hee might fubdue all hearts, 
And his owne by conqueft clayme them. 

Such his face fuch was his ftature, 
Locks refembling burnifht golde. 
That his like, aftoniflit nature, 
Framd not fince of earthly moulde. 

Nature at her felfe amazed, 
O what influence then did guide her, 
Sith in want fuch worth was blazed. 
Worth which heau'ns haue fince denide her ? 

May not then this louely boy. 
For he was a louely creature.

Well he may and if not he, 
Who fhould then our wonder be ? 

Such and fo many were his perfeftions, that he could not 
fully defcribe them, much leffe I difcouer them. He was 
aflefted by many, admirde by all. Shepheards doted on 
him, Lafies droupt for him, all liked him, for who could 
not loue him ? It is the cuftome of Arcadians to reft in 
fome (hade when Sommers fcortching heate annoyes 
them. Being (hrowded from the Sunne, they fpend the 
time in difcourfing on their owne or their fellowes for- 
tunes, Shepheards I meane, men of their owne profef- 
fion, whether natiue in Arcadia or no : as in memorizing 
the worth of Astrophell, prafing theperfeftionsofPHlLLlS, 
lamenting the loffe, commending the loyaltie of Amyn- 
TAS, mourning for the death, yet mifliking the difdeine 
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and pride of Amaryllis, pitying the diftreffe of the forlorn e 
Shcphcard, the vnhappy admirer, though happy herauld 
of her worth. But if Hyalus by hap came by (as oft he did) 
they would abruptly breake off thefe difcourfes, and fol- 
low him grdedily, gazing on fo glorious an obiefl. Nor was 
this vniformitie of affeftions onely in humane hearts, for 
the rurall powers were touched with like fimpathy : 
Pan fighed to fee him, remembring by him his Syrinx, 
though of another fexe. The Hamadryades flocked to view 
him, wifliing him one of their troupe. Faunes, Siluans, Sa- 
TYRES, f(Seldome f(6enc before, were oft beheld by men, while 
they left the hallowed groues to gaze in the open fields on 
that eyc-SYREN, alluring not with the found, but at the 
fight. Amongft other, POMONA, Goddeffe and patroncffe 
of fruitc did fo deepely affcft him, that VENUS could not 
more dote on her Adonis. She defirous to winne him 
with oucr-cloying kindneffe, fed him with Apples, 
gauc him Plums, prefented him Peares. Hauing made 
this entrance into her future folace, (he would vfe oft his 
company, kiffe him, coll him, check him, chuck him, 
walkc with him, w^epe for him, in the fields, neere the 
fountaines, fit with him, fue to him, omitting no kindcs 
of dalliance to woe him, winne him, feyning to droupe, 
to dye for him. But he which would not liften to loues 
lore, nor obey his hefts, nor abide his lawes, tooke no 
pleafure in her paflions, loathed her embraces, liked aot 
thefe amorous combats, and oft ftiunning her fight, would 
rcpaire to the vnhappy Shcpheard, difdaind by AMA- 
RYLLIS, and fit with him and fing, tying his angels voyce 
to the obferuations of mufick, recording the fkilfull 
Swaines fw^ete ditties in heauenly notes : for he loued 
him for his pleafing grace in paffionate Sonets. While 
thefe things chaunced, Zephyrus that glads Arcadia with 
friendly gales, fawe him, and fighed for him : nor did h^e 
only f<Sc him, but by oft breathing coole gales into him, felt 
the many fw<5etes lodged in that louely fubieft. While he 
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thought of no fellowe in his affef^ion, his pafiions were 
moderate, but when he knew that Pomona was his riuall, 
he loath to brooke a partner in his pleafure, or a compani- 
on in his content, refolued to fequefter his delight from 
hazard of furpazing, and thus effeiSled his refolution. 
As on a day Hyalus parched with fommers heate, and 
tyrde with faintnefie, rcpofed his weary lims on a gricne 
banke, Zephyrus not omitting this oppertunitie, gently 
heaucd him from the ground, and foftly conueyed him 
mufing much, into the worlds Wefterne coafts, wafting 
this wonder to the fortunate Hands, the bleffcd foyle not 
annoyde with rough blafts, nor oucrwhelmd with immo- 
derate raynes, but fomctimes (though feldome) touched 
with a fuperficiall moyfture of fhowres. There he layde 
liini downe in a medowe on a bed of floures, gathered a- 
gainfl his comming by his ayrie feruants, to whomc be- 
fore he had intimated his intent. When the boy was 
layde, being in a pretie chafe, he fcolded and exclaymed, 
though not knowing whome he might accufc. ZephyrUS 
which felt frefli coales kindled in his heart by this louers 
combat, fpake thus. Scolde not my wanton with thy 
friend, whofe name if thou defire, know that it is he which 
for thy fake hath oft mantled ARCADIA with Floras pride to 
delight thine eies, & comforted th^e with a pleafing coole in 
extreame heate, to relieue thy faintneffe, even Zephyrus, 
Lord of the Wcfterne blafts. whome if thou canft affeft, 
thou (halt want nothing which the world can affoorde : 
try me, truft me, employ me, impute to me thy defires, 
thy delights. This sayd, rcfoluing himfelfe into ayre, he 
diued into his dearling, on his eyes, on his lips he feazd, he 
furfeited : then rayfmg him thence, he carried him to his 
Palace, a moft pleafant coole edifice. There Hyalus re- 
lied long, not wanting his will in any wifh. He was fer- 
ued by vnf^iine attendants that waited with diligence on 
their Lords dearling. Varietie of daintieft fare, choife of 
wines, change of meates, ftore of delicates, were plenti- 
fully 
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fully brought, or rather blowne in at appointed houres, 
tables coucred, all things fumifhed with more then 
princely magnificence, yet no fcrvitour appearing, diuine 
melody on windie inftruments fild his eares with conti- 
nuall charmes of harmonious founds. Oft he walked a- 
broade to viewe the perfeflions planted in that foyle, and 
being weary or wanton, roade backe in an ayrie Chariot. 
But all this could not content him, who wanting his 
wonted companions, feemed to leade a life voyde of com- 
fort H^ did therefore fo importune Zephyrus with chil- 
ifh complaints, that he vnable to deny him anything, 
grauntcd the boyes moft eameft defire, and ratified his 
graunt with fpeedie performance. Truce was taken, and 
the compofition fealed with many kiflfes, the fumme of 
their agreement was, that Hyalus after his arriuall in 
Arcadia, (hould (hunne the fight of Pomona, and leaue all 
other that pretended loue. On thefe conditios he was con- 
ueyd backe, and layd in the place whence he was lifted. 
The rumor of his retume being bruted abroade, the Ar- 
cadians throngd in thicker troupes than before to {6e him, 
for meafuring the worth of his prcfence by the griefe of 
his abfence, they could not glut themfclues with gazing 
on him. So foone as PoMONA heard thefe happy tidings, 
ftie erecting tropheys in her fancy, vowde to preuent like 
future miflbrtune. Hauing gotten a fight of him, flie ran, 
he ran, he fled, (he followed, and followed fo faft, that ftie 
ouertooke him in his courfe, and ftayd him from -ftarting : 
then (he began thus. Shun not thy friend fond wagge 
which hath fought th6e, fobd for th^e, grieud to loofe thee, 
glad to find th^e. At firft I thought that lUPlTER mifliking 
Ganimede that now grows ftale, had taken thde to fup- 
ply his roome, or VENUS chofen th6e her fccond Adonis : 
But when I heard that ZEPHYRUS had done this, I was 
thd IcflTe difcouraged, knowing my felfe able to encoun- 
ter fuch an aduerfary, and beard fo bafe a riuall in the pride 
of his hope. Now I haue got th^e, and befhrow me wan- 
ton 
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ton if I watch not your wiles, and k^epe you not in a furer 
garde. This fayd, fhe tooke him by the hand, and led the 
blufhing boy to her manfion, where fhe locked him vp 
clofe prifoner, reftraind his former large libertie, allowed 
him only to walke in her Orchards, and f6ede on her 
fruites. O beautie nourfe of bondage, faire ill, fowre 
fw^ete. O moft prepofterous eftate of all things, that he 
fhould be captiue to them whome his lookes had conque- 
red. Ungentle Fortune, what malice did felly Hyalus 
merite, that hauing perfeftions worth, he fhould f6ele 
pleafures want.? was he therefore faire that he fhould be 
infortunate ? this by the way, but ile prociede. Zephyrus 
renewing his olde wont, romde through Arcadia, and 
miffing his choife, marueiled at the change. Did he vio- 
late his vowe ? tufh, he was a childe that could not value 
the vertue of an oath. Was he vrged by others ? why not ? 
for he was faire. Did he loue an other ? he might, for he 
was yong. Thus dreading many doubts, he fwallowed 
his difcontent, but when he knewe that Hyalus was Po- 
MONAES prifoner, he was fo enraged with furious paffi- 
ons, that he ruminated on nothing faue reuenge, and 
being vnable to hurt fo power-full a riuall, vowd to inilidl 
vengeance on the whole countrey of Arcadia. In this im- 
patient humour, he hafled to the Northren regions, and 
meeting there with BOREAS, faluted him thus. Father of 
flormes, falue now the forrowes of vnhappy Zephyrus, thy 
brother in nature, thy equall in fubflance, helpe me, and 
for euer haue me a friend, a fauourer. I haue in one in- 
lurie receiued more wrongs then I can reckon. Unmind- 
full, vnthankfull ARCADIA not weighing the many fauours 
by m& aflTorded, withholds from me my loue, my life, my 
hope, my heauen : but if thou powre thy plagues on that 
vnkinde foyle, and oppreffe the inhabitants with outra- 
gious furie of thy blafls, my riuall may repent her rafh- 
neffe, and I recouer my loffe: Do it then deare fellowe, 
and for this courtefie I will for euer reft at thy com-

Hyalus fct free 
raunged in a childifb rage, but being weary with wan- 
dering, he relied ndere a pleafant Spring, and hauing 
wept freely, (lept foundly. In this fl^epe, ftrange (leepe, 
the late fexe was changed, and of a fairc boy a fairer 
maide falhioiied. Awaliing and mufing much at this me- 
tamorphofis, (he was in the raidll of iier dumps raifde 
with a (Irong gale, & carried to a place neere the (Ireights 
of Thermopvles, where was a Temple dedicated to 
JEonjs, wherein the louely maide was confecrated a 
Pricft to that God, and continued there the whole tearrae 
of her life a fpotlclTe virgin. Our aunceftors dcfirous to 
celebrate the remembrance of this rare accident with 
etcrnall honor, appointed the day of her change to be for 
cuer, memorizd in a yearely fealt called ParthENIA, where- 
in the Prieft of yEoLtJS accompanyed with the faircft of 
the youth of both fexes offers a noble Sacrifice, difpofing 
all things with due Ceremonies. Which done, they 
compa(ring the aullar in a ring, fing a folemne Hymne 
in prayfe of that God. This did our aunccftors inftitute, 
and their progeny hath by long fucccffe of time obferued 
their devoute orders. This feall muft be folemnized nine 
dayes hence, whereat doubtlelTe you Ihall fee this wonder 
one of that louely Chorus. Arisbas delighted with this 
taike, and cheered with hope-full courage, thanked DAMON 
for his difcourfe, and refolued to tarry the n^ere-appro- 
ching time, and dcfirous in tlie meanwhile to rid him- 
felfe of wonted pen(iuenelTe, in a veine halfe rude halfe 
ready, he fa(hioned thefe three fancies, for taking truce 
with forrowe, yet not wholly forrow-leffe, he felt more 
comfort, though no fuU content. But take them as he 
wrote them, wherein if all be not currant, impute it to his 
thoughts which were not clearde. If this pa(re with fa- 
uour. the other followe with hke hope. 
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The ftrife of Loue and Beautie. 

LOue was arni'd with fatall bowc, 
Shafts which mother did bcftowe^ 
Mother gaue, but Feather framde» 
Father, Mother, both were blamde. 
Wanton Goddcfle did beguile 
Hufband with a feigned fmile : 
For a kiffe (he did obtaine 
(Labor neuer fpent in vaine,) 
That her Sonne by Vulcanes trade 
Might the chiefeft God be made. 
Thus (he wonne him to her will, 
(Wily worke of womans skill) 
But the boy more proude then wife, 
Wanes his wings and foorth he flyes. 
Soone as he on earth had lighted, 
Thus the fondling was defpighted. 
As he vaunted vncontrollde 
Thinking all that gliftered golde 
Terming in a foolifti thought 
Which his felfe-conceipt had wrought, 
Heau'n his foote-ftoole, Gods his marke. 
Men his obie6ls, earth his parke, 
Gods and men his hunting game, 
Beauty natures deareling came : 
Beautie clad in natiue hue, 
Whome the Graces did endue 
With rich plentie of their gifts, 
Beautie caufe of witty (hifts : 
Beautie with whofe worth delighted, 
Poets haue fwcet hymns endited : 
Faire as is the ruddy mornc, 
Leauing reftfull bowre forlornc. 
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Mome dide with Vermilion red, 
Rifing from old TiTHONES bed. 
Thus this faireft of all faire 
Deind to grace the liquide aire : 
Paflmg by where loue did (land, 
Holding powre-full bowe in hand : 
Not fainting as (he went, 
Him that rag'd in difcontent. 
Boyling wroth muft iflue finde, 
Wrath that boilde in troubled minde : 
For the eafe of whofe vnreft. 
Thus his furie was expreft. 
Loue faid he was Beauties better : 
She faid Loue was Natures debter. 
Loue exclaimde on Beauties pride. 
Which all duties force denide. 
She faid Loue receiude no wrong, 
Where no dutie did belong. 
None might craue peculiar right, 
Sith they were of equall might 
He faid beautie nere preuailed. 
But where Loue the heart affailed. 
Beautie for it felfe admired, 
His fhafts caufde to be defired. 
For where Loue bred no remorfe. 
There had beautie litle force. 
Psyche was more faire then any : 
Loude of few, though likde of many. 
Yet fo likde that not affefled : 
Sifters fped, but (he reiefled 
Yet, quoth Beautie PSYCHE gainde 
Cupids heart to her enchainde. 
Where was then his wonted might ? 
Vanqui(hde by a womans fight ? 
Thus fell Loue into a trip : 
Thus (he galde him with a quip. 
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He faid twas his ownc procurement. 
She faid it was her allurement. 
Loue faid beautie pleafde the eie, 
But he wrought hearts fympathie. 
She faid heart when eye had viewde, 
Was by beauties force fubdude. 
He faid beautie foone decaide : 
She faid loue no longer (laide, 
Then while beautie was in prime : 
Thus did both giue place to time. 
Cupid gricude with thefe replies, 
Framde by her in taunting wife : 
Sware by dreadfull Stygian lake, 
(Created vow that gods can make) 
That he would no more defcend, 
Till he did this quarrcll end : 
Vowing by his godheads might, 
Beauties darlings to defpight. 
Thus he faies, and vp he flies 
Swiftly through the Empire skies. 
If men might this ftrife decide 
As by men it (hould be tride, 
Then would all agree in one, 
Beautie can preuaile alone : 
Beautie able to enthrall 
Eyes and heart, and thoughts and all : 
Yet three powers in one aflcnting 
Stroke mine heart, heart foone relenting. 
Eyes faw beautie and admirde it, 
Loue faw heart, through eyes he firde it. 
But faire lookes did firft conftraine 
Cupids fliafts to (hape my paine. 
Fairer Vertue beauties iewcll, 
Bad mce not pronounce Loue cruell, 
Loue that forc'd me to affeil, 
Beauties worth by Vertue deckt : 
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Then 6 three of all the chiefe, 
Eafe at laft my loathed griefe.

Former folace, future loffe, 
Haunts the palace of her fonne, 
Worke of wonder lately done : 
Daily gueft (he there remaineth, 
And of loue to Loue complaineth. 
Now no more to rule (he deignes. 
Yoked Swans with filuer reines, 
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As flie did from earth afcend, 
(Earth which crft flie did commend) 
And returnd through liquide aire, 
Gliding to loucs royal! chaire. 
Vulcan ftaide from framing thunder, 
That he might ereft this wonder. 
Wanton boy would never ceafe. 
Wily mother grant no peace, 
Till by this the ftrife were ended, 
Fcined ftrife by them pretended. 
Top is clofe, the fourme is round. 
Seated on an azure ground : 
No doore feene. yet doores each-where, 
Entries clofe, yet many there. 
P'or one colour teinteth all. 
Turrets, doores, and gyring wall : 
Clammy ftuffe the colour bcareth, 
(Halfe white, halfe red hue it weareth) 
Such as in Afphaltis lake. 
Did Chaldxan workemen take : 
For that high-entitled frame, 
Honord with firft Empires name : 
On the top with triumphs fild, 
Stockdoues mothers birds did build. 
Right fide was with windows dight. 
To receiue th* infufed light : 
Light fo clcare, fo bright, fo faire, 
As in cleareft open aire. 
There the roofcs are rich emboft, 
Wals adornd with equal coft : 
Workes engraude of queint deuife, 
And enchafde with gemmes of price. 
There his bow of beaten gold. 
Worth a world of wealth vntold : 
And (hafts pointed with like mettle, 
Wily wag thought meet to fettle. 
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Pleafure gardian of this roome, 

Author of each happie doome : 

Loues Vicegerent on that fide, 

Vaunts the worth of heau'ns chiefe pride. 

Fancies on her fteps attend, 

Such as do his fauours fend. 

Or affoord the fruites of pleafure, 

When delight by loue they meafure. 

Thefe ferue when the god doth ftrike, 

Both hearts with one (haft alike. 

Not that one fhould fue in vaine, 

And the other dart difdaine. 

But a mutuall pafiion wrought, 

In one fympathie of thought : 

Or when hope of hap vnproued, 

Plots the praife of things beloued. 

Pyrocles fuch fancie knew, 

Fancie giuing Loue his due. 

Which did on Philoclea looke. 

Bathing in a Chriftall brooke. 

He difguifde a virgin feemd, 

And his name was Zelmane deemd. 

O how fweetly did he praife. 

In thofe lines thofe louely laies. 

All perfeftions in her planted ? 

For his pen no praifes wanted. 

Treffes of her Ambre haire, 

Waning in the wanton aire. 

Rubie lips and corall chin. 

Soft, fmooth, Alablafter skin. 

Angels iookes, hands lily white, 

Eyes fubduing at the fight. 

Left fide hath no windowes made, 

Darker then Tartarian (hade. 

There was bowe of fatal yue, 

A£ling horrors that enfue, 
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And his arrowes with leade tipt. 

Which in Stygian poole were dipt 

Sorrow keeps this feate of terror, 

Mirthleflc hag the whelpe of error. 

Fancies do on her attend, 

Fancies which defpaire do fend : 

When one (haft poore hart doth fliiuer, 

Drawne from loue-enforcing quiuer : 

But a fecond tipt with lead. 

Strikes afieflions vigor dead : 

In an other heart not moued. 

With remorfc of paine vnproued. 

Thefe do on repulfes mufe. 

And Loues rigor oft accufe. 

And foft founds like minutes breath, 

Sighes by tumes from vndcmcath. 

But 6 God the mod diuine, 

Sith TiMOCLEAS heart and mine 

Were with cquall wound oppreft. 

And with faireft Fancies blcft : 

End thefe fowres with fweetc conclufion. 

Lead thy godhead feeme illufion. 



His third inuention not treating of loue, but (hadowing 
the worth of Poefie in a fiftion, was thus : 

The Worth of Poefie. 

IMpute it not prophane impietie. 
Dread god of DeloS, and chafte virgin-troupe : 
To him that, in vnpitied mifcrie 
That doth enforce his wearied mufe to ftoupe, 
And him all cheerleflc abieft-like to droupe, 
Reueales thofe holie fecrets of your hill, 
That do conceme defence of depeft skill. 
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Vnder the couert of a Laurell tree 

Vpon the mount where learned Mufes dwel : 

Rare monuments of worth enflirined bee, 

The workes of Laureate pens, workes which excell, 

Cherifti'd by comfort of Caftalian well : 

There reft they fafe : though fafe, yet once affailde 

By three mifhaped elues, which fled and failde. 

There laie enrolde in euerlafting lines, 
Epique records wrapt in heroique ftile : 
There laie enclofde in thofe eternall (hrines, 
Sweete Hymns and Odes that lyriques did compile. 
And Elegies, and Epigrams fharpe file. 
With th' other graces of a laureate quill. 
Whence hony fweets do copioufly diftilL 

Pale enuy Beldame-like with ftaff vpholding 
Her curfed limbs, came firft and tooke a fitting. 
In lothfome fignes her deadly teene vnfolding, 
Neare to that hallowed place how il befitting, 
How much annoyd through her contagious fpitting, 
Tinfeft the tree that did thofe branches nourifli. 
And kill the roote whofe moifture fed their flourifli. 

From depth of poifnous mawe the monfter fierce 
Did belch foule gobbets with an hell of fnakes, 
Wallowing in lothfome filth, that did empierce 
The teinted ground : Forthwith the Laurell (hakes, 
For whofe decaie the hag that vomit makes, 
Which finking downe corrupted roote and all. 
With Chriftall drops that from the fpring did fall. 

Soone as the erft-g^reene began to perifli, 
And witherd branches could no longer couer 
Thofe antique roUes, or them with fafetie cherifli, 
A fecond hag ftill darknefie filent louer : 
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Obliuion hight, flow hag did flily houer, 

Suted in duskie robe of pitchie ftaine, 

Like to an hanging cloude that threatens raine. 

Well did this name of LETHE her befeeme, 
Which oft forgot her felfe and her entent : 
Eftfoone flie ftaid, as doubting what to deeme : 
Then forth flie ftept : nor long flie forward went, 
But ftaid againe, as mufing what was ment. 
But being come, (he towards her gan rake 
Thofe monuments, that prize her praie to make. 

Then Ignorance that doth Arts glory blot, 
Ran to the tree to get a Laurell wreath, 
Before the branches by that fatall fpot 
Were wafted cleane, that rofe from vnderneath : 
Nor would ftie ftop, nor did ftie ftand to breath, 
Till tree was toucht : thus did the fot defire, 
The higheft praife of laureate Poets hire. 

She thought it meete her pupils to inueft 

With lafting bay : and in that faireft place 

To lodge their lines, where worthier workes did reft. 

But when they were repulft with deepe difgrace. 

She hirde thofe hags both glories to deface. 

Thofe elues of horror which did y^eld their helpe, 

The one defpaires, the other darknefle whelpe. 

O bane of bliffe, gainft worthieft wits pretended, 

O lucklefle lot 6 iniurie of time : 

Foule-fall the hags that fuch ill hap entended, 

And haggifti brood enuying honors prime : 

When high-plum'd Mufe through Empire skies doth 

And curies all which holy Poemes hold, (climbe : 

Light on the hags that ftop thofe mines of gold. 

O 
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O who could harbour fuch inhumane thought, 
Though the Hircanian Tygres milke did fucke ? 
Heart more flint-hard then beating waues haue wrought 
On fea-wafht rockes, reward from arte would plucke, 
And guerdonize defert with direft lucke. 
Stand they good Gods dull ftones ay-vnremoued, 
That fuch defpight by cenfure fell approued. 

Fame gliding from on high did there alight, 
Viewde their attempts, and refted on the tree : 
The earth was circled with a glorious light, 
(Such light as mortall eye could neuer fee) 
Forcing the elfe which had thofe hags in fee, 
To troth with apifh pace vnto fome caue, 
The halfe-loft vfe of dafeled eyes to faue. 

The winged Goddefle moude with high difdaine. 

So fhrill a note from filuer trompet founded, 

That flow obliuion poftied thence amaine, 

Whofe eares that ftrange vnwonted noife confounded, 

Eares where fmall helpe for memory was grounded. 

Pale enuy fled furprizde with doubtfull feare, 

Whofe witherd cheekes with wrinckles furrowed were. 

The filth boild vp : the leaues wexd gr6ene againe : 
The Lawrell flouriftit in her former hue : 
Fame bade Defert for euer there remaine 
With light and found, to ftiield a Poets due, 
By fafe defence from wrongs that might enfue. 
Thus I record that future age may tell, 
Loe this is he that wiftit to Poets well. 

Although he aymde his conceipt at the merits of GRECIAN 
and ROMANE labors onely there preferued in a golden clo- 
fure of perpetuitie, vnder that ay-gr^ene ay-glorious tr6e, 
euer faire, becaufe euer frefti, whofe lading flourifti dated 
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with etemitie, and cherifhed by the Chriftall-flowing Ca- 
STALIAN fpring, fuch labors as either record the worth of 
thofe ancient Heroes, marfhalling their (lately blafons in 
maieftique methode with fuch fucceffe of acceptance and 
admiration, as when an high-pac'd Mufe treading a lofty 
march, leades honor enchaind in an Epique pen, grac'd 
with the furtherance of hiftorique Clio, or treate the tra- 
gical tropheyes of tlie cothurnate Mufe, vttering clamo- 
rous complaints, and enwrapping complotted praflifes of 
bloud and reuenge in the fwelling pompe of hautie Iam- 
BIQUES, which y&ld matter for the CHORUS to complaine, 
warbling forrowes with variable foundcs : or the faire 
bloffoms of affeftion difplayde in elegies, with the faceti- 
ous grace of (harpe-cutting conceiptfuU Epigrams, limi- 
ting delight in compendious fwdetncfle : with 5>atiricall 
reprehenfions, heauenly Hymns, and the plcafing folace 
of harmonious Odes, not the leaft ftudy of a Lyrique pen- 
man, with Eclogues, and the fruites of Thaliaes fauors 
futed in meaneft robes. Though he I fay aymde his con- 
ccite at thefe onely, yet may I auer with like truth, that 
the like moderne tafkes publifhd fince by men of fundry 
nations efpecially in the Latin Tongue, abfoluing all parts 
of poefie in feucrall perfeflions, were likewife regiftred in 
that holy refuge of fuch happy reliques. But the Mufes 
bluflit, and Phcebus frownd at the ftrict bounds of their 
bounties, whofe fauors were limited with thefe two lan- 
guages. For which reftraint of their worth they prouided 
this remedie, that the diuine Entheos infpiring fuch fap, 
fuch fw^etneffe, (hould be affoorded to other nations, which 
decree being once ratified, conceiptfuU Italians obteind firft 
place of this priuiledge, and did diuinely abfolue each 
aboue-named part with feuerall pcrfcftions : their names 
I n^ede not to relate, being famoufly knowne through 
Europe to the moft. Poefy wauing thence her golden 
wings beyond the Alpes, though returning, eftablifht an 
habit of high humors in FRANCE, the happy nourfe of many 
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rare fpirlts, which likewife with no leiTe praife haue in 
h'uely colours expreffcd all perfo£lions of Poetry, and 
thefe being in like fort famous, n^ede not to be by me 
memorized. To thefe adde the labors of Castilian pens. 
But in Albion the wonder of Hands loucly Thamesis, 
fairefl of the faire NEREIDES loues fca-borne Qvieenc ado- 
ring, vaunts the glory of her maiden ftreanies, happy 
harbour of fo many Swans, APOLLOS muficall birds, which 
warble wonders of worth, and chaunt pleafures choife 
In feuerall founds of fwcetnefTc, plea fan t, palTionate, 
loftie, louely, whofe matchlcffe notes, the faire Nymph 
keeping tyme with the billowing of her Chryflall waucs, 
carrying to the Ocean with her ebbe, doth there echo 
them to her aftonifht fifters which afTcmble in thofe 
vaft fiouds by timely confluence, B.'tTis grac'd with many 
bounties. Po, and ArNO, garnifiid with many pleafures, 
Rhone, and Araris, enriched with many royalties, yet 
none of thefe may vaunt more heauens of happinefle 
then TUAMESIS, in harbouring fuch Swans, fuch fw^et- 
neffc. Yet many moft worthy monuments of heauenly 
wits wanted the honor and fafctie of this featc, for 
they were drowned in the abyfle of Lethes filence, ef- 
pecially of the moft ancient GR/IXIAN Authors, as Or- 
pheus, Linus, the firft Mus^us, Aratus, Nicandor, Theog- 
NIS, PhocilIDES, and mofl of all the nine LVRlQUES, and 
Elegiacke and Comicke Poets, and fome talkes of Ira- 
gique pens, with the precious predictions of the tcnne 
SVBILLS, and many of the Romane Worthies. Little re- 
maines of graue Ennius, who vaunted though vaine- 
gloriously the tranfmigration of great Homers fouie, 
reeking aduantage by that one poynt of Pythagorean 
doftrine to bolftcr his owne ambition, but tliough he 
were rude in ftile (which was the fault of his time) 
yet was he graue in matter, and in this meriting praife, 
that being one of thofe that brake the firft yce, he rowfde 
the following rare fpirits. But worfe hap befell the 
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rare Smyrna of learned Cinna, and fugred paflions of 
fweete Gam. US, and of thofe other both Greeke and Ro- 
mane workcs, many are blemilhde with fome blurs : 
fo that it was high time that PiKliBUS and the Mufes 
fhould vndertake their protection, and become their pa- 
trones. But leauing this digreflion, let vs retume to the 
matter. 

Thus fpent hce fome houres in thefe meditati- 
ons, but when the long expedled day of his defire ap- 
proached, Damon taking his princely gueft with him, 
iourneyed to SiCYONE, n^fere whofe fuburbs that folem- 
nitie was euer celebrated in a faire ficldc hallowed for 
that yearely vfe. At their arriuall in the Citie, they 
founde there innumerable Grecians, both natiue of the 
continent, and Ilanders, whome awfull zeale of pure 
deuotion had induced to be prefent at thofe holy rites: 
(fuch they tearmed them.) The next morning (for their 
expeftation laftcd but one night) Arisbas and his hofte, 
leauing their lodging betimes, went to the place, and 
there prouided themfelues an eafy roome without the 
rayles : for within them none might (land, the Pried 
and his neceffary attendants excepted : with them infi- 
nite troupes of the aflcmbled ftrangers hafled to prc- 
uent Titan, who (baking his deawy lockes on the 
mountaines, ported from the watry cabbin of NerEUS, 
to be an earely viewer of thefe folemnities. But ere he 
had meafured a tenth proportion of his daily pace, the 
Pried futed in a long sky-colourde robe, a wTeath of 
Poplar branches, though confecratcd to Alcides, en- 
compa(nng his Temples, came forward, and with him 
the ordinarie Miniders, the inferior a(ridants to his 
office, clad in their Ceremoniall robes, each attending 
on his feuerall charge. Some caried fyluer bafons to re- 
ceiue the bloud, fome fumigations, one the knife, an other 
the hallowed fire, brought from tlie euer-glowing altar 
of Delphos, cuery one fomewhat, and two of the chiefe 
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of them led the facrifice, a yong milke-white Heifar crow- 
ned with a garland of flourcs, whofe free nccke had not felt 
the heauie yokes bondage : Next thcfe, came the mod lone- 
ly trainc, confiding of the faired of both kinds, flourifhing 
in the prime of their youth, and in the pride of their beau- 
tie, clad ali in long white robes trailing after them, wea- 
ring on their heads garlands of odoriferous flowers. They 
obferued a rare methode in their comely march, pacing two 
and two, a faire boy and a girle. 

In one thing the weaker fexe, thofe wonders of beau- 
ties worth excelled, whofe amber trelTes waned fo on their 
fhonlders, marfhalled with fw^et equalitie of diftance, that 
PhcEDUS feeling contrary paflions, did both figh and fraile 
to fee them. But in this, the worthier kinde farre oucrmat- 
chcd the other, in the front of whofe rancke that wonder 
whereof Damon made late report was placed the fird, as 
of all the faired, who turned the eies of the beholders from 
noting their proceeding, to gaze on his perfe6lions. Aris- 
BAS, hauing before loft himfelfe in a defert of dcfpaire, & now 
finding an ilTue for his hope, was fo rauilhed with y= fight, 
that he could fcarce conteine himfelfe from leauing his fta- 
tion, and running to embrace (as wel he might.) For Arca- 
DIAES triumph was his TiMOCLEA. Thus it f^emcd, thus he 
fuppofed, not geding at randon, but gathering by likelihood 
of his loue: yet dil he doubted bccaufe he dreaded. The full 
triall of tliis fiJcming truth, was deferred till the folemni- 
tics were ended, which thus they profccuted. All the traine 
being come within the railes, a general filence mixed with 
reuercnce poffeflTed all men. The facrifice being prepared 
after the vfuall maner, the accuftomed fprincklings & other 
ceremonies difpatched, that noble offering was layd on the 
altar & the wood kindled by the confecrated fire. And forth- 
with the faire Chorus cad into a ring began their hymne. 
In the fame moment of time a Hiril harmony of winde-in- 
ftruments, founding miraculoufly in y^ aire, not drowning 
with ouer-loude noife, but conforting with the muficke of 
H thofe 



Arifbas, Euphucs (lumbering, 

thofe well-agreeing voices in a fit key, made diuine melo- 
dic. And for a fecond teftimony of the gods kind acceptance 
of their deuotions, a ftrong gale fnatched vp the facrifice, 
and fwift as thought bereaued their eyes of that obiefl, be- 
fore the Hymne was ended, which I haue here added. 

The Hymne fung to Aeolus. 

MOft iuft auengcr of Arcadiaes wrong, 
Dread God, high Regent of the worlds wide frame, 

Enricht with titles of adored name, 

To thee thefe rites, thefe honors do belong : 

At whofe dire frownes th amazed earth hath trembled. 

Patrone of harmelefle men in haplefle age, 

Reftrainer of thy furious feruants rage. 

Accept th'intents of vs in zeale affembled. 

Worker of wonders in the continent, 

Prince of the aire, diftinguifher of time : 

The calme relieuer of our troubled clime, 

To thee thefe duties pure deuotion fent 

We celebrate as anceftors before vs, 

With yearly thanks beft fruites of fwaines degree. 

The miracle and mercies fhewde by thee. 

Which Countries natiue plentie didft reftore vs. 
And our fucceeding progenie fhall know 
From fathers mouth, the debt which children owe. 

Scarce were the accuftomed ceremonies finifhed, when 
ARlSBASleauinghis (lation entred within the railes,& running 
with haded fteps to the loucly leader of that beauti- 
ous troupe of angel-faced boyes, after many embraces fea- 
foned with a mixture of fw<5ete kiffes, began thus aloude : 
Deare of all the dearcft, if not miftaken, luckily met, hap- 
pily found : th& haue I fought fucceflcflc on fea, on land, in 
the groues, on the plaincs, in the lies, on the maine, wea- 
rying the world with iteration of my woes. Now haue I 
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found tWe, if thde, then am I fortunate : but if eyes deceiue 
me, hope faile me, then may I iuftly impute this miftiap to 
the extremitie of fortunes malice, which f^emed to eafe me 
with a (hadow of not-being folace, that (he might plunge 
me in a deeper fea of forrowes. W[h]en TiMOCLEA (for (hie it 
was) fawe her Arisbas, and heard him fpeake, chiming in 
her eares charmes of vnthought pleafure, how (he was af- 
fefled I refer to their cenfures, which after fowre croffes 
enioy fw^ete comfort : blufhing at her difcouerie, yet reioy- 
cing at this happie accident, (he replied thus, gracing her 
proeme with a maiden-blufh. Doubt not deareft Lord the 
affurance of your hope, I am that Timoclea fought by you 
fo much, that haue fighed for you fo oft, whofe truth hath had 
many tryals in troubles, yet vanquifhing all diftreffe, (he 
beholds you, fecure from danger. Thinke not this difguife 
of mine attire, and diffembling of my fexe, any reproach to 
the modeftie of a maydens behauiour, for I haue plotted 
this chafte pollicie to preuent all perils of luftfuU violence, 
and preferue mine honour inviolate, that I might reftore 
my felfe to you with the fame dowry of virgins dignitie, for 
which you at the firft affefled me. This fayd, they fhedding 
teares, enterchaungeable tokens of their mutuall ioy, re- 
compenced the long want of loues delight with fw^ete kif- 
fes, and Damon fupplying the time of their folace, flood vp, 
and in a large difcourfe dilated the fortunes of Arisbas, and 
the fucceffe of his loue agreeing in effeft of fenfe, with the 
former relations, whofe tale being ended, Timoclea profe- 
cuting the difcouery of loues ftrange adventures, proceeded 
thus. Sith thofe things are reuealed which I thought that 
the gods and our felues onely had knowne, I will likewife 
in this affembly publikely relate the many changes of ad- 
uerfe chances, from ill to worfe by me endured. Thus then 
deare Lord, and you ftrangers and friends, receiue a briefe 
rehearfall of my troubles, & in hearing my difcourfe, dread 
foueraigne of my foules bliffe, weigh the many dangers of 
thy dear too dearly-bought Timoclea. When that ill-boding

temped firft caufe of our enfuing cares had fecluded th& 
from the fea, m6e from the (hore, our (hip was dangeroufly 
tofled on the troublous waucs, and though within no fmall 
fpacc a timely calme had quieted the waters rage, yet the 
vngentle windes, luckleffe inftruments of fortunes fpight, 
keeping their wonted quarters, draue vs far from the con- 
tinent with continued aduerfe blafls. After long tumbling 
on the floud, we defcricd a little defolate Hand, and packing 
on all the failes, made towards it amaine, when fodeinly 
the Pilot caufmg them to ftrike the latc-fpred failes, kept 
aloofe from y« coaft, and willed the boat-fwain to found the 
depth, for he vehemently feared to be drive on fome (helues 
in that vnknowne current, but finding all fure in the fafe- 
tie of a wide chanell, we approached n^erer. There was a 
fmall cr^eke on the South fide, making (hew of an harbor, 
fdeming then a fitte hauen for our weather-beaten ve(rell. 
Thereinto we entred, bearing in clofe with the point, and 
hauing anchord, the chiefe gouernour of the (hip went on 
land with the ftouteft of his Marriners to fearch the coun- 
try, and to findc fre(h acates, but he returned failing in his 
purpofe, only fupplying our want of fre(h water & fewell, 
and bringing aboord with him a fevve ftraunge ill-tafting 
birds which they had taken among the cliffes: leauing this 
comfortleffe coaft, we made againe to fea, & on the feuenth 
night from our departure thence, we were engulfed amog 
the Cyclades by the windes thwarting alteration, fitly re- 
fembling the croflc courfe of fortunes whdele in peruerting 
humane a6lions. In one of thofe Ilandes the Gouernour 
finding a fit hauen, caufcd his (liip to be had into a dock, and 
there he fct his men on worke to ftop leakes, and new trim 
her forc-bruifcd fides, I vnwilling and vnable through my 
want to attend the ifiuc of his delaies, left him, refoluing 
to embarquc in fome other veflcll failing neare ARCADIA. 
But remembring how many dangers were incidet to our 
fexc, and to how many perils my beautie though fmall was 
fubicft, I fought to fecure my fafetie and prcuent al drea- 
ded 
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ded ils by this difguife. Hafting to the next port, I found 
there a Merchant of Hellespont rcadie to hoife faile for By- 
zantium: with him I bargained for mypalTage: he accepted 
mine offer & taking me with him, after a days tariance in 
y« hauen, lanched aydcd by a profperous winde. But tliough 
heauens fauoured me, yet hard hap ftil followed me. Mark 
an other inftaunce of fatal! fpight. On a faire calme day 
though a foule ftormc in mine eftate, the Pilot niiflaking 
his courfe, ftemmed tlie fhip on a rock, and the cruell winds 
continual! furtherers of fortunes fpight, draue her on with 
fuch violence, that fhe was there fpliL In this generall ex- 
tremitie of life, each tooke what was next his hand to fu- 
ftainc him in that hazard: I nimble through feare, got a 
great pccce of the maine Maft, and thereon committed my 
fafetie to the feas curtefie, and though eucrie fui^c thrcat- 
ned ouenvhelming, each waue menaced death, yet I not 
daunted in thefe dangers kept mine hold. Oft I beheld the 
Dolphins mounting on the waters vneuen fuperficies, but 
at my approach they would ceafc their fport, in kind regard 
of my ruth, not knowing the billowes with their tumbling, 
but gently on either fide following mc thus floating, fee- 
ming to waft me with wary eyes as carefull of my fafetie. 
The day being farre fpent, I difcricd a fayle Weftward, 
and (fuch was my hap I know not how to terme it good or 
ill) it made toward the coaft on which I was thus tofied, 
when I faw it fomewhat n^ere, I made fignes to them a- 
boord, exprefiing my danger and imploring their aid. They 
defirous to faue me (for fometimes mifcreants feele palTids 
of pitie) fent two of their fcllowes in the long boat to fetch 
m£e, who rowing to m^e, tooke mee vp {thus one affeflion 
wrought ati other) & carried mee aboord with them, where, 
hoping for folace, I found forrow. Being in the fea, though 
euer dreading to be fwalowed by the furges, yet was I free : 
In the fhip though fafe from fuch perils, yet was I prifo- 
ner to wretched Pirats, from whofe remorflefTe hearts all 
compaOton was exiled, 
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Yet me they fought to win by allurements, hoping that 
I dcceiued by their pretended kindneffe, would fooner yfeld 
to their filthie defires. The fame night they frolliked with 
great iollitie for ioy (as they faide) of obteining me : when 
the wine had fired their enflamcd luft, they follicited thogh 
fucceflcffe their former motions, and ftroue fo long for kif- 
fcs but got none, that they left their kindneffe towards me 
and fell to contention among themfelues. Their Captaine 
enuying them, the publikc poffcffion of his priuat pleafure 
though but fuppofed, deeming me a praie fitter for himfelfe 
and iudging a common good not currant, appeafed the fraie 
through his authoritie, & and didcountermaund their paffions, 
but priuately he would affaile mc with all the engines of 
loue-plotted pollicies, adding cruel threats to kind words, 
fometimes entreating, fomctimcs menacing : now fuing, 
then fwearing, to obtaine his will, or augment my woe : 
now praying, then protefting to enioy me, or enioyne me 
perpetuall flavery. I hearing him in thefe tcarmes, fed his 
humor with vaine hopes, coining new occafions of delaies, 
prefixing a time, promifing, that expired, to y&ld to al kinds 
of dalliance which he would vfe, limiting my feined profer 
with this condition, that till then he fhould ceafe from pro- 
fecuting his intended defires. He accepting this anfwer for 
an high fauour, protcfted to obey my doome, and obferue the 
propounded conditio. But ere time winged with thoughts 
fwiftneffe had touched the prefixed point of my then immi- 
nent perill, I was happily fr^d from feare of his force, and 
deliuered from dread of that danger by Anexander, a vali- 
ant Gentleman of Sparta, who hauing charge of a Galley 
fcoured thofc feas, being fent by the EPHORI, and bounde by 
ftrifl commandement to execute feuere iuftice on fuch ma- 
lefaflors which infefted the feas with piracies, and landing 
oft on the coaft of Laconia, foraged the Country, tooke rich 
pillage, & committed many fpoils. But ANEXANDER m&ting 
this ncaft of thecues, part of that accurfed focietie, encoun- 
tred them, and hauing after fmall fight bourded them, put 
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all that crue of caitiues to the fword, accounting mercy to 
fuch offenders an high blemifti of iuftice. Me onely he fa- 
ued, & with gentlemanlike compaffion pittied my diftreffe. 
You may perhaps fuppofe that now my forrowes were en- 
ded, and I in proteflion of this worthie patron, without the 
compaffe of fortunes reach : but if you fo thinke, your iudge- 
ments faile : thefe my fea-fortunes & thofe vnftaied waues, 
do in mod liuely fort expreffe the vncertaintie of worldes 
wauerlng, as by attending the fequele, you may eafily con- 
ceipt. 

When the report of this exploit was bruted to the eares of 
thofe other monfters, (for the minde of man degenerating 
from the decorum of humanitie becomes monftrous, com- 
plotting mifchiefes exc&ding the vildeneffe of beaftes, and 
the bodie the mindes Inftrument, flaue to that tyrannical! 
gouemment, wherein affeflions rule and reafon obeyes, 
effefts them) they I fay hearing this, lamented the ill hap 
of their fellowes, efpecially the Captaines death, whome 
they affefted for his valure, and admired for his villanies, 
to them f&ming vertues. But couerting their mones into 
mad fury, they confederated themfelues in a bloudy league, 
vowing extreame reuenge on that worthie Gentleman 
whome they opprobrioufly tearmed the proud lufticier of 
LACEDiEMON. They had got togither fixe veffels, & Reficles 
a Cretan was Admirall of this accurfed fl&te : fortune fil- 
dome foe to word attemptes, futed their expeflation with 
hoped fucceffe. For meeting the SPARTAN Galley, they en- 
compaffed her, and commencing a bloudie broile, after long 
fight laid vs aboord, flue them all, and not fatiffied with this 
butchery, exercifed more barbarous crueltie, mangling the 
dead bodies into many pieces. Here again I efcaped death 
referued by fortune, for a fecond brunt of diftionour which 
likewife I preuented, not touched with the leaft fpot of re- 
proach. The fouldiers of Resicles taking me, brought me to 
their Captaine, who fancying in his fond thoughts a world 
of future imagined pleafures, entertained me kindly, and 
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wooed me with many curtefies. I filled him with vaine 
hopes, limited my confcnts with delaie of time as I vfcd 
the other before, and meane while plotted meanes for my 
cfcape, which thus I effefted. At the very time wherin the 
feaft of Thksmophoria was celebrated at Eleusis with my- 
fticall obferuations by the Priefts of Ceres, Resicles hauing 
left his fellow-Pyrats which difperfcd themfelues to pur- 
chafe booties, tooke a vefTell of Samos returning from Syria, 
a rich prize. The day enfuing, he & his accurfed companions 
applied themfelues wholly to myrth and belly-chfere for 
ioy of their good fortune, ffeming to celebrate the BACCHA- 
NALS in their difordrcd dyet, dyet I terme it, becaufe they oft 
vfed fuch exceffe. When the wine had preuailed, and fumes 
afcending from their ftomaches had befieged their ouer- 
whelmed braines, fummoning their diftempered fenfes to 
reft, they laie as drowned in a flfcpie charme, without feare 
or regard, in euery corner fome. The winde and fea the one 
quiet, the other calme, did fauour them : fortune their com- 
mon friend did not annoy them with approach of enemies : 
for if a tempeft had bene raifed, or the foe afTailed them, 
doubtleflfe they had receiued a full reward of their diflblute 
demeanours. I iudging this a fit time for my efcape, fitly 
conueied my felfe into the long boat, and cutting the roape 
rowed fo well as I could, to the (hore which was not farre 
off: leaping on land, I left my boat to the feas direflion, and 
running with haded fteppes difcr>''ed two ARCADIANS, both 
which are now prefent, the one a friendly relieuer of my di- 
ftreffe. I entreated their tariance by figns, and being come 
to them, was kindly comforted by them. Since which time 
I haue remained in this Country, where what fortunes I 
haue felt, moft ARCADIANS can relate. 

Thus haue I contriued the rehearfall of my troubles 
into a briefe difcourfe. TiMOCLEA would vaine haue procfe- 
dcd, but a generall murmure of admiration raifed by the 
whole afTcmbly hindrcd her entendcd purpofe. ^Egon ftood 
vp, & fuing for filence by fignes, hauing obtained audience 
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fpake thus. Country-men and friends, doubtlefle the difco- 
uery of this rare fecrct and due guerdon of loues long-fuf- 
fering patience, was deferred to this time by iuft prcfci- 
cnce of the immortall powers. For next the rare hap of 
Hyalus whofe memory we not celebrate, what other acci- 
dent could fo direftly fit the feaft of Parthenia ? As his fcxe 
was miracuioudy changed from a faire ladde to the faireft 
girle that euer lined in ARCADIA ; fo this lampe of royaltie, 
the Paragon of womans perfeflions, found in this place at 
this time, the onely occafion of difclofing of her difguife, and 
being fuppofed by all the mirror of our fexe, may now be 
tcarmed the wonder of woman-kinde. The whole affcm- 
bly applauded his words, arguing hereby, that they confir- 
med his opinion by their cofenting cenfures. Many floures 
were throwne on thofe two loucrs, the floures of true af- 
feftion, and each departing, filled his natiuc prouince with 
report of this rare accident : fo that the miraculous mcta- 
morphofis of Hyalus was almotl drowned in obliuion. 

Arisbas hauing repotTctTcd his Loue the ftaie of his life, 
thinking it high time to glad his aged father with his re- 
turne, whofe difcontent {as he not vainly fuppofed) his de- 
parture had bred, taking with him his deareft Timoclea, 
with Damon and ./Eoon, tarrying litle in Arcadia, hafted 
to the next hauen, and there embarqued for Cyprus, where 
arriuing in the hauen of Famagosta, he found a wonderful! 
change. For the aged King difpairing of his eldeft fonnes 
fafetie, had matched Anaxilas the fccond brotlier of Arisbas 
with the Lemnian Princes daughter, whofe father decea- 
fing immediatly after the marriage, he in right of his wife 
reigned Prince of LEMNOa Arisbas nothing difcontent 
with thefe newes, fent one to certifie his father of his ar- 
riuall. The old king replenifhed with incredible ioy, was 
tranfported into a trance : recouering himfelfe, he haded his 
aged ftcps towardcs the hauen and m&ting his fonne by 
the way, fel on his necke fhedding many teares, fw&te ar- 
guments of his high content. Arisbas preparing to craue 
I pardon 
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pardon of his departure, was prcuented by his oft redou- 
bled fatherly welcomes and embraces : with like kindncfle 
he entertained trembling and blufhing TiMOCLEA, & fpake 
curteoufly to Damon and ^gon. Returning to the palace 
he tooke great delight in hearing his fonne relate the trou- 
bles and daungers with oft changes of Fortune endured 
by him and his dcareft TiMOCLEA, and iudging it inex- 
piable impietie to hinder the fucceffe of fo rare affeflion 
refolued to giue louc his right and marrie them honou- 
rably. For this purpofc hee fent Herauldes to all the 
Ilandes adiacent, and Prouinces fcituate in the maine of 
Greece, which publifhed in his name leaue and libertie of 
acccflfe to all whom foeuer, efpecially ftrangers of account 
which would rcpaire to his Court, and be prefent at the 
nuptiall of his fon, & honour him in fuch prince like exerci- 
fes as might bcft befecme the worth of that intended fo- 
lemnitie, not omitting to exprefle the time. Thefc mcffa- 
ges had fuch fucceffe, that befides a troupe of meaner per- 
fons, the moft worthie Heroes of Greece appeared at the 
appointed time, & being prefent at the ceremonies of HY- 
MENS rj-tes, gauc honourable teftimonie of their perfour- 
mance. The CVPRIAN Kings fecond fonne then foueraigne 
of Lemnos, and his fairc Princcffe, were part of that royall 
affcmbly, whereat the Nobles of Cyprus did glifter in al- 
moft-kingly pompe. Forthwith many honourable fportes 
and deeds of chiualry were exercifed. in which Arisb.AS and 
Anaxilas were chicfc challengers, futed both in pureft 
white, mounted both on milke-white Courfers, richly ca- 
parrafoned. The old King entending farther fauour to his 
fonne, and defirous to di(burthen himfelfe of the heauie 
charge of gouernmcnt, and inueft his age with eafe, fur- 
rendred his eftate, & rcfigncd y^ regiment to ArisbaS, whom 
he caufed to be adorned with the rovall Diademe, and he 
entending like fauour to his deareft TiMOCLEA. caufed her 
to be likewifc crowned Quecne of CYPRUS. 

Thcfc fecond folemnities thus finifhed, the princelyke 
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ftrangers and others departed, bruting an honourable re- 
port of the Cyprian Courts royaltie. Damon and iEcoN 
hauing receiued rare entertainment and rich rewards for 
their former courtefies, fhipped themfelues for ARCADIA. 
Fortune ending frownes with fauours, did thus abfolue 
the cataftrophe of this roial Comedy, which was yet imper- 
fefl. The old King of Epirus deceafing, his fonne Sostratus 
a man of milder difpofition, fucceeded him in the Crowne, 
who remembring the former good feruice of banifhed Ari- 
STOPHON, and knowing his innocencie, fent immediatly af- 
ter his coronation, an honourable Ambaflage to conclude a 
league with the yoong King of Cyprus, and reduce thence 
guiltleffe Aristophon from exile. The Ambaffadour was 
royally receiued and entertained in the Court of Cyprus, 
and hauing declared the caufe of his comming, fped in both 
his demands. For the league of amitie betw&ne thofe two 
mightie Princes was folemnely concluded by oath, and 
Aristophon defirous to laie his bones in the mother-foyle 
that brought him forth, was foone perfwaded to return. Ta- 
king his leaue therefore of y« old prince, the yong King & his 
daughter raifed to fuch royall eftate, he returned into his 
Country, hauing with him the other P&re of Epyrus, and 
a noble man of Cyprus fent by Arisbas, to caufe King So- 
stratus to fweare likewife, that the league might be confir- 
med by their mutuall othes. Such was the fucceffe of this 
rare oft-thwarted loue which my ouerbold penne hath pre- 
fumed thus rudely to difcyper. If any DECORUM be omitted 
or INDECORUM committed, I can not otherwife excufe it 
(curteous Gentlemen) then by your fauours which wil (I 
hope) beare with fuch imperfeflions, & not impute it to 
mine owne defert, which was loth to poUifli a 
toy, whereon I ncuer beftowed more la- 
bour, then fometimes an idle houre 
of recreation.

But I fkould groffely 
offcftd in troubling you with a long Epiflle, w/wnu I trouble

An aduertlfement to the Reader. 

a niglit (friend to melancholty) had ninne the 
third part of her courfe, befprinkling the drowfie 
iPearth with JLft/i^s dew, I fitting folitary in my chatn- 
Bber, reading with fome pleafure Ludam Timon, on a 
^fodaine felt mine eies heauie, and immediately all 
\ my powers were violently furprifed by a (lumber; 
•wherinto I was no fooner entred, then me thought 
I faw Handing before me, the fliape of a well-proportioned man fu- 
ted in deaths liucry, who Teemed to write as fad as I could read. This 
gaftiy obiet^ did much aflonifli me, and (as fancie in fuch cafes is a 
fruitfuU nource of fuperilitious feates) my amazemet was the grea- 
ter; being thus taken in the reading of that Authour, who, befides 
his other impieties, is the greatell fcoffer of apparitions. But when 
I had well noted the others mild countenance, my courage did foone 
recall it felfe, and I growing fomwhat bold, demanded both who he 
was.and whyhecanie: wheretoheegently anfwered thus: Tamhce, 
whofe pen was firft emploied in the aduancement of vanitie, and af- 
terward in the difcouering of villanie. loyne ihefe two, and they will 
feruelheeforlhe/Vry>^ra/?jof myname. In the former of which, I 
confefle I haue offended, yet who knoweth not, that Fidlion the god- 
mother of Poefie makes her the (hadow of Philofophie; which if not 
fweetned by this heauenly mixture, may well haue reuwence, but 
fmall regard. This moued the Poet to write, and me to vfe for my 
fami 1 iar motto lliatqueinlverfe, Omnt luliipiindii, qiiimifcuit vliUdukL 
But admit it as the moil will haue it, yet dare I boldly affirme, that 
my later labours haue made a large part of amends for ihofe former 
vanities. Here (me thought) I could no longer containe my felfe fr6 
going to imbrace him, as both reafon and humanitie required 
Sfdfruftra mmprenfa manus effu^il imago, 
Far Itvibut vcntu volucrique fimillima fomno. 
Whereat beeing no leffe amazed then before, and catling bade 
mine eies, 1 efpied him {landing in like order at the other end of the 
chamber, wbe with a criiicall fmile he thus proceeded ; HaA thou toll 
ouer fo many Authors, & knoweil not yet that ghofles are fhadowes? 
But to omit this which I impute to thine aflonifhmeni, and to anfwer 
the other part of thy demand, firil, for thy better conceiting of my 
intent, know, that it is my wont to watkc much from Elyfium towardes 
the mouth of Oro/f: the caufe whereof is this: Dwgma,Menippiis,fi.^ 
the ancient Cynicks, with as many of our modem humorilla as haue 
iumpt with them in their foure vain, do mightily frequent that place, 
who though of feuerall countries and times, yet are fo throughly ac- 
quainted ech with other, as ifthcy had liued all togither. Their order 
is, when any ghofts ariue, to run prefently vnto them, peere in their

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faccsnnfl boorc<l them nirrifrhlly with nqucdion touching their cflates 
ami fortunes while they liueu: if they g ither by their anfwercs that a- 
nyof ilu>iii hiiue floiifhtMl in tlie world for |X)rapc, wealth benuiy,oruiiml- 
foeuer other like tranfitory gift, & that therein they haue repofetl their 
fole delight, oh then they foundly frumj>e ami baite them for their 
wtlronie with fu( h better fcoft'es, that this newcorrofiue adde<l to their 
other yetbledingforrowe.makes themaltogither imfiatient: butif they 
finde that their liues greatefl part hath l)eene didrelTc and care, then 
they comfort them, bidding them rejoyce in death. Marry this their 
comfort feruesto fmall |»uriK>fe,for I haue heard the chiefe Seniors of 
this focictie oft folemnly protefl, that for I know not how many hun- 
<lred yearcs, not three of all thofe wretches (though the number hath 
l)een infinite) haue thankeil them for their comfort: but all bitterly cx- 
clamed on death, and wilhed themfelues againe aliue, with thrice as 
many miferiesaslhcy had endured: yet many of them dyedfooldc, that 
their fighte, their talle.and generally all their fences and powers had of 
themfelues failed them; fo that the weak nes of their f|>entnaturccould 
nolonger hauebin capableof any pleafure: others fopoor, that forpure 
jHTury \: nodeuotio. they had failed todcath: fom fogrieued with Aches 
that they had long laine l)e<lridden, or fo peppered with difeafes, that 
in many yeires thev coiiM reckon few daies of reft: fome had becne 
rotte<l in prifon, fome newfkij>t from the gallowes; others blinde, many 
cripples, all mifera!>le, which caufed me <lee|>ely to meruailc what fc- 
cret dei eipt of nature made men thus dote on life, Sed ad propojiium.

mee extremly defiroiis to heare the maner of this change and fequell, 
Iheo i:njurtevl thai lii^owife vnto mce, ronrlading that fith death had 
ri.ido !.ir from d-ilrelVe. it were madnelVe to lament, much more to dc- 
fire life, ih's fiide. flioe left mee in a llrange humor: for I widied 
mv felfe nhuo ag.iine. were it but for two daies.

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Laugliefl thou J Somighldl thou well haue done,if this my williliad 
beenc the Ape of common error: but the only ayme and end of my 
defire. was the good of thofe that Hue ; for whofe admonition, euen 
in fo fmall a time (for my witte was neuer long in performing fuch a 
latkc) I would haue pende in maner of a caueat, a large difcourfe 
both of hir former lewdneffe which my felfe had knowiie, and of her 
following miferies which (he had then related. But finding my dcfires 
full accomplifhraent herein imjKiflible, after long thought I conccip- 
led a likely courfe, for the effeifling thereof in parte ; and this ii

of this iiuliciall age. fhoiihl now in fo bold an humor grow thus confi- 
dent. 1-aftly there are fundr)' others both better known to thee and of 
far more fiifhcienrie. TuOi ((]uoth he) thou art too fcnipulous; this is 
not moikdy.but moiiiriinelTe: leauing therefore thefevaineexcufes,pcr- 
fomiewhat I rctjuell: and thereto Iconiure thee bythereuerence thou 
beard viito the facred Mufcs, Well (quoth I) fith thou haft fodcepc- 
\y charged mee, I will performe it, and doe thou likewife in rertuitall 
graunt mee one dcinaunde. that I will make. I meane: nay (quoth 
hee) I khow thy meaning and the humor that boylcs now in thy braines, 
butldareiu)t«>laylheblabagainc: for who would willingly fr)* in Phle- 
geion ? Ik-fidcs, the timcdolh tly ami the i.K)wer of Mercunes caduceus 
drawcs me hence, farewell and f:iile not in thy promife: with thefe words 
mee thought he vanillied, leauing mee extreamely difcontentcd; for I 
hadreadyamintof queflions. As firt\,howeach haggeand fienddoth 
take his place, when they are fummond toany afiemblyj^/rjj^w/iwwr' 
dffa far /area inymba. How Cerberus in thefe late y cares of dearth 
hath ftiifletl for his diet, romming fo oft (hort of his fee : for it is td- 
likly that they which being aliue couM not get thefelues adrycnift,but 
fterued miferably. for want of foo<le,can afieriieathbeabletogiuehim 
a foppe: Whether the greedy Corne-hoorders be not generally curfed, 
euen there alio, for pluming fo the filly ghofts before hand, that when 
they come thither they are not able to difcharge the dueties of the 
houfe, viz. to the Ferriman, the porter &c. Whether Charon doe ftill 
cry out againll gonnes for determining the fortune of battailes before 
they come to handdrokes, and thereby culling of the bed part of his 
doings; whether A///, w///j(1o laugh fliil,& whether itbe true that He- 
raeiiius who while he lined, wept for the vanities of men, do now laugh 
at himfelfe for hr.uing been fo foolifh; whether it be likewife true that 
•/A'c7/>/r' hangs by the tongue for hauing blab'd abroaile the fecrets of 
dame Let:heriesdearlings, what monflers were brought forth of late,& 
v> hich of the olde haggs, are moll in fauor with Hcaite. Thefe & infinite 
other demands I would haue made, had not his foilaine vanilhing pre- 
uented me ; whereat in a rage I clapl my hand on the table and there- 
with did awake, hauing my braines fo fet on worke by this (Irange flum- 
ber, that 1 could fleepe no more all that night. The next morning, the 
plot being frefli in my mcmor)', I went in haiid with it,proceeding ther- 
in at times of leafuretiil I ha<lfiniflied ii,which((ientlemen) Inowpre- 
fentvnto your fauours, the only wiHied harborwhcrein this my weather 
beaten velTell may red fafely Ihrowded from the temped of difgrace.

New raifed from his graue, to write the 

Trajjique florie of faire Valeria

Eace fraught with plentie, waiting on 
the Scepter of a gratious Soueraignc 
|];id nowe featcd her felfe in ALBION 
whence at her ariuall, rough-faced Bel- 
l.OiNA the mirfle of broyles, writing in 
blood, her bailcfull tryumphcs, fledde 
difconfolate to forraine coafts, and there 
founded hir Tragiqiie fummons. At 
whofe departure all things recouered their former quiet : 
As when the yeare haucing fhakcn of ftormie winters Icie 
badge, growes young againc. greeting the earth with 
gladfome tidings of the Flower-clad fpringcs approach. 
Sillie Sheepeherdcs haunted fccurcly with their harme- 
IctTc flockes, the weflerne plaines, chanting by turncs 
fwecte Roundelayes, or tyring with long play tlieir Oa- 
ten pipes : Toyling hufbandmen ioyde freely in the 
iffue of their hopes, reaping harucfts plenty, the guerdon 
of their winters paincs. Each fcafon had his fucceffe, each 
ftate his folace. In which tranquillitie of time and truce 
of fortune, their liucd in the famous citie of Troinouant 
an ancient gentleman, fonne to a wealthie Citizen, who 
dying oulde, lefte him not younge, his oncly childc, fole 
heirc of his goodcs, which, {bcfides money & other moue- 
B ablcs 
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ablcs) yealdcd him an ample reuenuc of ycarcly rents. 
GiRALDO, (fo was he named) haueing enough, deemed it 
follye to toylc her fupcrfluous (lore, or not to vfe, what his 
Anceftors fucceflTull induftrye had alreadie afforded him. 

Hee therefore conformed his life to fuch a courfe, as 
might equall his calling, and not Impaire his credit, or 
procure his difcontent Liuing thus at quiet (the more 
to Augment his eafe,) loue he eftcemed fo little, and ma- 
nage leffe, that he paffed y* mod part of his time without a 
wife, in which Stoicall humor he determined to perfifte, 
ftiffely refufmg many great offers, mou'd to him by fun- 
drye of good account and knowne fufficience ; whether the 
care of houfekeeping and feare to match with a mate of vn- 
like conditions, had difmaide him ; or the fweeteneffe of a 
fingle life through long vfe bcfotted him ; Howfocuer this 
refolution feemd eafie in regard of his yeares, yet did the 
fequell largely fliewe, that no time, no temperature is ex- 
empted from loues tyranny ; nor ought leffe to be trufled, 
then affeftions tryall : The Sunne ofte (hines not, til nere 
his fetting, CiNTHiA filles not her circle, til fardeft from hir 
brothers Sphere. Smothered Cinders may breed a Flame, 
where we lead fufpcft a fire ; and winter fruites in growth 
leffe forwarde, are in lading mod forceable. The purefl 
gouldc hath his droffe ; the cleared Wine his dregges ; 
fweetcd Rofes their prickes ; fowred Stoickes their 
paffions. Loue hath its change of Arrowes, his choyce 
of obic6lcs, to intice cuery eye, to intangle euery Age. 

It chanced in a fatall hower, that GiRALDO with fundry 
his familiers was inuited by a gentleman of the country 
(his dead Fathers approued fricnde) to accompany him 
home, & paffe with him fonic daies of pleafure at his howfe, 
fcituate in a gallant foylc fruitefull of all delightcs. They 
agreeing to his friendly motion, lefte the Citie, and ar- 
riuing where he dwelt, found there fuch entertainement, 
as might affure their welcome, and warrant his good- 
will 
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will : They were richly feafted, and froUikt royally in 
all gentlemanlike difportcs, hunting, hauking, with what 
focuer pleafant recreation their thoughts could ayme at, 
and the countrey ycalde. Thus farrc lafled Gibaldos 
comedie : but heere (though in a borrowed hue) rtept in 
his Tragedies fad Proem, malking his following forrows 
in outward femblance of alluring fwcctnefTe ; Such are 
the wiles of ioue and fortune, there firll to fmile, where 
they intend lafl and mofl to lower. This gentleman bc- 
fides two fonnes of rare towardneffe, had one daughter, 
hir name Valeria, young and fayre, in difcourfe wittie, 
but in life wanton ; the fault and caufe thereof, her edu- 
cation : for being tlie fathers ioy, the Mothers Jewell, their 
la(t borne, and therefore moft beloou'd, fhc was trained vp 
by her parents in all libertie, and taught, not that which 
bcfl befeem'd, but which moft delighted hir : In fteadc of 
Towing, (hee could fing, write, daunce, and fweetly touch 
hir luory Lute, with whofe weltuned ftringes, hir fin- 
gers were more acquainted, then with her needle: Breefely 
what could fhce not, which Icaft flie fhould, and all more 
exquifitly then was mcete for a modcll virginc ? If then 
the ftrangelt Marble bee in time worne by wcake droppes 
of rainc, the hardefl Adamant, (though otherwife impene- 
trable) pcarc'd by Goats warme blood : what marucl is it, 
that thefe fo mightie inforcements, wrought To efi"eflually 
on hir, whofe fewe years, frailc fex, aud fleight education 
made the conqueft eafie ? Yet ran he headlong forward, not 
heeding howc (lie was inclined, nor weighing as he fliould 
haue done, the ifTue of his attempt, which thefe fo many, 
and fo manyfeft likclihoodcs did forethreaten : Such was 
his blindnefie euen when he firft behelde her, to whom na- 
ture had lent a looke fo alluring, a tongue fo inchanting, 
that it refles doubtfnlt, whether hir countenance could 
more intrappe, or hir wordcs entangle. To thofe that 
neuer fawe the Ocean, narrowc ftraights may fceme large 
n 2 fcas 
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feas : he which till now had neuer view'd with curious re- 
garde, any fuch befotting obiefl. demed VALERIA the weft- 
erne paragon. His greedy cucr gazing eyes, fed like hungry 
Gueftes on hir faces beautie, yet neuer glutted ; for the 
more he looked, the more he looued ; AfTeftion was no 
fooner bred, then wing'd ; no fooner warme, then flaming ; 
(a thing in nature maruelous, but in loue no miracle,) ftie 
was the onely fubiefl of his conceipt, the onely ayme of his 
content: If (he fpake. his partiall eares decm'd hir voice 
more then Angelicall ; if fhe fmiled. he was rauifht: if (hec 
frown'd, euen frowning fhee feem*d fairer, and hir anger 
amiable. Thus were hir wordcs his cares mufique, her 
faire countenance his eyes harbor, hir felfe. his tranfported 
fowles fuppofcd folace. while he though olde, yet a Nouice 
in the fchole of fancie fed his vaine thoughtes, with vainer 
hopes : But when beginning his wcx)ing with fignes, he 
fawe portraide on hir lookes, a deepc mifliking of his age, 
threatning a fequell of many forrowes. a Centurie of fowl- 
tyring pafTions, then fomewhat rowfmg his charm'd fen- 
ces, he began fadly to conferre his former courfc of life, 
with his prcfent crofles in loue, weighing howe before he 
ioy'd in content, now ioyleffe through difcontent, then 
free from fancie, now flaue to beautie : And fo farre he wa- 
ded in this penfiue meditation, that fealing with man>*e 
fighes, each clawfe of his complaints, he wifhed too late, 
that he had not come, or comming. had not feene ; or feeing, 
had not affe6led ; or affefling, had not fo extreamly do- 
ted. But finding mone a bootlefle methode, a fleight me- 
dicine to cure harts maladye, he refolued to feck fome fu- 
tcr remedie: which, (as he thought) was immc*diatly to 
depart ; hoping that abfence fhould worke his eafe, and that 
his eyes not hauing whereon to gaze, his thoughtes (hould 
want wherewith to grecue him. 

In the heat of which humor, he abruptly tookc his leaue 
of the gentleman his friend, and the other his familiars fei- 

ning

ning fodaine and extraordinary occafions of bufines, which 
drewe him thence. They no lefle beleeuing his wordes, 
then loath to hinder his waightie affaires, did not importune 
his tariance, yet vrged with much entreatie his fpedy re- 
torne, which he promifing, though then not entending, 
lefte them ; but could not leaue fo his forrowe, for in him 
felfe he caried his owne wounde, the euer-frefli and perfefl 
Idea of Valerias farre peircing beautie, a more infeperable 
companion to his thoughts, then the fhadowe to his bodye : 
the one waiting without, the other working fo forceably 
within, that by how much the more he ftroue to alay 
his paffions, by fo much the more hee encreafed his 
paines : concluding by his owne experience, that to attempt 
the quenching of loue with abfence, is to cherifh fire with 
oyle. For as the courfe of a ftronge currant, counterchekt 
by a barre of earth, feekes with greater violence another 
iffue, and hauing pad his boundes, tomes the pleafant 
meadowes, into vnpleafant mariflies : As the flowed flame 
fomewhat daunted by water, gathers immediately double 
force and brightneffe : fo the frenzie of a louers fancie, is 
then moft outragious, and feeles greateft lacke of wonted 
eafe, when the eyes do want their wonted obieft. GlRAL- 
DO therefore flnding in the citie leffe comfort then in the 
contrye content, wandered in this labyrinth of woe, fee- 
ling his foules agonie howerly augmented : In the daie, 
he could not reft ; in the night, he could not fleepe ; if he fat, 
he fighed ; but fighes yealded him no folace : ofte he walk- 
ed to out weare his forrowe, but oft walking could not 
worke it : At the table he fat a cypher ; nor is it maruel, 
for how could he haue any ftomacke to difgeft his meat 
that wanted ftrcngth to difband his melancholic, which 
was fo frutefull in afflifting him, that not Hydra, foggie 
Lemas fowle gueft, could fafter renue hir feauen heades, 
with feauenfoulde encreafe, then his each-paffion doubled 
his perplexitie, making his vnquiet life, the perfcft map 
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of a loners niifcric. His friendes and neighbours mu- 
fcd much what nii^^ht be the caufe of his difcontent. fuppo- 
fnig nothing kTfc. then that loue had bene the occafion. 
Among this number, one of like yearcs & long acquaint 
tance, did on a time fo farre importune him, that Geraldo 
(though loath to vttcr his affection, yet able to denie him 
nothing, bccaufe he loued him dearely) difcourfed the whole 
at large, peremptorily concluding to haft with all fpeede 
p<>fnble (if his fpeding might bee pofTible) a maryage be- 
tweene Valkria and himfelfe : For (quotli hee) as TelephUS 
wounded by ACHILLES fpeare. could not be cured but by the 
ruft of the fame fpeare : And they which are ftunge by the 
Serpent DirSAS, fccle an vnqcnchable thirft in the midft 
of water : fo ftands it with me, which haue furfeted, yet am 
not fatiate : but being wounded with TelephUS, muft like- 
wife with him deriue my helpe, whence I receiued my hurt : 
which word he had no foncr vttered, then his amazed friend 
deeming this humor in thofc yeares, the eight miracle ; ad- 
dreft himfelfe to diuert him from fo fondc a thought, and af- 
ter fome pawfc began thus : Were I as wife, as I am wil- 
ling to difchargc the ducty of a friende, then would I with 
mightie Arguments dilTwadc you from a purpofe fo il be- 
feeming: Can it be y^ GtRALDO fo ftale a batcheler, fo ftrifl a 
follower of the Stoicks philofophie, is in the wain of his age 
become a woer ? He which laught at loue, and fcornd fancy, 
now droupe fur loue, and dote through folly : refembling in 
repugnance to nature the ftone Gagates, whereon if wa- 
ter be powrcd it kindles fycr, if oylc, it doth quench the 
flame : Two things I hauc noted in many, and finde 
both in you : the firft rare and commendable, the fecond 
ridiculous, yet common : A young man wife, an old man 
wanton. Weigh yet with your fc[l]fc, what your friends 
will fay, and the worldc cenfurc, hearing of this fo- 
dainc change : if mariage be a courfe fo requifite, they 
will demaunde why you haue fo long defer'd it ; if not to 
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be refpefted, why you fhouldc now determine it? know 
you not that loue in olde men is no leffe vnfeemely and 
vnfeafonable, then froft in APRILL, fnowe in Sommer, 
Ice in the entering of Autumne ? But admit it neceffary, 
yet this haft is needleffe : Rafh beginnings haue ruful ends : 
ripe counfailes right fucceffe. The Elephant breedes not 
oft in age. The Phenix (as fome affirme) takes life from 
Aflies, but once in fixe hundred and fixtie yearcs : the one 
how mighty a beaft? the other how matchleffe a birde? 
In Samos ftoode a temple of Hymen, ouer whofe dore, 
on the outfide, was fet the portrature of a Snayle, to 
admonifhe the beholdiers, that with flowe pace and deepe 
aduice, they (hould proceede to a matter of fuch waighte, 
importing their extraordinarye weale or woe. APELLES 
drawing the pifture of Folly, gaue hir winges, but not 
eyes : hir eares ftopt, thereby intimating, that fonde men 
runne headlong forwarde, not feeing what they do, nor hea- 
ring others, which fortcll them, the iffue of their vnheed- 
full aflions. It greeues me Geraldo to thinke, that fondly 
gazing on fayre lookes, which do commonly fhroud falfe 
hearts, you are taken in beauties trappe, entangled like 3^ 
fiflie, which leaping at the Sunne beames, gilding the 
wanes, playes therwith, vntill the net haue made him pri- 
foner. Had you fancied fome modeft Matron, not for beauty, 
a fading blifle : but for vertue a lafting value, your haft had 
been yet more hopefull ; nor might any iuftly haue accufed 
your abftinence in youth, or your affeflion in age. But at 
thefe years, when the prime of fancy is paft, to be won by a 
wanton glance, to dote on a filly Gerlc, whofe continence 
or conftancy you know not, how farre vnfit ? The CRETANS 
had a lawe made by MiNOS their iuft Kinge, that if a 
young man matcht with an olde woman, or an olde man 
wedded a young mayde, they both fhould forfet whatfoeuer 
they pofiefied, and the elder of cither fexe fo offending, 
lofe the rcuerence due to their age. Well fawe hee, that 
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true affeflion could finde no refidence, where the defires 
were fo different ; the one ayming wholy at youths delights, 
the other dull to wonted daliance, whence followes breach 
of wedlocke. What is your VALERIA that you fo dote on 
hir ? fay you fhee is young ? then wauering ; grauitie is 
feldome in greene yeares. But were fhee well enclin'd 
yet might ill companie corrupt hir: Earely buddes are 
foone blafted ; younge fprigs do with the winde bende 
euery way. The flower-rich fpring is natures firft-borne, 
but not heire of Autumnes ripcneffe. Say you fhe is faire ? 
then proude, for as the herbe Fesula taken in wine caufeth 
the vaines to fwell : fo beautie in women doth enhance the 
thoughtes. I omitte to inferre hir (lore of fauorits, which 
will not faile to fcduce hir, if coyne or counfaile may fub- 
due hir. Is (he wittie ? then wilie ; fraught ftill with new 
deuices to circumuent you. But fhee can daunce, finge, 
finger a Lute, and all excellently : doe not thefe argue hir 
wanton education, or can you for thefe fo highly fancie hir ? 
then what other inftance neede I faue your felfe, to prooue 
that loue is blinde ? Loue, which hath the power of Lethe 
to induce obliuion, the windinges of a Labyrinth to en- 
trappe the minde, the fhape tranfforming iuce of CiRCES 
inchanting cuppes, to change thoughtes, as fhee could al- 
ter bodies : Loue which for a minute of pleafure, yealdes a 
million of paines ; for a dramme of Hunny, an ounce of gall, 
refembllng that tree in America, whofe apples are to the 
fight exceeding faire, but to the taft, deathes foode. Ceafe 
then betimes friende GiRALDO, leafl: you repent to late ; and 
figh in vaine, to thinke on my fayings, when your fuppofed 
ioyes (halbe fmothered in furmifing Jeloufie. There is for 
euery fore prouided a salue, yet no fimple for hartes forrow : 
But as the bay tre alone is neuer hurt by lightning, fo wif- 
dome euer vnftained by wantonncffe, which is in you the 
ground of that woe. Againft poyfons we haue preferua- 
tiues : Storme-bcaten feamen, wrcftling with the furye 
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of windes and waters, loy in the fight of Ledas twinnes : 
but thought-ficke louers haue onely reafon their foueraigne 
refuge : deuine reafon the fole phificke to cure loues follye, 
which ftraies from it fo farre, that where the one raignes, 
the other cannot reft : For A mare & fapere vix deo con^ 
ceditur, 

Heere hepawfd and Geraldo thusreplide: yourcounfaile 
(auours much of good will, little of conceipt : yet for your 
curtefie I thanke you, and for your kindneffe, I wil think 
of you, as of a well entending friend. You deeme it ftrange 
that I thus olde, (though not fo olde as you vrge) fliould 
now refolue on manage, haueing before fhaped a contrary 
courfe of life. True it is, that whilome my fole delight was 
to Hue fingle, but who knowes not, that ould opinions are 
ofte canfelde by new occafions? Muft I be eucr ill ad- 
uifed, becaufe one not well aduertifed ? Is loue in oulde 
men fo vnfeafonable, in youth onely, (yf at all) commen- 
dable ? or rather as the herbe MOLY tempered with newe 
wine doth much diftemper the braines, and infeeble the 
whole bodye ; the fame mingled with olde wine, doth foner 
effeft the contrary, and releeue the ouer charged fences : So 
is affeftion in greene yeares full of perils, vrging young- 
men to extremes, which cannot moderate their paflions : but 
in riper yeares doth cheer the thoughts, glad the hart, a- 
wake the fences halfe dul and drooping. Admit the wants, 
the weakeneffe, and whatfoeuer difabling defedls incident 
to age. Tell mee (I pray you) who more needes comfort 
then they which want it ; or what greater comforte to men 
then kinde women ? How can you then with reafon de- 
ny that to age which doth eafe the toylfull burthen of 
age, or terme that needleffe, which is fo neceffarie, [.?] but 
you growing to farther diflikes, condemne myne hafte, 
which refolue with fpeede to difpatch my purpofe; know 
you not that delay is fraught with daungers, that occa- 
fion is balde behinde.^ that they which deferre, are ofte 
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prcuented, and fo circumucnted ? Such as obfcrue not 
there times, do iuftly faile in there defcrucd tr>'allcs. On 
the h*lic-;;amifht bankes of Cephisus there fprin^es a flo- 
wer of rare efTccles, yet merely forcclelTe. if not applide 
at the inftant, when Phebus doth in fier>' maiefty touch 
the meridian. In hke fort, young virgines fancies, prone 
to aff*cftion by yeares and nature, muft be affailcd while 
time doth fcrue : for their fauour once rooted (a thinge 
eafily performed) can neuer bee recalde by threates of 
parents, or worldes of proffers. Speaking then be- 
times, I may perhaps fpeede : but deferring the one, I muft 
difpaire of the other. Good wine needes no luie bufh : 
Faier women want no wocrs. hereto you reply that you 
condemnenotfomuchmyage as Valerias youth : to haue wo- 
ed and wedded an auncicnt woman, had bene a match more 
meet : and this equal itie of yeares. caried more likelyhood 
of mutuall loue. For anfwere to which obie^lion, I craue 
no greater inftance then your owne experience, y^ widowes 
are wily and wilfull ; that many fcarfe holfome morfels, do 
often ufurpe the att)Tc and gcftures of honeft matrons : heer 
is a Lerna of euils, a fea of dangers ; which to encounter, I 
haue no courage : to conquer, no fortune : But in one yet 
neuer matched, how can deceipt be fetled, or how is 
fhc aquainted with wiles, which throughly knowes 
not the world : That Valeria is young, I yealde, nor 
am I very ould. but you will fay that though a while I 
may entcrtaine hir unth delight, yet I (halbe paft beget- 
ting, when (he is in the prime of bearing : hereon you vrge, 
that giftes aud pleafures are mighty tempters, women 
and they young, fraile veffcles, and therefore weake re- 
(ifters. Yet doubt not I, that with a gentle minde, 
the knowen kindneffe of a louing huft)and, (hall more 
preuaile, then the doubtfull counfailes of deluding ftran- 
gcrs. That fhec is fayer, I graunt alfo ; that there- 
fore prowde, I deny. It fuflifeth not with OuiD 
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to fay partially, fajlm ineji pulchris fcquiturque 
fuperbia fonnam, vnleffe you learne of ARISTOTLE to proue 
the confequence, by a ftrong coherence : It foUowes 
not that all are faultie, becaufe fome offend : but ra- 
ther as the birde RiNTACES bred in PERSIA, liueing by 
ayre and deawe onely, hath no excrements : fo natures 
perfeflions polilhed by vertuous education, brooke no 
exceffe. 

For where (houlde inwarde graces be more refident, 
then where outwarde giftes are mod refplendent ? 
That fhee is wittye, in difcourfe, expert in daun- 
cing, finging, and well fingering of a Lute, I con- 
feffe : that therefore wilye, or more apt for wan- 
toncffe, I may in no fort graunt. The bell things 
may be wreftled to bad vfes : Such recreations not 
mifintended, hinder melancholy, and hurt not modefty. 
Thus haue I anfwered what you obiefled, (hewing reafon 
the ground of my affeftion. Say then my friendes what 
they lift, cenfure the world what it will, I am refolute 
to attempt, nor doubt I to attaine that, for which my foule 
doth long, and my heart languilh. Stoicks are ftockes ; 
fenceleffe teachers that publifh their owne follies, by de- 
nying that to wife men which the fences worke in all men. 
Till now I knew not what it was to Hue, becaufe I felt 
not the power of loue. Haue not Planets their coniunfli- 
ons, the elements their mixtures, both their cooperant mo- 
tions, which argue that nothing can be of it felfe fufficient ? 
Say that fickneffe fhould enfeeble me, who coulde fo 
kindly comfort me, as would fo willingly attende mee, 
as a louing wife : which would fit by me, figh for mee, 
(hare with me my forrowes, and vfe all meanes to pro- 
cure my fafety ? If death ihould fcaze on mee wiueleffe 
as I am, and childeleffe, leauing my goodes to vn- 
kinde, or unknowne heires, with what difcontent Ihoulde 
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I breath out my drooping fpirit ? But to your fclfc I ap- 
pcale, which hauc in part experimented this felicitie : 
what ioye it were, eucn in death to bcboulde, the 
frutc of my ownc b-jdie, the continuer of my name, liue- 
ing to poiTciTc what I Icaue : knowe you not that bcafles 
voidc of rcaf jn doe {>crpetuate their feucrall kindes by 
procreation ? and Ihall men inriched by rcafon, be here- 
in exceeded by beaftes ? if all were fuch as you counfaile 
mec to cuntinuc, where were the hope of pofteritic ? And 
that taken away, w here the fpurre of vertue ? defcrts guer- 
don, the talkc of fame, founding to fucceeding times true 
honours trophes in eucriiuing notes ? I omit to alledge, 
that nature, and my countr)'e claimc manage of me as a 
debt : The Sjjartans among other lawes made by LlCUR- 
GU>, had this one, that the younger forte fhould at all times 
and in all places, reucrence th[e]ir elders : But to thofe of 
great Age wanting ylTue this preuiledg wzs not due : So 
that Brasioas a valient chieftaine neuer maried« laden 
with many yeares, but honored through more \'iclories, 
parting by a young man, which fat ftill, not \'ftng to him 
any fhewe of rcuerence, by mouing his bodie, or his bo- 
net, and deeming it a great indignitic, receiucd this 
anfwer : Thou hart not quoth he a fonnc which may doc 
the like to me, if liuing to thy age. But whether runne I, 
in fo large a ficlde of mightic reafons, warranting my re- 
folution beyond all compalTe of contradiction ? Sith then 
to marr\' it is not oncly fcemely for any, but likewifc ne- 
ceflar}- for all : in diiTwading mee from it you highly in- 
iury mec. That I hauc hctherto abftained, it was my 
fault ; To pcrfiil in like humor, were deeper folly, Bet- 
ter is little then nothin,; ; late then ncuer ; not to bee, 
then in vain to bcc. X<ijcit:tr is fmjira, par qurm nom 
nafcitur alUr. Hauing thus faid and fearing to bee vt- 
ged with a frelh reply, he brake of their conference, by 
a feincvl occafion of bufmeiTo, leauing his well wifliing 
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friende in a deepe amafement, no leffe pytying his daunger, 
then wondering at his dotage. But no foner had AURORA in 
her next vprife moyftn'd with her earely tearcs, tranffor- 
m'd Adonis, and cherifht the forward fpringing of other 
flowers, then GiRALDO mounting on his horfle, gallopt on 
the fpurre in that gladfome feafon of the yeare, toward his 
harts wilhed harbor, where Valeria, (whom leauing, he fo 
languiflied,) made hir refidence : By whofe father (his af- 
fured friend) he there alighting, was by fo much the more 
louingly welcomed, by how much the lefle, his coming 
was then lookt for, which yealded in outwarde (hewe, no 
other likelihoode of conieflure, but to be a bare iourney of 
recreation : till he impatient of all delay did fully (though 
in feawe wordes) deliuer the fomme of his defire, which 
was to efpowfe Valeria ; whereto the foner to induce hir fa- 
ther to whom onely he now communicated his affeftions 
fecrets, he promifed to make hir a large ioynter : craue- 
ing of him no other dowery, then what himfelfe would wil- 
lingly afligne. Theodoro (fuch was the others name) haue- 
ing much vfed the father, and long knowne the fonne ; of 
whofe vertue, (befides his hearth,) he was no lefle cer- 
taine, then of his wealth aflured : and perhappes fomewhat 
mou'd by the voluntary ofler of fo large a ioynter : yealded 
him his full confent : promifing moreouer, to worke herein 
fo efleftually with his daughter, (adding to his words the 
weight of a fathers authority) that fliee likewife, whom it 
mofl: concerned, fliould grant his demaunde, or deny hir due- 
ty : Which promife he faild not to performe, moueing the 
matter to Valeria in fuch fort, that the wily gerle which 
could by little gather much, and by a fillable conceiue a 
fentence, was nothing ignorant of his entent herein, 
whom fearing to difpleafe, & hoping by this match to raign 
as Miftrefle of all (for well flie knew the myldnefle of 
Geraldos nature) though at the firfl; for falhions fake 
fomewht (licking at his age, concluded hir anfwere with 
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the offer of her obedience, in yeelding her felfe wholly to 
her fathers difpofing. To bee fhorte, GiRALDO and (hee 
were folemnly contra6led, VALERIAS dowrie affigned, her 
ioynter fet downe, all things confirmed, and they foone 
after openly efpoufed. Now feemed hee to himfelfe in- 
finitely happie, folacing in an earthly heauen of imagi- 
narie ioyes, a Paradife of thought-exceeding pleafures. 
But between feeming and beeing, there hath euer beene a 
large difference : Cadmus feemed happie, but his Hues fe- 
quell daflit his felicities vaine flourilh with a Chiliade of 
croffe Fortunes. Ante obitum nemo fupremaque funera 
fcelix. Had great POMPEY with his third triumph finifhed 
his then-viftorious life, hee had not famoufde Pharsalia 
through his foile, nor made Egypt fatall through his fall. 
Had GiRALDO beene extinfl in this the prime of his fee- 
ming happineffe, hee had not afterwarde dyed mod happe- 
leffe. But to proceed, the Nuptials beeing ended, and 
GiRALDO on his returne vnto the Citie (whither hee pur- 
pofed to take with him his beauteous Bride) at the in- 
ftant of their departure, Theodoro (whofe mifgiuing heart 
did make him heauie) taking afide his daughter, thus 
grauely befpake her. 

Valeria, thou now muft leaue mee, and leame withall 
another courfe of life then thou haft ledde with mee : thou 
muft with thy eftate change thy thoughtes, no leffe earneft- 
ly nowe endeauouring to pleafe thy huft>and, then earft 
warily (hunning to difpleafe thy father. O let it not be 
faide of thee, which is truely faide of many, That li- 
uing vnder their parents awe, they make fhewe of admi- 
rable vertue, but beeing exempted from that obedience, 
they vnmafke their abhorred vices, refembling in this 
change the Corall, which growing vnder the water, is 
of exceeding foftncffe ; but taking once the Aire, takes 
therewith a ftone-like hardneffe. Thefe may to their 
ftiame learne duetye of fiUie creatures wanting rea- 
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fon. Young Storkes fecde their oldc dammes, which 
elfe flioulde famifli : The Turtle hauing loft her mate 
by death, ioyes not in the companie of any other. Lo, 
in the one a precept of pietie to the parents ; in the other, 
a myrour of loue and loyaltie towarde the hufband. And 
thinke withall, that naked beautie not adorned by ver- 
tue, is like the Tree, Daphnoides, whofe leaues are 
white, but the berries beeing ripe are blacke. Prefume 
not then on the fairnefle wherewith GOD hath fuffi- 
ciently graced thee : that muft fade being onely the bo- 
dies gift : but if, while it flourifli, it be ill applyed, what 
more is it then a painted tombe, a golden (heath clofmg a 
leaden Sword, or wherein is it more efteemed by the wife, 
then wifdome by the foolifli ? From the Countrey (a place 
of fmall refort) thou muft now into the Cittie, where 
thou (halt finde fundry fortes of companie and cuftomes, 
as in a large plot among wholefome hearbes, unholefome 
weedes : the wounded Hart flyes to the Forreft, crop- 
ping DiCTAMNUM to cure his hurt, knowing it by the fmell 
among infinite other plantes. The Little Bee (Natures 
great miracle) can fucke fweete Hony out of the moft 
vnlikely flowres. I coulde wi(h in thee fuch diftingui- 
(Iiing (kill and knowledge, in difcerning and vfing com- 
panie ; nor doubt I it, yet giue mee leaue euer without 
caufe to feare, for therein likewife am I a father. All 
younge Eagles can not ftedfaftly beholde the Sunne : 
All that feeme vertuous, are not fo : whome though 
by their lookes thou canft not knowe, yet if for a tri- 
all thou temporize a while, the i(rue of their aftions 
(hall difcouer them. Shunne thefe Valeria, leaft they 
(hame thee : loyne aequaintance and vfe familiaritie 
with them onely, whofe company may advance, or at leaft 
not impeach thy credite : And ftriue thou rather to 
merite this rare tytle of extraordinarie praife, that 
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oft conuerfe, there was one which in wit and wickedneffe 
did farre exceed. Shee thought it not enough her felfe to 
offend, vnleffe through her, others alfo became faultie. 
So that (as making a confcience of impietie) (hee ftroue 
more earneftly to feduce the fimple, then many to reduce 
the finfull : and (hee had fo cunningly demeaned her felfe 
that GiRALDOS wife (circumuented by her ouer-reaching 
wiles) deemed her a deare friend, communicating with 
her the chiefeft of her thoughts. They had many mee- 
tings, efpecially at goffips feafts, where alwaies (the ban- 
ket beeing ended) while others held that in common, they 
(fomewhat withdrawing themfelues) conferred in fecret : 
and whereon foeuer they difcourfed, this one point of her 
difcontent, through daily feeling of more defeft in her 
hufbands declining yeares, was by VALERIA fleightly tou- 
ched ; yet fo touched, that the other might well conceit her 
intent. Euen to be abfolutely wicked, it requires time 
and vfe. No maruaile then that fhee hauing not yet ente- 
red into an habit of finne, was not fo wholly impudent as 
to expreffe her meaning in plaine tearmes, though ftill ex- 
pefling when the other would take the occafion by her pre- 
fented. They oft met, oft talkt, and GiRALDOS wife woulde 
ftill harpe fomewhat on that ftring ; and hauing fcarfe be- 
gun, with a fleight figh, abruptly ceafde. Now was the 
path well troden, and they meeting foone after in Hke 
place, on a day of great folemnitie, vfed like matter of 
difcourfe, with the fame occafion againe offered. The other 
knowing her time, would not omit the aduantage, but ta- 
king firme holde thereof, thus whifpered to Valeria a Si- 
rens tale. Should it then be thus, or haue I thus defer- 
ued, that languifliing through want of folace, you conceale 
from mee your hidden fecrets ? I haue often heard, that for 
euery fore. Nature hath planted a fimple ; that againft e- 
uerie fickneffe, Phificke hath poffibilitie of expulfiue 
force. But well I wot, that reafon containes no remedie 
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for care and difcontent, faue oncly the companie and coun- 
failc of a friend : fuch am I to you, and more I am, for 
your difeafe is to me knowen, thou;;h not by you difclofed : 
I know your youth, your hufbands many yeercs ; your af- 
fc6lion ; his inclination ; your defircs, his defe<5ls; your 
loflTc of time, his abufe of time. This onely I feare, lead 
your faint courajije barre you from accomplilhing what you 
moft couet But liftcn with attention to my difcourfe, 
fcttinjj h'jjht by fuch fuggeflions : What is bcautie, the 
fweetneffe thereof not tailed ? What more is it to thofc 
which hauing it, can not vfe it, then to TANTALUS the decei- 
uing fruit and fo<xl : what more is it to thofe which admi- 
ring it, can not enioy it, then muficke to the deafe, pi6lurcs 
to the bh'nd, delicious meat vnto the dead ? Bcautie is no 
cternall bliffe : but as the fpring hath his date, fo hath flic 
her durance limited by time : and (aye mec) too fliort a 
time. Sweetefl flowers, if not gathered, waft, or wither 
cuen on the ground, whence they were cherifhed : Thefe 
glories which now doe grace vs, muft (if we liue) recciue 
the difgracious impreflion of wrinckled age : And there- 
fore twice rauifht TINDARIS the wracke of Troy, long after 
her laft recouerie, beholding in a glaflfe her aged face, did 
iuftly figh, witneffing in her tearcs, how tranfitorie a flo- 
rifli her bodies late faireneflc did containe. To the Sunnc, 
the mcafurer of time. Poets haue afTignd a chariot drawn 
by foure winged horfes ; thereby intimating, that our Hues 
daies pafle on each minute with irremorable precipitati- 
on. Time the father of Occafion, is (as his daughter) bald 
behinde, and hath one onely locke before, whereon vn- 
leflc you fpecdily lay holdc, you fhall for euer mifle your 
holde. But why doc I tcarme it yours, which if not vfed by 
you, can not be yours ? Hereto you reply, that GiRALDO is 
your huft^and, and you bound to him by the lawes of God 
and men. True it is, had you bound your felfe ; but as en- 
forced oathcs are by many deemed meerely forceleflfe, fo 
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compelled matches are not by fewe thought nothing fo 
matcriall, as where both parties yeelde a mutually-free 
confent, O how prepoftcrous is the care of parents, 
which ayming more at goods then at their childrens 
good, weigh not on what rockes of daungcr through in- 
continencie and reproch they cart them whom they cou- 
ple with thofe that abounde in coine, though hauing nought 
elfe of worth : Farrc more nobly minded was ThemistoCLES, 
which in bcftowing his daughter, preferred the vertuous 
and able poorc, before the fottilh impotent rich : whereof 
being demanded the caufe, he made this generous anfwer : 
I had rather (quoth hee) choofe a man without mony, then 
money without a man : wherein doubtlefle hee meant not 
onely, that he is worthie the name of a man which imbra- 
ceth vertue, but alfo that hee is not to be thought a man, 
which can not performe the adt of a man where it iuftly 
is required. 

What can be more vnnaturall, then fuch inequalitie 
of yecrcs and inclination ? which granted, howe {I pray 
you) can that be plcafmg to God, which is fo direftly re- 
pugnant to the courfe of nature, whom hee at firft created 
in mod abfoiute perfeftion of proportionall regarde, and 
hath cuer fince, and will till the ende of this worldes 
times, preferue from confufion by vpliolding this equa- 
litie ? Thinke you that MVROliOLAN Trees, brought from 
Sunne-fcorcht Sufa, can profper, if planted in frozen 
Scytliia: or that tlic Northern pride of FLORA can dia- 
per the Southerne fields ? Would you deeme that gar- 
diner (kilfuU, whomc you Hiould fee fetting Coiewortes 
nearc the vine, which flumnes them fo much by nature, 
that it windes another way and foone doth wither ? Can 
that match bee lefle vnmeetc, where greene youth is 
yoakt with groning age? I hauc hcarde that Lia4r~ 
gus the Spartan Lawgiuer, did not ondy permitte, 
but commaund it (as a feruice much meritorious to 
D 2 the 
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the Common-wealth) that a vigorous man knowing an a- 
ble woman matcht with an hufband impotent through 
yeares or fomc naturall defect, might lawfully dcmaund 
and no IcfTc lawfully vfc her companie to raife vp iffue in 
the others bchalfc, which he muft acknowledge as his own. 
Had Giramkj and you been Sjxirtans, liuing in thefe times^ 
then had you enioycd this plcafing priuiledge, your huf- 
band beeing now part procreation : and hee, if difcontent, 
in vaine had muttered : who if hee would needcs marrie, 
fliould haue wedded fome auncient matrone, the widow of 
two or three hufbands, which might by cuftome knowc 
how to fitte the humour of his yeares, and brooke quietly 
the loathfome accidents of his age. by feeling in her felfc 
like infufficiecie, baiting his eares with counter-coughes, 
and prefenting to his eyes like naflie obiefts of filth and 
flegme. Breache of wedlocke had beene in her a crime in- 
expiable: but where the flateand perfouneof theoffendouris 
changed, there likewife the qualitie of the offence is alte- 
red : nor can the crime bee fo direAly pertinent to you, 
(which being a child muft obey) as to THEODORO, which (be- 
ing your father) might and did commaund. 

Be then couragious boldly to imitate the infinite exam- 
ples of former times : nor are you now alone, which haue 
for prefidents me, and fuch my friends, as feeke with mee a- 
broad what is not afforded vs at home : If herein you con- 
fort with vs. you fliall likewife fhare with vs your part of 
pleafures ; you fhall be furnilht with ftore of fauorites, ech 
of gallant & goodly perfonage, and (which moft is) of rare 
agilitie in afting that fecret fweet fcruice, which wee moft 
affefl. This onely is required, that you remunerate with 
coine the authours of your intent, bolftring vp with your 
bags their impoucrilhing braucries. 

Here Vai.kria halfc weeping, halfe wifhing her felf vnwed- 
ded. feemd doubtful whereon to refolue : but the other follow- 
ing her aduantage, gaue not ouer till ftie had affured y« con- 

queft. 
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quefl. To be fliort, there was a time & place determined for 
entering VALERIA into y« order : meane while the whole crue 
was fummoned, there to affemble at tlie day appointed, be- 
ing likewife throughly acquainted with the cauft. The 
meeteft corner for this couent was thought a gardin-houfe, 
hauing round about it many flowers, and within it much 
deflowring. Were not this age fruitful! in ftranger mi- 
racles, I fliould haue deem'd this an high maruell, that fo 
fmall a plot of ground, could be fo deuowring a gulfe of 
fome mens gettings : yet who knowes not that extortions 
fruite hath feldome fayrer ende ? But I procede ; the day 
prefign*d being come, no default was through abfence 
made by any : there met they with their mynions, each 
hauing ftopt hir hufbands mouth with a feined tale, coynd 
extempore: VALERIA not flacke to fuche deuotion, came with 
the firft, feeming to her felfe moft fortunate, in becom- 
ing a fifter of that fociety : They had there a coftly banquet 
made at their common charge ; fo fraught with dainties, fo 
furniflit with varietie of choyceft delicates ; that by their 
diet, there difpofitions might bee well difcerned ; for this is 
the fewell which feedes and cheriflieth the fycr of luft. Sine 
Cerere & Libera friget Ventis. When they had ftoutly ca- 
rowfed and throughly pampered themfelues, with thefe 
prouoking preparatiues, the table being now vncouered, 
they fell from quaffing to difcourfing ; then one of the dames 
and (hee moft impudent, (if this their exceffe admitted any 
fuch degree of difference) calde for her lute, which finge- 
ring too fitly, for fo vnfit a purpofe, flice accorded thereto 
with hir voice, and bewrayed (as folio wes) in a Canzon, 
the occafion of their meeting. 

Happie lot to men affign'd 
Hartes with harts in loue combinde : 
Loue the fome of earthly fweetes. 
Where with mutuall loue it meets ; 
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Not conftfling all in lookes, 

Like to Idols, lay-mens bookes ; 

But who tryes, this true fliall proue ;

Before our day be tur»'d to endleffe night ? 

Faireft things, to nothing fade,

Hence I proue it beauties crime.

Why flacke wee then to bath in fweete delight.

Louc and beautie fade together. 

Fickle both as changing weather : 

Age or ficknes waftes the one. 

That doth faile, when this is gone : 

Let vs then while both doth laft, 

Vfe them both, eare both be pa(L 

Sport we freely while wee may, 

yet a while it will be daye. 

Oh but this day drawes on to endleffe night. 
And with our life, ftill weares our loues delight. 

Soone ah foone was A don flaine, 
BaflifuU boy how faire in vaine I 
Fram'd by nature to be lou'd ; 
Fram'd, but why, himfelfe not mou*d ? 
Dide hee not in prime of youth, 
Prime of beautie, pray to ruth. 

Dye 
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Dye he did, himfelfe preuenting ; 

Sotte, vnworthy all lamenting. 
Oh thinke on him which changing fafe delight, 
For certaine danger, turn'd his day to night 

But me thinks I talking fee, 
How each minute flippes from me. 
Loffe I deeme the lead delay ; 
Haft we then to this fweete play. 
Whence is fuckt the fappe of pleafure. 
Such as loue by time doth meafure : 
Loue that gardes his mothers forte, 
Peeping oft to fee the fport : 

A fport how rare, how rich in fweete delight ! 

But we how dull, how nere our day to night ! 

Scarce had (he ended, when they began, whofe courages 
too prompt by cuftome, were by wine whet on to watonnes. 
Ccetera quis nefcitf we may more then gueffe what was the 
fequell, by noting the precedence, both bad, but the latter a 
wrong inexpiable to y® right of wedlocke ; a matter fo ofTen- 
fiue to modeft ears, y^ euen impudence might blufh relating 
it : but thoughts blufli not to whom I referre it Luft ftaine to 
loue, bane to beautie, path to fliame, wanted here no effects : 
for Valeria thus entered into this exercife, likt the game fo 
well, y* thenceforth (he could neuer leaue it BoldneiTe bred 
by vfe grewe fo abfolute, in being diffolute, that it feemed in 
hir a fecond nature : who committing fmne with gredines, 
by offending in one, became faulty in many. For moft vices 
are linked together in fuch an vnion of affinity, & cleaue fo 
fifter-like in one knot, (each mutually depeding on y« other) 
that neuer any is imployed alone. This luftful dame not 
liking her natiue beautie (though fufficient) would needes 
augment it with artificiall braueries, leaning no deuice 
vnplotted, no deceipt vnpraftifed, to make gratious hir 
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gracclcfTc felfe : And I fcare (he hath herein too many fol- 
lowers, which fpoyle there flommacks with vnfauory myx- 
tures, thereby to feeme eye-fweete, though fcarce hart- 
founde ; or repaire their ruinous faces, by ouerlaying them 
with a falfe glofle of adulterine fayrcncflc, whereas chafte 
bcautic fcorns acquaintance with Apothecaryes boxes. But 
why talke I of chaflity, treating of a fubieft fo vnchaft ; wher- 
in whatfoeuer conceipt, or cuflome might afforde, fhee faild 
not to apply effeflually : And y« more to gamiHi thefe baftard 
glories, fhe ware alwaics fuch ouerfuptuous attyre, that ma- 
ny in defert, and dignitie farre cxceding hir, were in this, 
as farre behind hir. No common fafliion could pleafe hir 
fancie, but it muft be ftrange, and (lately, drawing many 
eyes to gaze on hir, which aym*d wholly at fingularitie, glo- 
rying to bee peerelefTc in hir pompe. Neuer was any to hir 
power more lauifh in varietie of wadcfuU vanities : neuer a- 
ny fo peruerfe in pride, and with fuch difficulty to be plea- 
fed : F*or were the Icafl ftitch in hir Atyrc not as (hec would 
haue it though the garment mod fa>Te and coftly, the Tai- 
lor mod rare and cunning, yet would fhee furioufly fling It 
from hir, with purpofe neuer to weare it ; fo that the fillye 
workeman fct at his non PLUS, loft both his cuftome and the 
creedit of his workmanfhippe. Next I note hir glutto- 
nous appetite, not in the quantitie, but in the qualitie of 
hir fare, which was fo delicate and ouer daintie, that this 
luft pampering diet, was no DECORUM in hir hufbandes 
ftate. To prcuent ill fmellcs, fhe alwaies fumifht hir 
howfe and garments with choyce perfumes, hir eyes deig- 
ned no tryuiall obic6ls : without muficke no meate wouldc 
downe, fo mightily was this modeft creature troubled (for- 
footh) with melancholy. Thus euery fence, had h*s ex- 
cefle, and (which more is) hir gylefull lookes fhareing 
with the Adamant his attra6liue power, could by an odde 
tricke whereto fliee had inured them, worke petty won- 
ders. 

If 
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If pacing in the ftreets fhe had Teene any, whofe outward 
fcmblance, might argue his inward fufficicuce, flic would 
court him with a glance, whereto if he anfwered with the 
like, then was the match halfe made, and they neded but 
one meeting to affure the bei^aine. Deeme you this not 
wonderfull, to pleade pafTion in dumbc aflion, to fpeake in 
filence, and fpccde by figncs ? oh why was finne thus In- 
genious, to excogitate fo clofe a method for the furtherance 
ofmifdoing, or why fhould wantons exceede in wit, therby 
to fpurre on there vnbridled wills ? Thus you fee that no- 
tliing wanted, faue only the cloking of hir crime, with the 
(hew of holynefle and religion, whofe outward pretext is 
now a praflife of great import, and a mightie piller of fuch 
carnall dcuotion. Sinne appearing in his owne coliors, 
fliould foone be knowen. A fmoth habit of hipocrefie is de- 
finde by fome, an Intellecluall vertue, though a morall 
vice. But the hanting of priuate conuenticles being tlien 
not heard of, this poUicy could haue no ground. Yet VA- 
LERIA though wanting, fo great an helpe, wanted no fa- 
uorites. whofe number by other meanes fhe (till augmented : 
they ftrayntng luftely their power in all forts pofTible, (if 
any po(rible at full to pleafe hir) were oft inforced for 
fupply of their exhaufted pith, to diet thcfelues with drugs, 
and trot dayly to th' apoticaries for fuch trafli. Of this crue 
the chiefe competitor was named ArtheMIO, whofe aduan- 
tage the wily Dame ditTembling, did fo temper hir in- 
temperate lookes, and tliereby held him in fuch fufpence, y' 
though (he lowhat gracd him aboue the reft, becaufe loath 
to leauc him ; yet could he not gather by hir countenance 
any affurance of his content Hir pollicie was, by concea- 
ling his prerogatiue, to retaine hir foueraintie: Hir feare, 
that by difclofing it, (he fliould arme his thoughts with in- 
folencie, and he Ihake off that fubicfiion wherein now (hec 
had him : Arthemio which looked for a better market by Gl- 
RALDOS death, then prefent maintenance in his life, failde not 
E to 
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to imbrace all likely meanes, to make vfe of all occaCons, 
to applye each opportunitie for the attaining and afluring 
of Valerias fauour to himfelfe ; ftill doubting his defires ac- 
complifhment, becaufe not priuie to his owne dcfart After 
many thoughtcs, hec dcem'd this courfe the bed, to feemc 
rauiflied by hir bcautie ; for well hee knewc, that herein to 
flatter women was highly to plcafe them : In cflefting 
which rcfolution, he did fo quaintly counterfeite the drou- 
ping louer, both in his lookes, and other gcftures» that her 
witte blinded th[r]ough fclfc-conceipt, v/as by his wiles farre 
ouer-reacht. At fight of hir hee would feeme fo fillde with 
ioy, as if hir prefence. wcare his oncly pleafure : when (hee 
left him, he would figh, and fainc fuch forrowe, as if his com- 
fort began and ended with hir company. 

Thus had he his lookes at fuch commaundment, as wo- 
men haue their teares : when Ihcc talked he liftned with fuch 
attention, as if hir voice had beenc inchantingly melodious : 
ofte. (but on purpofc when (hee fawe him) he would (leale a 
broken loke on hir: then (as loath that (hee ihoulde note him) 
caft downe his eves, and fourthwith raife them to reuewe 
hir. Hee would inuite hir to fumptuous banquets, ofte fo- 
licite hir with amorous conceipts, of which fo many, I 
haue related two as inftanccs of the reft, wherein you may 
cleercly fee hir blindncflc, with his bouldneflfe. 

In the prime of their acquaintance it chanced that ArtHE- 
MIO was eameftly intreated to make one in a mafke, 
for the gracing of a mariage ; which requeft he fone granted, 
knowing that Valeria (though with hir hufbande) (hould be 
there a gucft. to whom intending fv:>me odde toy in writing, 
becaufe aflurd that without fufpicion he coulde not there im- 
ploy his tongue, and for that caufc would not prefume to much 
on his vifard. he pende immediately fome feawe extemporall 
lines, with puqwfe there to deliuer the ; which might fully in- 
timate his forg'd affection. The time came; the ma(kers in 
their difguife appcard, when Arthemio hauing firft taken 

the 
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his myftria to the meafures, and then withdrawing hir 
the daunce being ended, briefely whifpered in hir eare his 
name, and conueyed into hir hande thefe lines : which done, 
he left her. Shee finding that night an opportunitie (for 
(hee could commaunde occafions, haueing hir hufbande at 
controlement) perufed his flight paflion which foUowes 
thus. (pert 

As when a waue-bruifd barke, long toft by the winds in a te- 
Straies on a forraine coaft, in danger ftill to be fwallow'd. 
After a world of feares, with a winter of horrible obiefts, 
Heau'n in a weeke of nights obfcur*d, day turnd to be darknes. 
The fliipmans folace, faier Ledas twinnes at an inftant, 
Signes of a calme are feene, and feene are flirilly faluted : (me 
So to my drooping thoughts, when forrow moft doth await 
Your fubduing lookes, in fayrenefle firft of a thoufand, 
(Staine to the brighteft ftar, that gildes the roofe of Olimpus) 
Calm*d with a kind of afpefl, vouchfafe large hopes to releue 
Such is your bewty, which makes your bounty fo powrful; (me: 
Such to mee your beawty which makes your bounty fo blif- 
Whofe each worth to relate, my worthlefle pen is vnable : (ful ; 
Haires of a goldlike hewe ; (not pureft gould fo refulgent) 
Pearle-like piercing eyes (not pureft pearles fo relucent) 
Cheekcs of a maiden dye, with a fnow white circle adorned : 
That rofy-redde as a rofe, this Lillie white as a lillye ; 
Not fuch a red, fuch a white, to be feene in a Rofe or a Lillie. 
Euery part fo repleat with more then could be required. 
That to behold hir worke, eu*n Natures felfe was amafed. 
Mufe not then that I loue, but mufe that I liue, if I loue not : 
Mufe that I draw my breath, mine eyes, not drawne by thy 
Yet, flial I loue in vain, in vain fuch bewty beholding, (bewty. 
Deem fo to loue, fo to looke, that lokes & loue be rewardles : 
Better it is to be dead, by death from cares to be cleered : 
Cares the records of loue, fowre loue when flightly regarded. 
Grant me then (o fayreft) aflurance fo to be fancied. 
That not I droope difmaid, nor doubt, not fully refolued.

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Valeria hauing red this toy, fmilde to thinke how hee 
which had on hir fo mighty an aduantage, was held by hir 
at fuch a bay, bccaufc not priuic to his owne Prero^atiue. 
Thus did they both dilTemblc ; hcc in fcinini^ great affecti- 
on where little was, (he in making fliewc of little, where 
much was. Upon occafion of this toye VALERIA at tliier next 
meeting thus faluted him. Seruant you are welcome 
from the Sea : what newes (I pray you) among (hipmen ? 
Arthkmio fmclling hir drift, and liking well the motion, 
but dilTembling it, replyde thus : Miftres it were ftrange 
hee (houlde be welcome from the fea, which neuer faw the 
fea : But more ftrange (quoth ftiee) that land-men fhould 
in ftormcs be driuen to expe<5l ayde from ftarres ; fith to 
them the greateft temjxrftes are mccre trifles, if we weigh 
the feas huge toffmg. Vet (quoth Arthemio) fuch may the 
ftorms be, & fuch the ftarres that the one may be as ruth- 
full, and the other as requifite : That you meane (quoth 
(hee) by the fandy fea, where men are oft drownde in duft, 
and their bodies remnants become drugges. But it feems 
by your ftiort retume, and found complexion, tliat you 
were not a pafTenger in thofe parts. 

Hereto Arthemio thus anfwered : the fea wherein I yet 
do faile, readie ftill to fmke, if not fnpportcd by your fa- 
uour, is no lefTe ftrange then that of fand ; for amidft the 
flambe I freife : (fuch are my feares) amidft the floode I 
flame (fuch is the feruor of my affeflion,) my fliippe floats 
yet not on water ; the waues which beat on it are fobbes. It 
failes, yet on no fea ; the windes which breath on it are 
fighcs. But by your leaue (rcplyed VALERIA) are you ftill 
a fea-man, and not yet on ftiorc ? then was my welcome ill 
bcftow'd, before your felfe were well arriu'd : but to vnmafke 
this mifterie, me thinks your fea is very metaphorically & 
I mufe that where the lymlts are fo ftraight, the danger 
can be fo extreamc : It is (quoth hee) generally obfer- 
ued, that the floode is rougheft, where moft reftraincd. 

And 
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And no leffe generally noted (quoth fhee) that the Sea is of 
Elements the moft vncertaine, whofe waues are by each 
gale of wind raifd in billowes. If then your application 
hold as generall, I rather commend your Metaphors con- 
ceit, then your mindes conftancie. But it were (faid hee) 
iniuflice to charge the Patient with the Agents fault. Al- 
though my thoughtes (my fancies Sea) toft twixt vaine 
hopes and feares, plunge my heart in dire perplexities : yet 
that my fillie fhippe, ranging in this rockey Ocean of def- 
paire, though not hauing ftill one Current, ftriues ftill to 
keepe one courfe : and amidft fo many changes, remaines 
vnchanged, though tirde with troubles, which are (fome 
fay) loues fureft trialls. Accufe not then, much leffe con- 
demne that of difloyaltie, whereto life fhall fooner faile 
then it to loue : and which fooner may by death be broken, 
then breake thofe Adamantine bondes, wherein your beau- 
tie making through mine eyes a breach, holdes it inthrald. 
But why talke I as if in me it refted to repeale my paffi- 
ons, which doe fhare with the ftone Abefton his retentiue 
vertue ? For as that being once hote is neuer after colde, 
fo my fancy fettered in affeflions chaines by your foule- 
intangling faireneffe, is now not capable of libertie. Or 
rather (quoth VALERIA) your thoughtes malked vnder your 
deceiuing lookes difguife, refemble the Camelion ; and as 
that can in a moment be clad with any colour, but retaines 
none ; fo your fancie can at the view of euery pleafmg face, 
forge new paffions, but perfift in none. 

Hereat Arthemio guiltie to himfelfe, did bite the lippe, 
bccaufe knowing (he fpake the truth ; yet comforted, in that 
ftiee meant it not a truth, but onely as tearmes of courfe, 
whereto as he would haue anfwered, other companie brake 
off their conference : and they with the reft fell from loofe 
talke to luftfuU toying : dreading nothing leffe, then that 
their leudneffe could be difcouered. 

His fecond humour was this : Againft VALERIAS birth- 
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Nere be thy brightnes dimd by wind or raine ; 
No cloud on thee foreftall Hyperions light ; 
On thee no doome pronounc'd of death or paine ; 
No death or paine endurde ; no bloudie fight : 

But be thou peacefull, calme, and cleare for aye ; 

Let feafts and triumphes choofe thee for their day. 

On thee I vowe to reft from all affaires, 

To giue large almes to poore diftreffed men ; 

Not to profane thy ioy by fretting cares ; 

To fend my faint fome tribute of my pen ; 
And when thou dawn'ft, deuoutly ftill to fay, 
Haile happie, holy, high, and heau'nly day. 

Such and fo long may be to me her loue. 

As He this vow religioufly maintaine ; 

So may my plaints her heart to pittie mooue, 

As from my heart I fpeake : let falfe hearts faine. 
Haile happie day ; but then how happie fliee, 
Who makes this day thus happie vnto me ! 



Gentlemen, you need not doubt that Valeria, whofe o- 
uerfoothing humor made her interprete flatterie for truth, 
was no leffe proude of this then of the former, howfoeuer 
(he diffembled her inward content, euen to her fmnes owne 
fecretarie and chiefe direftour, leaft Arthemio fhould by her 
meanes lay holde on that affurance, which by himfelfe hee 
could not gather. But marke (I pray you) how thicke a 
mift of dotage Giraldos good nature had caft before his 
eyts. As the trull was readie to depart, he would needes 
force her to tarrie dinner, telling her merily that this was 
his wiues birth-day, whereon he had prouided an extraor- 
dinarie difh, and thought none fo meete as her felfe to take 

thereof. 
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thereof, bccing fo kinde and louing a neighbour, requefting 
her withall to repayre oftcncr to his houfe, to vifit and psifk 
away the time with his wife, and when fhe u-alked abroad, 
to bearc her company. They hearing thefe wordes, did in 
their lookes ar^uc each to other their high content, groun- 
ding (though faldy) on his fimph'citie, the fafc continu- 
ance of their dchghts. as being thereby exempted from all 
dread and danger of difcouerie. But the higheft flood hath 
the lowcft ebbe, the hotted Sommcr prcfignifies the coldeft 
winter ; tempcftes in the prime of Autumne, are leaft drea- 
ded, but mull dangerous. Shame finncs guerdon, is then 
neareft, wlien through felfe-foothing fecuritie, the feare 
thereof is fardcft. And as the fifh Remora, though little, 
can flay the grcatcft fhippc : and the Crocodile though in 
the (hell one of the Icaft, prooues aften\arde the greateft 
Serpent that haunts the fhore of NiLUS: fo not feldome in 
this worldes accidentes the dctefting of deepeft crimes, 
fprings from the lighted and mod vnlikely occafions : for 
proofe of which aflcrtion, I necde no farther indance than 
this fubicft whereon I intrcat. 

GiRALDO among otlier feruants, had one named lOCKlE, a 
fiUie boy borne in the North of ALBION, and employed in 
bafeft errands, fuch commonly as concerned the Kitchen : 
It chaunced on a time, that as Valkria had left the houfe, 
gone foorth of purpofe to fport with her companions, im- 
mediately after her departure, this Icx:kie was fent abroad, 
when (ftraying in a boyifh humor to gaze on the gayeft ob- 
ie<5ls in fome other llrcct) hce efpied fuddenly his MiftreflTe 
before him, and llept backe as halfe amazed ; but recalling 
forthwith his courage, and noting more exaftly one of her 
company, whofc Icwde and diflblute life was commonly 
known, he began knauiflily to fuf[>e6l, that ech of her other 
mates were likewife of the fame mould. To confirme or 
confute which imagination, he followed them aloofe ; yet fo 
warily, that hee faw tliem houfde, himfelfe not feene : and 
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clordy houcring neere the dore, efpied their minions ente- 
ring in order, with other fuch apparent likelihoods, as hee 
now no longer fufpefted, but certainely beleeued, that Gl- 
RALDO his mafler was as foundly armde for the head, as ei- 
ther Capricorae or the ftoutefl homed fignc in the Zodiacke. 
Hauing made this triall, he departed, doubtfuU what to de- 
termine : for oil the one side, hee forefawe his owne mod af- 
fured daungcr, in reuealing what hee had difcouered, fith 
well hee knewe that one of his miilres wordes could ouer- 
weigh, one of her teares wipe out a volume of accufati- 
ons by him produc'd : which graunted, what then might 
follow but this, that the guerdon of his tongues lauifhncs, 
fhould be laJde on his fliouldcrs? Befides, his MidreiTe by 
this meanes irreconciliable, for women which by nature 
imbrace extreames, beeing therein onely conftant, perfift 
not fo in any as in malice : and what mifchiefe that might 
effefl, he though young, had for his owne part experience 
enough. But on the other fide well hee fawe, that his Ma- 
ilers credite alreadie ftainde, and his difgrace daily aug- 
mented, would fpread fo it felfe, Hill gathering force by 
going forward, that if not now reftrained, it muft needs at 
laft to his then greater (hame, and incurable forrowe. ei- 
ther by others be deteftcd, or of it fclfe breake forth : for 
iieuer yet was finne long in league with fecrecie. Tender 
twines may with cafe be bowed, the full ^rowcn tree foo- 
ner broken.then bent. The now-dctefting of Valerias crime, 
might recall her, and prcucnt Giraldos future reproch, but 
her offence if longer clierilhcd by fin-nourfing filence, would 
in the end become inexpiable. In regard hereof loCKlE cou- 
ragioully refolu'd to ouerpeaze the feare of danger witti the 
care of dutie. In which vaine returning home, and beeing 
accufde of loytering by fuch as fent him, he appealed to his 
,mafter, by whome likewife being fharply demanded y caufe 
of his long tariacc, he reuealed to him in fecret what he had 
feene, & proou'd to himfelfe a true prophet, in receiuing for 
F his 
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his thanklefTe feruicc, that guerdon which before hec iuftly 
feared. For GlRAf.DO avminj: amifle at his inclination, dee- 
med this a villanous dcuice forjde by the boy to breed dif- 
cord between him and his wife : whereof this was no flcight 
prefuniption, in that Valkria was euer (harpe to him. But 
when locKIK (which would not cowardly giue ouer hauing 
thus entred) c«)ntinuotl his difcoueries, flill furnifht with 
more friendly opportunities. & did oft conftantly offer vpon 
the hazard of y^' whip, to make his niaftcr eye-witnes of that, 
whereof his cares dei^nd no acceptacc ; GiRALDOat laft decfH 
ly reuoluinj; in his penfiue thouj;hts the boies large proffer, 
and much defirous to know at full the ftate of his own fore- 
head, wherein he feemd to feele alreadie fome alteration, a- 
greed to his requeft, waiting a couonient time ; & being then 
by him conducted, faw what hce figh'd to fee, & for euer for- 
row'd to remember. Now iealoufie (of all hags moft hellifli) 
whofe neuer cK)red eies in number infinite, (hun truce with 
fleep, whofe tongues & earcs equalling her eyes arc ft ill im- 
ploi'd, thefe in liftning, they in whifj)ering. This fiend (I fay) 
(hcdding her felfe into his thoughts and pouring into euery 
vainc her vcnime, did by continuall torturing of his care- 
tired foule, gather vp y« loffes of her long delay : now wrought 
flic on his intangled wits as on an anuill, hatching in his 
brains vnwonted horrors. He y* earft weighed not his friends 
won^les difluading him from manage, did now more then ad- 
mire his truth-prefaging wifdom, & much bewaild his own 
folly, in not crediting fuch good counfell : he that earft doted 
in blindnes, feemd now as cleere-fighted in difcouering VA- 
LERIAS fault.as far-feeing LiNCtUS in difcrj'ing the PUNIQUE 
fleet. He that earft deem'd all gofpcU which his wife fpake, 
did now dread deceit in euer)* fillable, & miftrufted her each 
ftcp, cch looke, cch figh, cch fmilc : briefly, whatfoeuer by her 
was done, he decmd mifdon. But how in nature could earth- 
incinerating AetnaS wombe big fwolne witli flames» brooke 
iociofurc^ nor enforce an ifliie through violent eruption ? 

The 
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The world-circling Ocean, threatning in his foamie fource 

a fecSd deluge, if not let blood in hollow CaUERNES, & tlience 
fuckt vp by the thirftie earth, would ouer flow the conlinet: 
aire reftraind breakes forth in whirlwinds: wrong'd louea 
reftlcs (if once raifd) fufpicio, the thoughts-burning AETNA, 
boyling Ocean, & cuer-blullring whirlwind, piercing tho- 
rough the cares vnto the heart, muft be in words expreft, or 
the drooping mind by wo fuppreft. GiRALDO therfore, that he 
might difburden his ouerburdcned felfe, no longer able to 
fuflaine his forrowcs weight, faild not to imbrace y« firfl oc- 
cafion, chofe his time, made his triatl, and thus fadly brea- 
king fitence he befpake VALERIA. 

Wife, I had thought vntil experiece prou'd it falfe, that 
outward gifts were cuer linkt with inward graces ; but now 
I find, y' in the fweeteft fruits wormes are fooneft bred ; that 
the fined cloth is fooneft eaten with confuming mothes ; the 
frefheft colours fooneft tainted by defacing fpots ; euen from 
faircft rofes fpiders fuck their fatall poifon, Trothles VA- 
LERIA {but I want a fharper Epithet) when firft I faw thee, 
I affcftcd thee, my loue taking life from thy looks fairenes, 
' yet well hop'd I of thy then-feeming virtues fonvardnes, 
which hope long I held ; but it now hath left me, & 1 too late 
haue learnd.tliat as IRIS hath many colours but none conti- 
nuing, Proteus at his pieafure any (liape, but none certaine; 
the foa many calmes, but yet the wary (hipma neuer fecure; 
fo thy wit wrefted by wantoiines, made, how faire a (hew of 
vertue, thy felfe ftil! nothing lefle then vertuous? But when 
the fubftance failes, needs niuft the Ihadow fade. Time the 
father of truth, drawing from before mine eyes the vaile of 
dotage which clofde them as in a cloud, hath vnclafpt the 
legend of thy liucs fhamc, to wcare out my life with forow. 
Shame (I fay) which neuer (hall haue end ; forrow, which 
death alone may end. Mufe not if that for which I ftill haue 
lou'd thee, be now to me barren of delight, fith y' which long 
I hopte in thee, had neuer harbor in thy thoughts. O thou of 
women the moft vnwomanly, fay St figh (if not all (hameles) 
F 2 wherein 
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wherein haue I deferu'd this iniury? or by what wrong 
prouokt (if any wrong fufficient to prouoke an honeft mind) 
haft thou yeelded that to others which by the lawes of God 
& men thou oweft to me alone ? Did I euer countermand thy 
defires, euer contradift thy defignments ; euer croffe thee, 
or vnkindely thwart thee in thy commandements ? didft 
thou not alwaies go when thou wouldft, whither and with 
whome thou wouldft, fpend what thou wouldeft, rule with- 
out controlment, difpofing all things at thy pleafure ? Oh 
tlierein I wrought thy wracke, ftrengthening thy corrupt 
nature with corrupting libertie. But aye mce, my wordes 
work in thy countenance no change. What ? haue thy cheeks 
forgot to blufti, thy heart to feele compunftion, thine eies to 
Ihed due teares ? Teares they (hed fuch as the Crocodill, to 
enfnare the filly paffenger, not tears to argue thy contritiS. 
Thou which art for fmne too flefhly, for repentance art too 
ftonie. Oh if thou wouldft but figh, I fhould hope of thy a- 
mendmet : but figh thou wilt not, or thou canft not : wilt not, 
in that thou art too wilfuU ; canft not, becaufe long cuftome 
hath wholly corrupted thee. Here hee paufd ; for to proceede 
griefe would not permit him : but VALERIA though not loo- 
king for fuch a leffon, yet bearing it out with a bold face, 
wherein impudencie was thoroughly fetled, after a tempeft 
of rough termes, vrged him to produce the authors of his ac- 
cufation : which when he had done, naming loCKlE & himfelf, 
(he ftanding ftoutly in defiance of them both, & renewing her 
railing vaine, would in the heat of her womanifh fury, haue 
fiUie loCKlE thruft out of the houfe, as the breeder of their 
difcord : But herein he withftading her, began now in vain 
to vfe that which of right to him belonged, I meane, the 
huft^andes foueraigntie, by her fexe fo much affefted, by her 
ftill vfurpt with moft aduantage : for how could he now reco- 
uer what his long fufferance had to her confirmed ? The 
fault whereof refting wholly in himfelfe, the effeft thereof 
did likewife to himfelf wholly redoiid : which in ouer-fondly 
manifefting his entire affeftion (a fecret by hufbads warily 
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to be handled) arm'd hir imptetie with impudencie, hir 
impudence with impunitie. Rut while nature flept that 
ielofie might awake, there followed a mightie change: 
for the mildneffe in him fo much commended, which appea- 
ring from his birth, wanne to him the mindes of all 
thofe which conuerft with him, was now vanquirtit by mo- 
dy rage ; nor fuch rage to be condemned, if we weigh the 
ground whence it arofe. They had therefore nought to mar- 
uaile at, which fawe their former concord, dafht by fol- 
lowing difagrement, his loue now conuerted to loathing 
fuh hir loue peruerted by luft, or his wonted kindnefle dying 
in vnkinde vpbradings : the caufe amply warants the effect, 
GlRALDO ofte inueighing, becaufe feeing in hir no amend- 
ment, yet had eiicr the difaduantage : For (lie openly de- 
fying and denying whatfoeuer he obiefted, hoping to bear 
out hir crime with bouldaefTe, thought it not enough hir 
felfe to ouermatch him wearying his eares with outragious 
fcoulding, (for with hir tongue (hee was as tall a warriou- 
relTe as any of hir fexe :) but which is worft, fet on his owne 
children, to reuile their filly father : they though traind vp 
from their cradle in all bouldnclTe and negle£l of duety, 
were herein impioufly obedient, too promptly conceauing 
and praflifing their wicked mothers dcath-worthie doc- 
trine. Like examples fewe ages can alTorde, feawe coun- 
tryes yealde, much lefle (hould Albion (poUifhed fo with 
ciiiilitie, and naliue mildenefle of well ordered manners) 
harbor fuch vnheard of heinoufnelTe, which is rare euen 
to the barbarous Getes, Giraldo haueing till then liclde 
out in changing bitter termes with hir, was hereat fo a- 
mated, that he now no longer wifhed to Hue : In his howfe 
he had no ioy, fith there bayted thus by them, which from 
his bowelis had their beeing. But when (hunning ofte his 
home, he ftrayed abroade reuoluing in himfelfc with ma- 
ny fighes his infinite fore-pafTcd cares, prefent corrofiues, 
and likelihoode of farre greater enfuing griefe; locKEY in 
F 3 liis

his abfence neuer wanted blowes, nor flie a caufe, though 
faulfe, yet feeming iuft, hauing a witte fo rich to coyne 
occafions, power fo abfolute, and a will fo much inflamed 
with wrath to vfe them. Thus both the mafter and the 
man, the one in minde, tlie other in bodie by this Tyran- 
nefle outragioufly afflifted, wifhed the firft neuer to haue 
weded hir ; the fecond y^ his mafter had herein likewife been 
by hir ouer-maftred, when to thwart hir fury, he would needs 
retaine him ftil in feruice ; But (he not moued by hir crimes 
difcouery, proceeded dayly in mifdoing, with fo fto- 
borne vnrelenting wilfulnefle, that foner might the fonne 
melt with his beames, the euer yfie-bulke of wayleffe 
Caucalus, ouer whofe fnow-mantcled (houlders they 
glance without refleftion ; then hir fin frozen thoughts 
melt with true forrowe, or (which is leffe) hir heede- 
lefle eares, admit (though fleightly) holfome counfailes; 
eares more deafe to friendes reproouings, then are the 
wrack-rich LiBlQUE rocks, or the gueftlefle fhip-fwalow- 
ing SiRTES, to the cries of dying marriners : fuch force hath 
cuftome euen againft nature : Then how inuincible where 
backed (as here it was) by natiue peruerfitie? when 
Vlisses mates turn'd from men to beaftes, through the 
tafte of Circes potions, had it afterwarde in their owne 
choyce, whether they would fo remaine, or refuming their 
former fliapes, retume from beaftes to men againe ; they 
would in no fort be remetamorphofed ; aleadging, that in 
tliis their brutifhe ftate, they were farre more exempted from 
hart-gnawing greefe, farre more fecure, then when their 
bodies were with humane fliape inuefted : which fi6lion 
moralized as Homer ment it, doth not onely note our Hues 
troubles fraught with infinite diftreflTmg dangers, but 
likewife, that when reafon is by affe6lion ouemiled, and 
the foule our better parte, flaue to the bodies tyrannye, 
our bafer parte, fuch as are charmed with the loue of fenfu- 
all delights (wherein we wholly communicate with beafls 
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' & degenerating from our dates DECORUM, participate W the 
their nature, wliicli is altogether led by fece-bred appetits) 
are then fo deeply bewitclit w' wantonnes, y' they will foo- 
ner dye for loue of it : then while they liue, in any fort atTent 
to leaue it : but as the byting of the Afpicke, brings death as 
in a flumber, y affault thereof not being felt ; fo where defi- 
ling lull doth raigne at full, they wliofe thoughtes it hath 
polluted, haue no feeling of their deftroying follyes, till 
plungd in the midft of their deferued paines. When the 
floode is at his highcft fource, then takes the ebe his turne. 
Valerias crime foftered through long concealing, was 
nowe fubiei5t to fumes defteny, which is, to bee as openly 
difcouered, as it was before clofely coiiercd : Hir offence 
earfl pn'uately reueald to hir wrong'd hufbande, did foone 
after become publique ; & with hir, the partnours of hir im- 
pyctie (hard like fortune. For what can be more luft, then 
that they which fmne together, (hould participate the Ihame 
therof together ? And thus it was: After many mectinges, 
many mifchiefes pcrpretated by that troope of truUes, it 
chanced that in one of their flelhly fynods, newes were tould* 
of a great folemaitie, which within fewe dayes was to bee 
celebrated with much royalty at the courte : whereupon at 
Valerias motion, they immediately refolu'd, that futed in 
mens attyre, they would meete there in a mafke, there 
fauorites ; which promifd without faile there to finde them, 
and after one fporte afled by themfelues, to aft on them 
another, with fo much the more fafetie, by how much the 
fardcr they fhould bee from their hufbandcs : whofe nofes 
growing now with their homes fomwhat longe, coulde 
fmell (hrowdly any thing at hande. Was then there laying 
out of curled heare, (faluing oft the wants of their almoft 
hearcleffe fcalpes) fo light a crime? their bulkes, and tliat 
great bumme of Paris, that vaile of lechery, fo flight a 
fmne, (beeing fo foueraigne a remedy for biggc bellyes, 
which ofte at a pinch helpe fonvarde tlie worides increafe 
F 4 with 
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with fwelling zeale,) were there other former faults fuch 
vcniali offences, that to exceede them all, and herein on- 
ly able to exceede them, they muft thus difguife their fexe ? 
But why maruell I at their defire to feeme men, fith 
they fo mightily affefted men? yet could they not 
conueigh their ill contriu'd intent with fuch fecrecie, but 
that fundry knewe thereof (for amongft fo many how coulde 
all be filent ?) pafling thus from one mouth to another it 
came in the ende to the heering of certaine courtiers, of 
which one, the greateft in account, deepely abhorring fo 
odyous an enterprize, bouldly reueald it to the prince of 
thofe times, who defiring to fee the iffue of their impu- 
dence, (though deeming it almoft impoffible, that anye 
of that fexe (hould be fo (hameleffe) commanded generall fi- 
lence, and fuch femblance, as if nothing were difcouer'd. 
They going forward with their attempt, fayld not to af- 
femble at the day afligned, each being cafd in hir m)mions 
bcft attyre : then vfing the benefite of the darke, which is 
gilty of many mifchiefes, they came to the court, and there 
.fuing for farther acceffe, obtained it, thinking of nothing 
Icffe, then that they were intrapt : But to difpatch the 
matter brecfcly ; In the midft of their iolitie, they were by 
the princes commaundemente all forceably vnmafkt, 
(landing then before him, as ftony Images, not bluftiing 
ought all this bewraying of their lewdnes, though enuirond, 
and like monfters gazd on by many eyes, nor making a- 
ny fhewe of forrowe, for their foueraigns fliarpe rebukes, 
whicli conceiuing no hope of their amendment, fent them 
home with open (hame vnto their hufbads. The griefe wher- 
of pinched GiRALDO fo nere tlie heart, that he fell through 
forrow into a grecuous fickneffe, which wafted fo his in- 
fccblcd body, that all remedies fayling, his laft mufique 
was the fcxtons vnifon, fommoning him with a dolefull 
foundc, to make ready for his longeft home When no 
Icffc dcfirous of death, then difpairing of life, he cauld all 
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in the chamber to withdrawe, (Valeria excepted) whom 
calhng to him, he thus befpake : Might thefe laft wordes 
worke that remorfe in thee, which my former fpecchcs ne- 
iier could effei£l : I lliould deeme my fclfe not wholly vn- 
happie. That I am ficke, thou feell : that dangeroutly Tick, 
I feele : the caufe thy folly : long haue wee liu'd together in 
little ioy, lefle agremet ; our iarring grouded on thy falfhood, 
not my fault ; vnlefTe it were a fault, with too much loue to 
fofter thy too much libertie : But I ceafe to relate former 
iniuries, at thought whereof I may luilly willi with AU- 
GUSTUS, that I had Uu'd wiuelefle, and died childlelTe : bee 
it a full amendes for all thefe mifdemeanors, heedfuUy to 
obferue and followe, that which 1 nowe fliall fpeake, not 
as a hufband, (though in that name I (hould ccmmaund) 
but as a friend, no lefle carefull of thy foule, then thou 
carclefl'c of my fafety : Firft, if thou canft contcine thy lull, 
Hue dill a widowe ; for who heareing of thy loofenefl*e, wil 
mary thee for loue ; and to whom is not thy fhame knowen ? 
if then hcc wed thee for wealth, finding (as needcs he mutl) 
thy fin grounded on my too much fulTerance ; how Hauith 
fhall thy life be vnder him ? I omit to vrge thy childrens 
hinderance by an vnadiiifed match. Next I cotinTell thee 
in no fort to change the feat of thy aboade ; for what elfe 
fhould that argue, then a meer difpayre of recouering thy 
lofl good name ? continue then where now thou art, car- 
neflly endeauouring to wipe out the blemifh of thy former 
leawdneflie, by imbraceing henceforth, and perfifting to 
the ende, in an honeft courfe of life : fo Ihall the fame 
place and perfons that faw thee vicious, fee likewife thy 
returne to vcrtue ; the report whereof receiued from o- 
thers might iuftly be doubted, but their owne witncfTe 
to thcmfelues muft needes be authenticall. Beleeue me 
Valeria thou canft not otherwife weare out the impref- 
fion of thy fhame ; nor can it in fuch fort bee fo curde, that 
no fcarre will remaine : This for thee: and thus breefely 
G for 
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for thy children : fith the (hortnefle of my time wames mee 
likewife to be (hort in talke : God lent vs three cdl fonnes, 
one of which he hath taken againe vnto himfelue : that the 
happieft : Two he hath left to vs, and I leaue to thee : 
Reforme them with thy felfe ; fee them well inftrufted ; 
taught to imbrace vertue and abhorre vice : Such hether- 
to haue beene their education, that I gfreeue to remember it : 
but thou maieft ioy to better it : Libertye is the bane of 
youth : not for a time, as the honny of COLCHOS, which doth 
inebriate thofe that tafte it, & diftraft with one dayes mad- 
neffe thofe that greedelye doe eate it : But this foule-contami- 
natinge poyffon, ftrengthned by cuftome, growes incurable : 
Purge then from this infeftion their tender thoughts, 
while they yet are each way flexible. That thou loueft 
the I doubt not, but that thy loue will cherifli their leawd- 
nefle, I iuftly dread, and therefore do thus warily admo- 
nifli thee : bee thou as wary and willing to performe what 
I requier, tending fo greatly to their good : In hope 
whereof I leaue to thee and after thee to them what 
fo euer I poflefle : And on condition hereof I forgiue 
both them and thee all the wronges which you haue 
doone mee. But if you faile heerein ; then, when my foule 
(hall at the feauenth Angels founde, take againe this 
my bodie and you be cited before the impartiall Tribunall 
of y« deuine maiefty, I wil accufe you as guiltie of them all 
chiefly of my death, whereof you ioyntly are the caufers ; 
death which I imbrace fo willingly, that could Nature for 
my wordes difclaime hir due, and the inexhorable defti- 
nies, for my laments reuerfe their dome, limiting to 
my dayes a longer date ; yet woulde I inforce death, by 
not fuing for longer life : And dye I mud, for now 
I fainte euen vnto death ; nowe faile my powers : 
nowe doth each fence denye his feruice ; And gratious 
heauen feeming to exhale my foule, will refume it 
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whence I receiued it: farewell Valeria, thinke on my 
wordes, as God (hall thinke on thee. This faide hee, 
and feald it with a figh ; then after many groanes yeal- 
ded the ghoft : rendring his spirit to his maker. 

But his body was no fooner breathleffe, then lOCKEY 
was turned to his fliiftes: whofe good feruice, had not 
his kinde maifter fecretly guerdonized before his death, 
doubtleffe his eftate had beene very harde. VALERIA, 
though hauing cleene forgotten hir hufbands wordes, 
which fhee markte no longer, then while hee fpake 
them, prouided yet for his buriall in the beft forte; 
and fo much the rather, becaufe in his deceafe fliee ioy- 
ed the fulneffe of hir own defires. 

His corpes was with funerall pompe conueyed to the 
Church : And there follemnly enterred : nothing omitted 
which neceflitie or cuftome coulde claime; A fermon, 
a banquet, and like obferuations. Haueing thus laide 
him, where (hee wiflit him long before, (hee was nowe a 
luftie widowe : and courted by that crue of gallantes, 
whofe braueries in hir hu(bands lifetime (hee had vp- 
held, dreining out the quinteflfence of his bagges to gar- 
ni(he with gay robes their backes. But Arthemio whofe 
harueft of farre greater hopes then thefe, was nowe 
come, which he fo long had lookt for, and in regarde 
thereof woulde not with the reft make profit of hir for- 
mer prodigalitie : feeing nowe time and occafion fmy- 
ling on him, (lacked not his afiayres, but to preuent the 
firft in forwardnefle, and fooner then in reafon he (hould, 
immediatly on GiRALDOS buriall, fued for acceflfe, which 
finding as hee expefted, and for his more incoragement 
vewing in his miftris countenance, no cloudes of difcon- 
tent, he thus began his wooing. 

It is a cuftome ftill in vfe with chriftians, to attend 
the funerall of their deceafed friendes with whole 
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chantries of choyce quire-men, (inging folemnly before the : 
but behinde followes a troope all clad in blacker which ar- 
gues mourning: much haue I marueled at this ceremo- 
ny, deeming it till now, fome hidden paradox, confoun- 
ding thus in one, things fo oppofite as thefe f^^es of ioy 
and forrowe. But your late good fortune, inforft me to 
cancell this fond opinion ; for if fmging do with mod right 
belong to ioying, who may then fo iuftly as your felfe, fet 
on worke a world of fingers, to celebrate the day of your 
recouered liberty, from the tirranous controlement of a 
ielous fot ? To gratulate which your good happe, I haue 
thus aduentured, nor leffe to profecute my owne hopea^ 
doom'd to Hue or dye at your difpofing ; herein refembling 
transformed Clitie, which as the angry Sunne doth rife 
or fet, opens or (huts (filly Nimph) hir faffron-coloured 
breft : Sith then the' making or marring of my hopes, doth 
wholly reft in you : deigne rather to quicken them by a gra- 
tious regard, then to kill them by a difgratious repulfe: 
make me rather the mirror of your clemency, then the mar- 
tyre of your cruelty. If you fancye any worthier then my 
felfe, I (hall droope for my defefts : yf any meaner then my 
felfe, you (hall derogate from my deferts : But ay mee, what 
deferts haue I to alleadge, if true aflfeftion be no deferte ? 
This faide, he pawfd, as feeling fome deeper pafiTion : but 
Valeria no longer able to diflfemble, thus with a fmile re- 
plide (for weeping was alreadie out of feafon) Seruant 
(quoth (he) that true affeftion merits fauour, reafon grants ; 
that not euer barren of defert, thy fortune (hall yealde fuf- 
ficient proofe; whofe defires I haue hitherto dieted with 
difmaying doubts, thereby to make tryall of thy con- 
ftancie : which finding each way faultlefle, I will not that 
through me it (liould be frutleflfe : But to tnake amends 
for tyring fo tliy minde with long fufpence, and to remu- 
nerate thy fancies loyalty, with more then lookes, I yeald 
wholly to thy difpofing. my felfe, my fubftance, & whatfoeuer 
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to me is deereft : Thy Coming was to fpeake, thy good hap 
to fpeede both of loue and liuing, lai^ely able to equall 
thy defires with thy deferts, and be this the earned of my 
true intent : here (he concluded her words with kiiTes, fea- 
ling on his h'ppes her loues affurance : which kindneHe he 
requiting, did anfwer them with tenfold intereft: Thence 
ftept they to the next degree of louers daliance, and fo for- 
ward while lull had force. But hauing finifht, and VALERIA 
being now in the veine, Arthemio deeming it pollicie to 
ftrike while the iron was hote, lead fortune fliould not euer 
reft fo friendly, left her not, till before fufficient witneffes, 
they had each to other folemnly made themfelues fure : Im- 
mediately after which contraft, their marriage was in a mor- 
ning betimes, haftily hudled vp at a lawleffe Churche : whofe 
leaning Pulpit (a monument of many yeares, but of lefle 
vfe then a Cipher in Arethmetique) had fallen fo farre at 
oddes with preaching, that, whether through age or igno- 
rance I know not, it had long beene like a bell without a 
clapper. The wedding thus difpatcht, fliee vauntiug to her 
felfe, her foules delightes, deem*d tills her Comedies Cata- 
ftrophe, changing all former difcontents into the fulncffe of 
her defires accompliftiment But how much ftie was decei- 
ued, let the fequell ftiewe. Fame the fwifteft euill and la- 
uifli fpreader of moft vnwelcome newes, had now bruted 
toTHEODOROSeares GiRALDOS death, his daughters lewdnes, 
her late publike infamie and fecond match : The hearing of 
which report pierfed fo his heart, that he likewife full of fo- 
row, yeelded his care-wcakencd bodie to the bed, and thence 
breathleffe to the graue : when at the inftant of his depar- 
ture, he employed fome friend in writing, what himfelfe 
thus with a fainting voice did vtter, and as his laft to her, 
intend. 

Double murdereffe, earft of thy huft)and,now of thy father, 
read what I write, and may thy heart be rent with reading, 
as mine through thee is rent with ruth. Is this the memorie 
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This fubfcription himfclfe did write, wliofc feeble hand 
another guided : fcarfe had he written what he would, whoi 
hee breathed out his enfranchifed foule, ending almoft at 
one inllant his life and letter: which VALERIA receJuing, 
read without remorfe, hearing llkewife tlie manner of his 
death by the meflenger difcourft at lai^e, yet were her 
eyes dill tcareltfle : much it was that this could worke in 
her one houre of melancholly, for (he deemd it no DECORUM 
to blcmifli her yct-during pleafures with not auailing for- 
row. But had ThEODOROS life been longer and his wri- 
ting later, then could not his wordes haue perilht thus 
wholly without effeft : for foone after the receiuing of this 
letter, her preimagined ioycs failing by degrees, grewe 
daily lelTe : and fhce too late, feeing in the prefent iffue of 
Arthemios former promifes, nought but deceit, wi(hed her 
felfe againe at her owne will, which now fhce iuftly wan- 
ted : nor fo flaid her fortunes change, for to haue wanted 
onely herein her wifh, it had beene well ; or howfoeuer, not 
wholly ill : But (which was worfe) (hee beheld apparant 
likelihoode of farre greater imminent diflrelTc, then were 
her woonted outward delights. Hee knowing well her 
humour by his owne fo long experience, thought it better 
to graffe horncs on anothcrs head, then himfelfc to beare 
the imprctTion : in preuenting which miffortune hee vfde 
this method : To reforme her leudnefTe, he reflirained her li- 
bcrtie. 

That "was a day of fauour wherein (hee might freely 
walke about the houfe, for commonly ihee was mewde vp 
in her chamber: her loofo-taild gofiips which firft intic't 
her to folly, were wanide from approach ; efpecially that 
arch-queanc her greateft counfcllor, to whofe kindnes him- 
felfe alfo had been indebted, Thofe gallant yonkers which 
long had fed her humor, by feruing her infatiate luft, were 
bard from accelTe. This was fome corofiue to a wilfuU wan- 
ton, whofe defire could erft brook no contradiftio : but thefe 
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arc trifles, if wc note her following troubles^ fo many and 
fo miji^htic, that it pad a womans patience to indure them, 
if any way able to rcdreflTc them. Although her walks were 
watcht thus narrowly (as many eyes attending her fteppcs 
as had Ar(jUS guarding tranfTormed lo) yet he moft lauifli- 
ly addicted to lafciuiourneflfe, romd abroad at pleafure, wa- 
fting his owne bodie and her fubftance on troupes of tnils, 
whonie he gi)rgcoufly maintained. Riches lightly gotten, 
arc foone loudly gone, for who weighes aright the worth 
of them, being not wearied with ])aines in gathering them ? 
Foarlcs did then grow moft in price, when they were firft 
purchafcd with the daungers of many ftormeSL His minde 
beeing thus wholly on fcafting his Minions with fumptu- 
ous bankets, it noedes muft followc that Gluttonie made 
wav and workt for her fifter Lcchcrie, which without her 
furtherance were almoft forceleffc. They hauing Sirens 
tongues and Crocodiles teares, thereby entic'd him to in- 
tangle him. and preuailed : for as the Hemlocke of ATTICA 
tempered with wine, is of all compounded pox'fons the 
moft deadly : fo of all enticements that is moft dangerous, 
where wit and beautie loilg'd both in one fubiefl, are fo 
enipl*>ved. 

All this while fate poore VALERIA at home, furcharg'd 
with forrow. not ruminating as yet, fo much on repentance 
of former wanton nsi^s as dnx-^ping through defpight of pre- 
fent wants : for now wrathfuU heauen fctting wide open 
the gates i^f ven.;eance, ihowrd downc on her fmfull head 
heai>es of defemed euils infinitely exceeding the number 
of her jeaios, yet not cijualling her dire offences, whofe e- 
ft,ite was not herein oncly haplclTc, to be (as earft) rcftrai- 
ntnl fivMn eoinjvinie. and (torn the libertie of her woonted 
walkes, but likewife in each refpec"t moft abieclly mifera- 
Me : Iter alunvancc in attire, and at the table, fcarfe the fha- 
dow of what it was« and hardly Atting the bafenetTe of her 
(urfcnt fortune, her luft dieted with trouUes leauings : her 
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earfl imperious humor all on foucraigntle, ftoopt to the 
loweft fteppe of flauerie ; and (bee tliat whilome controlde 
the mafter, was now fubie£t without redrefTe, to the checks 
and taunts of her owne feruants, which thereto authorifed 
by ArthemiOS order, limited fo ftraightly her very lookes, 
that had fhe glanc'd her eye on any, though the meancft ob- 
ie^, it forthwith bred fufpition ; and that no fmall com- 
plaint, yet mult (he in no fort (if louing her owne cafe) caft 
on them an angry countenance to argue her offended mind, 
much lelTe bewray in wordes her deepe-fctled difcontent. 
lealt he in a fitte of furie thundering an Alphabet of 
vgly othes, fhould ama^e her with his affrighting menaces : 
nor did he fo containe his outrage, but oft martyring with 
blowes her tender bodie, left on her bruifed limmes for 
lading monuments the irrcmooueable charafters of his 
barbarous cnieltie ; fo to verifie the tenour of his threates, 
and repay with heaped meafure thofc her markes of thank- 
lelTe remembrance, which (hee (earft mercileiTe) had lent, 
and laid on filly lOCKlES (Iioulders. I omit the daily ob- 
iefling of former leudneffe, and GiRALDOS death continu- 
ally vpbraided. At the memorie of which fo many mife- 
ries, the filly wretch did in fighes and teares difcourfe her 
forrowes, lamenting iuftly the fortune of her change, but 
more the folly of her fecond choice. Now thought fhee on 
her hufbands wordes which then fhe weighed not, when hee 
fpake them. Now felt (hee in her fcjfc the iffue of his too 
true prediction ; and as the wearic Mariner feeing from 
farre a Ilorme, knowen by the Teas loud rore, and flocking 
togither of birds, prepares himfelfe with courage and pa- 
tience to entcrtaine the perill : fo (he, whofe minde weande 
thus from ^vantonneflTc, rcuolu'd with reftleffc motion fore- 
paffed woes, and in her fortunes mappe viewd the yet 
clouded trafts of following troubles, addrefled her felfc to 
beare quietly thefe deferued erodes, and made nature fchol- 
ler to neccflitie, but as yet womans frailty could not tully 
H digeft 
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digefl the lower precepts of fuch faint-like patience, which 
that fhe might the lefle endure, he flackt not his indeauour, 
ftill deuifing by what meanes he mod might vexe her ; and 
had therefore changde his former cuftome into an order far 
more impudent : for in (lead of banketting his harlots a- 
broad, he now fcaftcd them at home. She was the drudge 
to prepare their dainties, and fcarfc thought worthy of the 
loweft roomc, when all the delicats were feru*d in. Then 
would hee in her fight kiflc his qucancs and toy with them, 
thus daring her to impatience, that thereon he might coine 
fome feeming caufe to tyrannize with his fift : for well hee 
knewe, that the tongue the hearts herald, womens chiefe 
inftrument of reucnge and eafe, could then hardly or not at 
all by her be bridled. Continuing this cuftome, he once in- 
uited his moft affefted Trull, to feaft her priuatly with ex- 
traordinarie coft : when after the banquet ended and the ta- 
ble vncouered, taking his Lute, he fang to a pleaflng note 
this following dittie, more to croffe his wife, then to con- 
tent his wanton Miftrcffe. 

Waue-tofling windes charaflerizing fcare 
On marble furrowcs of the threatfuU deepe, 
Roufde from their caues the lowring aire to teare, 
And force the welken floods of fliowcrs to weepe : 
(Though ftormie blaftes doe fcatter common fire) 
Burnc *midft their ftormie blaftes in hote defire. 

Wind-toflTed waues which with a gyring courfe 
Circle the Centcrs-oucrpeering maine, 
And dare hcau'ns ftar-bright turrets in their fourcc, 
Can yet not cafe their finnic regents paine : 
But though the floud, the fire in nature quench, 
They burnc amidft the flouds which them do drench. 

Oh whereto then in drooping hearts diftreffe, 
Shall I a filly man my thoughts conforme, 

Which 
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Which can no more themfelues, thomfelues redrclTe, 
Then may fomc guidcleffe Pinnace in a ftorme 
Encounter fafely barking Scilias rocke, 
And fafely dare Charibdis to tlie fhocke. 

Where force doth faile, the weaker needs muft yeeld. 
Being fubniitTme that his fmart may ceafe : 
Yet maifl: thou gaine a farre more glorious field, 
Deigning to graunt my care-fraught hearts releafe. 
The conqueft: this, t'excell in fauing one, 
Loucs irrelenting God, which faucth none. 

Here VALERIA all enragde and fcarfe able to forbeare fo 
long, flew on /= others face, taking with her hands fuch fure 
hold, that the blood trickled down amaine : which feeing & 
at fight thereof infulting, fhc addes this bitter fcorne : Now 
ioUy miftrcs vant if you lift your beauties conqueft. Arc you 
that daintie peece the riuall of my right ? this the face that 
hath wriifted my huH^ands fancie ? Then turning to Arthe- 
MIO Ihee thus proceeds. Monfter of inhumanitie, fpeake (if 
thou canft without remorfe) wherein haue I deferued thefe 
many iniuries, this of all the moil intollerable ? was it for 
louing thee.' yea therein chiefly haue I deferud them, yet 
not fro thee, which haft thence receiued thy making. Canft 
thou : but here ArtHEMIO interrupted herwordswith blows: 
then paufing hee thus replide. Slanderous ftrumpet, fay if 
thou canft without bluftiing (but that thou canft too well) 
what greater wrong herein fuftainft thou, then thou haft of- 
ferd to thy other huflaand ? How then darft thou tcrme iuftice 
iniurie: but fith this fight is fo offenfiue, lie hereafter to 
greeue thy heart, glut thine eies w' more abhorred obiefls, 
& now tame fo thy tongue & deuilifli fingers, Uiat henceforth 
thou (halt haue caufe to curfc the vfc of them. This faid, hee 
fell againe to blowes, nor ceaft he from beating, till ftiee had 
ceaft from fhrewiih anfwcring. Soone after, to effeft his firft 
menace, & therin to effe£l the fecond, he proceeded more infa- 
tiatly in heapjug wrong on wrong, euen to y= carnal vfmg of 
II 2 his 
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his whores before her face, whofe prefence hee enforc't, 
making her the vnwilling baud vnto their beaftlines; yet 
fhee remembering his late outrage, the markes whereof (he 
had yet ftill to fhewe, bare more quietly this the greateft 
iniurie, then thofe other which he before had offered. Now 
had (hee learned to fmooth hir lookes with fignes of mild- 
neffe, although hir care-wome heart were big with malice : 
now did fhee account patience hir only gaine, knowing well 
that by fpeaking (hee could not only not purchafe any remc- 
die, but rather make her forowes thereby more remedile(re, 
his delight beeing ftill in doing that which moft did vex her, 
befide the penaltie of hir prating, fct by him foundly on her 
(houlders. Loe here an inftance proouing it not wholly im- 
po(rible to ouer-mafter for the time the miraculous volubi- 
litie of a womans tongue : which though not fearing a bra- 
uado of blowes, yet (huns the brunt of a maine reuenge. But 
howfoeuer Valeria bridling nature by neceflTity, could in her 
hu(bands fight diflfemble hir deepe forrowes, yet being alone 
fhc could not fo contain her paffions, but at thought of this 
fo dire a wrong (matter enough to haue moou'd a faints pa- 
tience) (he would oft thus vnrip them. O Valeria, of all the 
vnhappieft, thou wanteft many tongues to expreflfe the many 
torments which weare thy bodie & weary thy mind : did thy 
ftarres bode thee thefe miferies, or thine owne amiflfe breed 
thee thefe miffortunes ? ah blame not tliem, accufe not hea- 
uen of iniuftice, but blame thy felfe, thy finne, thy vicious 
liuing ; accufe thy felfe, thy luft, thy vnlawful louing : weigh 
wretched woman with thy diftreflfe, thy deferts : in the one 
thou (halt find thy forows inexplicable, thy (hame infinite : 
both knowen, neither pitied : thy felfe pointed at by paflfers 
by, if thou be feene abroad : baited with rebukes & blows, if 
thou remain at home : thy goods laui(hly wafted to maintain 
the braueries of truls vfurping thy right, & infulting on thy 
ruth : thy childre likewife (haring with thee their portion of 
dcferued punifhmet : but in the other thou (halt fee thefe thy 
miferies farre leflfe then thy mifdeeds : what then maift thou 
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expefl? eafeofthefeeuils? nono VALERlA;but till death, think 
that thy cares fliall neuer ende : And that they then may 
ceafe, nor thou bee doom'd to eternall woe, fue while thou 
liueft with ceafeleffe intercefTion, elfe fliall thy fute bee 
vaine: remiflion, if not purchaft eare life be paft, is 
fought too late. 

The bodyes each-ficknefle may be expelled by choyce of 
fymples : mercy only fought with true penitence, can falue 
the fm-ficke foule. But what talkeft thou of penitence 
which nere wouldft lend one minuts liftning to thofe that 
thereto would perfwade thee ; nere humiliate with harts 
contrition, thy mindes hawtinefle? Nowe is thy morning 
paft, the funne declining, the euening fliadowes haue be- 
fet thee: Oh but difpaire not, leaue that to thofe whofe 
hopes haue left them ; Thy hopes are many ; Hadft thou 
liued and died in wonted eafe, lulde fo in deepe fecuritie, 
then had thy ftate beene wholly defperate : But thefe crof- 
fes are gentle fummons to recall thee, direftions to re- 
duce thy ftraying fteppes, woundes which heale and fo en- 
tended : Learne then thy vfe of thefe affli6lions, fith to be 
happie, thou muft be hapleffe. Tufti fonde Valeria thy 
talke is vaine ; wilt thou preach of abftinence to pyning 
Tantalus, of welth and pleafure to dying men, of pati- 
ence, to thy impatient felfe ? Thinke on thy hufl^and and 
on thy father, dead through thee.: on thy kindred iuftly 
hateing thee : on thy children which ftill doe Hue, but 
through thee haue nothing left : After thefe thinke on thy 
felfe, thy finnes, thy forrowes: Sinnes and forrowes in- 
numerable, infinite, intollerable : What is now thy Theam 
of patience ? Where thy hopes, or whence thy helpe ? Heer 
would fliee ftoppe amidft difpaire, making that hir paflions 
periode, then in the filence of teares and fighs, aft anew hir 
foulcs diftreffe. Once in the depth of hir meditation, fome- 
what to recreate hir care-duld fpirits, ftiee tooke hir Lute, 
and therto warbled with a fainting voice, this fleight ode. 
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Hailing long rcuulu'd in thought.

All the ill my fmnc hath wrought ; 
Enforc'ft 1 am with fighes to fay, 
Myne eyes did plot my foules decay.

(koDck hauc mrvugbt thy foulcs dccaye. 

Thus 
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Thus did fhee then expreffe hir humor, and ofte in other 
forte : mean while Arthkmio, which fet not his minde on 
mourning, kept on his ryot after fuch a rate, that GiRALDOS 
fubflance was fone confum'd ; and had his power matcht y« 
hugeneffe of his defires, not an India of wealth might haue 
fuffiz*d. Now were his lands all mortgaged which with the 
faireft and mod worth of his houfliould furniture, as alfo his 
owne, and hir attyre, fell through forfeits into the hands 
of brokeing Ufurers. Oh what a banquet was this for the, 
whofe chiefe making, fprings from the marring of fuch vn- 
thrifts ; their rifing, from the ruines of filly men ! Thefe 
are they whom (to omit their other titles) we may iuftly 
terme the deuils forerunners, preparing his waies before 
him. For when they haue left a man as bare, as hee 
lefte Job, of whofe goods by Gods permiflion, hee made 
large hauocke, then takes hee his turne of entrance, 
to difpatch tlie tragedie, which thefe his faftors (coheirs 
of his infernall kingdome) haue fet fo forward. His 
firft plotte is to induce the fillie wretches thus tumd out 
of all, to doubt of diuine prouidence. Heereon he fug- 
geftes motions of difpaire, teaching them to number their 
croffes with curies, and in this humor packes them away, 
fome to the beame, fome to the water, each to a defperate 
end. If hee meete with lighter fpirits, not thus incombrcd 
through mclancholly, nor fetting their miffortunes fo neer 
the heart, but refolute to liue maugre fortunes frownes, 
Thefe he fafhions for his purpofe in another mould, fitting 
them with a method for vnlawfull (hiftes : vnder fuch a Tu- 
tor working wonders euen on leaden wits, how caa there 
bee a dearth of bad dircftions, or not plenty of deuillifh 
praftifes, whereto he (harpens their conceipts and corages 
beyond their naturall promptneffe ? Of this feconde forte 
Arthemio within few monethes became a member ; Loe 
here the iflue : for fone after, his houfe growing queafie fto- 
macht through a long confumption of the moueables, 

did 
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did in a gcncrall vomit fpcwt oixt like 3S£=*r. cne myftris, 
uiul «'dl their traine. Ob vbesrlo is tics difbedie (hoald 
pt)t>rcVALRRIAbctakeliirfdfc? Manr fV?^ iad aatic thoulde 
(hoc l>orrowc, who would lend bn; or v-rarriLife hir one 
ni|;ht{« lod(;ing ? fuch was y^ nimorof bir leasdaet^ : fhould 
Out Ih*i;^o? who would giue bir? I ocdt her natiue 
hAUtiiiclVc, hir education and former ttals, aQ aUiorring 
lo al^it'O'^ a profcfTion. But neceffitie wfaidi tamed the 
iui|;htiolt, had Tone maftered hir affliAed minde; infordng 
hit to craue of thofc, which before bad craii'd crf'hir: yet 
found (hoc none* which would in wordes^ pitie bir woes ; 
A tlcndor comfort, but fuch as other wretches haue. O 3rou 
\\h\MUo linnc charming with fecuritie, veiles from your 
o\ c^ tho IVhjucU of your (hame and forrow : 3^00 which trace 
V v( i:Kt \s UcpiK'^ in all lafciuioufneHe, hether I fummon you 
t\^ i\M%) wilh rt|;h5» in thcfe hir fortunes fad recordes, your 
o\\j>o IxMxMhnMtncil mine. This is the looking glaflfe

Jhrnius and haniu^ny : Then (hould I with fweete paf-

tvMM\oiVo by difplayiuj; to the full Valerus woes : or proue 
w'^vir harts to Iv more frv^sen then the winter mantle of 
Thk.u IAN lU*liRr:smeUingthrvHij:h his mclodie; more ftob- 
KiUK^ thon the loftie t^^^s Kiringr HKMrs and bighe Rho- 
tsM*^ to waite on him ; more brutilhe then the fauage beads 
auc.ulM\^ Itim. mv^r^^ rtony then the flinty rockes which 
♦v\:\^\\\< lMi^\ tor a*l thefe hee mou'd : but moue he could 
»K^t \*K^so iva:t ncke beldame:? of \\>ur fexe: which con- 
is^;- svv^ ^:< haiv.v«\\H:s nv>te:Sv iiiih bowlii^ noj'fe, tare 
jss\sUN\t:o t^e ur.te l\\rt: Thefe only in not relenting 

ihould 
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fhould you refemble. Looke on the croffes of this wretch- 
ed creature, & by them looke to your felues, turning fo hit 
euill to fome good : Weigh in what mifery fhee needes 
muft Hue, whofe coftly robes were now changed to ragges, 
hir dainty fare to hard cruftes, hir chambers richly fur- 
nifht, to bafe corners, hir beauties florifh blafted, more 
by cares then yeares. Shee which whilome fcornd to looke, 
and almoft to tread vpon the grounde ; Now durft not raife 
thence hir blubbred eyes, fearing to looke on men, fuch was hir 
(hame. Shee which earft on higheft dayes woulde keepe 
the houfe, fudging hir attyre for fuch times to meane (how 
coftly foeuer) did now (hame to bee feene on any day. But 
when night (the veile of earthes vanities) had drawne hir 
fable curtaines ouer the welkin, in this generall hue of 
horror, bereauing eyes and ears of daies obie£ls : She of all 
the moft vnhappie and now wholly the gueft of darkneffe, 
wandred alone making muficke to her mones, with deepe- 
fetcht fighes : nor bewaild (hee onely hir owne eftate, but 
lamented likewife hir childrens diftreffe, iuftly feard al- 
though not knowen : for they not accompanying their care- 
full mother, fliifted for themfelues, but where or how, flie 
knew not After many dayes of fuch diftreffe, many wekes 
of woe, many monthes wome out in mifery, it was hir hap 
to heere of hir man Iockeys aboade and fortune, which ha- 
uing maried a pore widow, kept a fimple vi6lualling houfe 
in an out part of the city ; At the heereing of which newes 
fliee was long and much perplexed, wauering in vncer- 
tainty of refolution : For when (hee weighed the caufeleffe 
wronges, which fliee had offered him in wordes and blows : 
Howe fliee had ofte incenfd hir huft^and, ofte others, iniu- 
rioufly to reuile and beat him, nor euer granted him one 
hower of quiet ; She could no leffe then feare that hir repaire 
to him, fliould rather aggrauate hir prefent griefe, in re- 
ceauing fome reprochfuU anfwere, then any way attaine 

I defired 
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defired eafe. But weighing the extreamity of hir neede, 
and well knowing that not imploring his reliefe, (he could 
not any way better hir eftate, but that it ftill grewe worfe, 
the filly woman thus on all fides befet with forrowes, chofe 
rather to profecute the flighted hope, then to continue the 
certainty of hir ill happe : Hauing thus refolu*d (he went to 
feeke him, and fue to him for fuccor ; him whom fhee fo 
much had iniured : Loe heere the issue of hir dying fathers 
execration ; which by the way of calling to minde, at thought 
thereof, (hee ftream*d downe from her pyned cheekes, (bow- 
ers of fait teares. 

Coming and finding him, (which greened to fee hir in fuch a 
plight turned fomewhat afide his troubled countenance) (he 
thus befpake him. Ah lOCKEY deigne yet to looke on mee, 
and in one vewe, take thy full reuenge of all the wronges 
that I haue done thee : See hir miferable, which was im- 
modeft : See hir humbled at thy feete, acknowledging 
with teares hir caufelefle fury oft inflifted on thy giltleflfe 
body : ah (hunne me not : I was thy miftrelTe, nor fcorne 
me that once gaue thee bread, though now thou feeft mee 
bafer then the meaneft feruant, nor refufe I that de- 
gree, if thou vouchfafe fo to receaue mee. What greater 
tryumph on fuch a foe canft thou defire, then to haue hir 
fubiefl to thy cheekes, and within the compaflTe of thy 
controUes, which with vniuft controlles and cheekes (thofe 
the lighted iniuries) hath oft wearied thy glowing eares ? 
But fith heauen doth thus aiienge on mee thy caufe, let 
that fuffice thee : oh adde not to my ruth thy rancour. Cut 
not my heart with dire reproches, hart fo already cut 
with deepe cares, that almoft nothing may bee added to 
my woes. If tyme or troubles haue not wrefted from out 
thy memory GiRALDOS name, then for his fake deigne thou 
to fuccour me, and by his example, whofe kinde aflfeftion 
my faults could neuer fo extingui(h, but that it lafted while 
hee liu'd. Wretch as I am, how am I blinded thus to 

pleade 
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plead againft my felfe? louing him, thou needes muft 
loath mee, through whom hee led a ioylefle life, and dyed 
forrowing for my finne: Whereon then (hall I relye, but 
on the mildnefle of thy nature ? If this hope doe likewife 
fayle mee, then whereto Hue I ? why are my dayes 
prolonged to drawe on my Hues diftrefle ? In vttering 
thefe laft wordes, (hee caft downe hir countenance, fix- 
ing hir eyes ftedfaftly on the earth : but loCKEY vnable to 
containe his teares, therein (hewing how deeply hir plaints 
had pierced him with remorcefull paflTion, did thus gent- 
ly comfort hir. 

Had mine eares receiued from the report of others, that 
which mine eyes do now aflure me of, I (hould neuer haue 
beleeued it. Good God, could fuch former wealth ende in 
fuch prefent want? fuch plenty in fuch penury, fuch bra- 
uery in fuch bafenefle, fuch pleafure in fuch pinching woe ? 
O Lord how righteous are thy iudgements : Yet Miftris, 
(for fo He ftill call and accompt you, nor (hall your 
fortune, or former iniuries cancell my duetye) I coulde 
wi(h, (if I might wi(h it without impiety) that this ex- 
ample of Gods iuftice had beene (hewed on any other : But 
wee muft thinke that whatfoeuer hee in his wifdome doth 
determine, is doubt leflTe for the beft. If you can make true 
vfe of his correftion, you (halbe happie in your vnhap- 
pinelTe and thefe your miferies be a fteppe to your fe- 
licitie. 

That I am forry to fee you in this ftate, my wordes and 
countenance may witnelTe, and my greened heart doth fele : 
But fith it is fo, I yet reioyce that I am able by relee- 
uing you, to (hewe how deare to mee the name and me- 
morie of my deceafed mafter is: I accept you there- 
fore as a welcome gueft, aflfuring you of fuch enter- 
tainement as I can afforde; and touching the wronges 
that you haue done me, I will ftriue fo to forget them, 
as if I neuer had fuftained them. 

I 2 Thus 
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This faide hee, nor faide hee more, then he perform'd, for 
immcilially he tooke hir into his houfe, where all the 
time of hir aboad with him (which was fo long as hir felfe 
would tar\') flicc had fuch reliefe as his poore eftate could 
>\Mldo, afforded without grudging ; nor did hee euer greeue 
htr. with the Icaft vpbraiding of former wrongs, nor fuffer, 
(whilo hoc was prcfcnt or knewe of it,) that (he flioulde 
Take the tlcii^htcft paines, more then in her owne affaires : 
l^ut in his abfcnco oft, to cafe and pleafe his wife, (he would 
p\uv the taprtcr, and voluntarily addrefle hir felfe to helpe 
hir in all kindc of drudgeries. While in this fort (hee li- 
u\K not altv>5;[cthcr fo haplcffe as before, Arthemio no lon- 
ger aWo to cxMUinuc his fhifting, fith he had thereby indan- 
^vi\\i his life, made this his laft (hifte, clofely to fhifte him 
icUV away : fence when he was neuer feene about the c>'tie^ 
ivi atuuvil hearvl of: Only fome obfcure reports haue paft, 
s\l' hi^ uM\^ fvvurin^ the wefteme plaines for purffes, and 
that bsnn^ at^erwarvle apprehended, hee dyed miferably in 
a C\^n>i«on ilaol befv^re his publique araignment, fo pre- 
dentin^ the o^vn foandall of an ignominious death. Howe- 
Kvuev this Uv likely in regarde of his former wicked life, 
yet not Innng there^.>f alTured, I will fufpend my cenfure, 
iKvr prefun^ptuoufly defcant of the vnknowen proceedings 
ot the almighty. But VALERIA after long refidence with 
Uh'KV:\\ at laft, whether hoping on fome better place, or 
KvUh votinually to trouble him, fith no way able to requite 
hi* kindnelTe, fondly left him and thereby replung'd hir 
leire intv> hir former mifer)'es, falling in the ende to lit- 
tle Ivtter then open beggery : from which fo abiefl ftate 
\4' life, ihoe nere recoucred till death gaue truce to hir di- 
l^iv^lec* : death wherein only ftiee was not hapleffe ; But 
Ut |\^ wivtchal people the preuenting of any forrow may 
>vV xv'^MwM gvHHl happe, then fo was hirs, in not feeing hir 
ivuv;.;.^>^ ehiUhens miferable endes, fuch as their diffo- 
'^W V**'Ni^t\^ vi\ did euer threaten, and their leaud cour- 
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fes iuflly merit ; of thefe the elder flying for fome offence be- 
yond the feas and there following armes in the ciuill tu- 
mults of diftrafted Belgia. but foone ftaining the moft ho- 
nourable profefllon of a fouldier by playing the traitour, 
had his deferts paide with the halter, and therein leaping 
defperately from the ladder, he tooke his ioumey into the 
other world. The yonger confirmed fo in the loue of head- 
ftrong libertie through his corrupt education, that hee 
could not long brooke any feruice: fuccourd by none, be- 
caufe difdaining fubjeflion to all ; died in the fieldes, and 
there lay a lothfome fpeftacle ; for his (linking car- 
kafle had no other couerture then heauens vaft circum- 
ference, and his vnburied limmes were feized on by raue- 
nous birdes, who therewith glutted their carrion gorges. 
Somewhat before his laft gafpc with an oft interrupted 
voice, he faintly groned out thefe bitter mones. O whither 
(hall I turne me, whereon (hall I hope, or what (hall I de- 
fire.' my bones ake, my bowels gnawe, my feet rot, each 
limme doth Ihiver, and my whole bodie is full of paine : life 
I loath thee, life when leaucCl thou me? death why dalHell 
thou with thefe delaies ? why commcft thou in fuch de- 
grees of torments.' thy meffengers are more terrible then 
thy felfe : yet come not death, lead in exchange of thefe 
my prefent woes, thou plunge me in eternall woe. 

O finnc, how fweet is the beginning, how fower thy end f 
O father, but enough of thee, for thy name doth cut my 
foule anew. O mother, but too much of thee, cruell through 
immoderate kindnes: O vnhappy brother, but happie in 
refpefl of me : for though thy end were likewife (hame- 
fuil, yet was thy carcafe couered with earth : but mine 
muft lie (till in this (linking place, to pollute the aire, 
and feed the rauenous foules ; yet helpe me fome good man 
who paffmg by may heare my mones; giue me at Icaft 
fome fhelter from this iniurie of the weather; vnkind men, 
will none relieue me? yet not vnkind, becaufe Gods iuftice 
I 3 hardens 
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hardens their heartes : oh that is it, whereon when I doe 
thinke, I wifh that I had beene borne a beaft, that with 
my life all my miferies might ende : yet helpe mee, O my 
God, fith men forfake me : though hell looke for me, and I 
dare not looke on heauen : though my offences be innume- 
rable, yet is thy mercie infinitely greater: mercie fweete 
Lord, father of mercie, mercie it felfe f O that my mother 
had taught mee to pray, when fhee taught me to reuile my 
father : Alas, I knowe no forme of praier, faue this onely 
which my heart laden with anguifli doth thus endite. Mer- 
cie fweete Lorde, let my foule imbrace thy mercie, let thy 
mercie imbrace my foule. But aye me, my paines increafe, 
life and death doe combat in my bread : this their ftrife 
doubles my torments : ah, but helles torments are farre 
greater. From them and thefe, fweet Lorde deliuer me, for 
in thee : Here as he faine would haue proceeded, life failing, 
made thefe his laft wordes imperfedl, with whofe death I 
end this doloros difcourfe. 

THus (Gentlemen) haue you heard briefly related the 
Tragique iflue of GiRALDOS wooing in age, and 
Valerias wantonnefle in youth : Had I intituled this dif- 
courfe, A Looking Glafle, the Metaphor had not been whol- 
ly immateriall : for herein may all fortes of readers note 
fundry points of weight: hufbandes, the daunger of too 
much doting : wiues in her fall, the end of luftfuU foUie : 
parents, the mightie perill of foothing their children in 
check-free licentioufnefle : children, the fruit of difobedi- 
ence and vndutifuU demeanour : rafli proceeders, the great 
difference of good and bad counfell, of honeft and difhoneft 
companie : with the danger of not imbracing the one, and 
not (hunning the other : and that the rather, fith the force 
of companie, hath in the effedling of either fuch excee- 
ding force, according to the Italian prouerbe, Dimmi con 
chi tu vai, Grfagrb quel chefai. ISlus pifcator fapit^ but if wee 
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account him wire, which being once hurt, doth Ihunne a fe- 

cond hazard : how much more iuftly may wee commend 

their wifedome, who becing not hurt at all, but learning 

heedfulnes at others coftes, gouern warily themfelues 

by noting the ifTue of their indifcretion : which 

fore-fight and good fortune I wifli 

unto you all.
